Labs to 
charge for 
eXCeSS 
printing

Students will have to start 
thinking twice before printing 
out copies of their 50-page cap- 
stone papers or organizational 
fliers, because the computer 
labs on campus are getting new 
programs that will eventually 


lead to the end of free paper. 


and printing. 

The software is still in the 
testing phase so no students 
will be billed this semester for 
going over their limit. Howev- 
er, beginning in Fall 2005, stu- 
dents will only be allowed to 
have 325 pages for free. If a 
student goes over the amount 
allotted to them, they will be 
charged ten cents for every 
page over their limit up to 
$150. 


The computer science de 
partment has been _ talking 
about putting a limit on the 
number of pages one can print 
in the lab for several years, 
Paul Wallace, the director of in- 
formation systems believes that 
the new system for limiting 
printing will make sharing the 
cost of paper more fair every- 
one. 

“We had the software on the 
computers last semester as 
well, although all they did was 
monitor how who was printing 
what,” Wallace said. “Normally 
no one goes over the average 
of 325, but there wére a few 
people who printed way over 
the limit. The highest number 
one student printed was ap- 
proximately 2600 pages.” 

The studies from last semes- 
ter show that most of the stu- 


dents on campus (70 percent) * 


never went over the average of 
325 pages. However, the 30 
percent that did account for 73 
percent of all the pages printed. 
Since the money for paper in 
the computer labs comes from 
students, Wallace believes it 
would not be fair to have every- 
one pay for a small group who 
are responsible for the most pa- 


per. 

The idea of paying for print- 
ing is creating mixed ideas 
among students on campus. 
While the point of the new pro- 
gram is to make things more

Roommates return to quarantined Browne room

“It looked like a jungle. It 
was hot; I'd say it was about 
ninety degrees and felt like a 
sauna, a moldy one. In fact, it 


was literally ‘raining’ down in- 
side when Dean [Neal] Edman 
and I pushed the door open. 
When I turned around to look 
at him, his glasses looked all 
smeary; they'd actually fogged 
up,” said Associate Dean of Stu- 


dent Affairs Molly Mistretta. 
Although it sounds like she 
and Edman returned from an 
exotic trip to the Costa Rica 
rainforests this holiday Season, 
this was actually a trip to the 
ground floor of Browne a few

days before the start of a new 
semester. 

The maintenance crew found 
sophomore Amanda McFadden 
and junior Megan Hoagland’s 
room over break damaged to 
the point where it was “instan- 
taneously decided that this 
room: would not be used,” said 
Mistretta. 

After more than three weeks 
of no one entering their room, 
a janitor passing the girl's room 
got a whiff of an obnoxious 
scent permeating out into the 
hall. Luckily, the janitor made 
the necessary call to unlock the 
girl’s door, and once doing so, 
the janitor was greeted by a 
room covered in a soot of un- 


’ sanitary mold. 


“What we think has hap 
pened is that there was a steam 
build up in one of the radiators. 
There was a leak in a pipe, 
which I would suggest is like 
running your shower at full 
speed ‘hot’ for about a week. 
So, if it builds up over that 
amount of time, what appears 
to have happened is there was 
a lot of condensation and mois- 
ture-a warm temperature-and 
that gives the room a perfect 
breeding ground for mold,” 
said Mistretta. 

“It was nothing that the girls 


had done, in fact, the problem : 


had been reported before-but 


when physical plant came-the 
problem had disappeared. This 
is just a problem of having old 
heating systems. If it hadn't 
been for that long a period, the 
problem would have been mini- 
mized,” added Mistretta. 
Director of Physical Plant 
Owen Wagner further explains 
that it was by no fault of the 
two roommates, but the prob- 
lem had to do with the three 
weeks of lacking ventilation- 
thus creating the spread of 
mold spores. “It only takes 48 
hours for mold to start grow- 
ing,” said Wagner. “Mold is an 
interesting issue. That’s why it’s 
extremely important for resi 
dences and staff to let us know 
when they see it,” said Wagner. 
‘There is very little regulation 
(on mold) and everyone pre 
supposes that all mold is bad. I 
don’t pretend to be a scientist- 
and I've never been effected by 
much mold- but when I walked 
into that room, I sneezed.” 
Wagner believes. that the 
problem has been contained 
and during spring break, the 
room and ceiling will be gutted 
to renovate the room for use 
next fall. For now, the college 
is awaiting results from mold 
samples to see if mold found in 
that room exhibit properties of 
a conventional or dangerous

As a matter of fact, there’s a 
good chance that youl walk 
right past Sghetti’s and not even 
be aware that you've walked by 
a culinary experience of a life 
time. . 


We must remember that the 
charm of any Italian restaurant 
isn’t found in the building or on 
a fancy sign, it’s found in the 
people - and more importantly 
the food. 

Sghetti’s provides a relaxing 
atmosphere that is nostalgic of 
an earlier, simpler, more wel 
coming time in American soci 
ety. 

The restaurants décor is 
slightly different from what you 
would expect to find at a typical 
Italian restaurant. 

Instead of the cheesy pic- 
tures from different parts of 
Italy, fake plastic grapevines, 
and those damn chubby angels, 
Sghetti’s décor consists of an- 


tique family pictures, impres- 
sive chinaware collected from 
Italy, and interesting murals 
painted on the walls. 

Aside from providing an au- 
thentic atmosphere Sghetti’s 
menu also aims to recreate an 
authentic Italian culinary experi 
ence. The menu has quite a 
large range of items to choose 
from such as_ salads, pasta, 
seafood, and sirloin. 

Sghetti’s standard menu of- 
fers an abundance of delectable 
and affordable items, but they 
also have an impressive list of 
daily specials. 

I highly recommend starting 
out with an appetizer because 
they are just that good, particu- 


larly the spinach and artichoke 
dip.

not to gorge yourself full of ap- 
petizers because you will need 
to conserve some room for your 
choice of a freshly tossed salad 
or soup of the day that is in- 
cluded with your meal. As far 
as the portions of meals are 
concerned, you are eating at an 
Italian restaurant, which means 
the portions are going to be 
huge:

So how does: Sghetti’s stacks 
up in the great scheme of the 
Twinkie scale? 

My first impression was that 
this place didn’t look like any- 
thing special, but the service 
was fast and courteous, the por- 
tions large and filling, and the at- 
mosphere was “magnifico!” My 
overall experience at Sohettis 
compels me to rate them three 
and a half Twinkies out of four.

New off- 
campus 
housing 
underway

Plans are underway to add 
three townhouse complexes to 
the housing options available 
for .Westminster students. 
These complexes, which will 
cost the college an estimated 

million, are slated to be 
complete for the fall semester 
of 2006. 

The complexes, which  in- 
clude five. townhouse units 
each, will be built in the open 
recreational field adjacent to 
and south of Russell Hall. 

According to Molly Mistret- 
ta, Associate Dean of Student 
Affairs, the townhouses are be- 
ing built to proyide “transitional 
living, which will encourage 
students to develop skills that 
will enable them to live’ inde 
pendently.” 

Each townhouse will con- 
tain four single bedrooms, a liv- 
ing room, bathroom, and 
kitchen. They will be fully fur- 
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Are the necessary renovations being made?

The work on Old Main has 
begun, but there is a question 
as to whether or not the right 
renovations are being done. 

The current construction 
plans include replacing the elec- 


trical wiring, installing a new > 


heating and cooling system, up- 
dating the sprinklers, .and 
putting in an elevator. These 
repairs have been relatively 


‘agreed upon, but there are 


some smaller projects such as 
repainting and carpeting that 
have caused discrepancies. 


Questions have risen as to 
whether or not Old Main is not 
being renovated correctly. 
Some feel that the outside re- 
pairs such as replacing the roof, 
repointing the exterior walls 
and changing the windows 
should be done before the in- 
side repairs. 

“It matters how much of a 
gambler you are,” said Thomas 
McCosby of McCosby T.W. 
Construction. 

He said that a bad storm 
could easily ruin inside renova- 
tions by further deteriorating 
the outside conditions of the 
building. For example, a dri- 


ving rain could cause a leaky 
roof or even permeate the 
crumbling mortar between the 
structure’s bricks and damage 
the work that has already been 
done. 

Ken Romig, vice president of 
finance and management, de 
fended the college’s decision to 
renovate the inside before the 
outside. 

He said that the larger pro- 
jects such as the electric and el 
evator defined the project as a 
major renovation which means 
that the entire building has to 
be brought up to code rather

“They were a Christian fami- 
ly, which is very rare,” Daniels 
said.

Daniels took languages class- 
es with international students, 
but also took a history class 
with native Mexican students. 
He traveled to many different

Fair, a junior Spanish major 
and Secondary Ed. and Music 
minor, participated in a 

multi-country, program from 
Sept. 4 until Dec. 11. She spent 
five weeks in Guanajuato, Mex- 
ico, three weeks in Buenos 
Aires, Argentina and five weeks 
in Sevilla, Spain.

“I met a lot of people from 
across the country,” Fair said.

“It’s. hard to be completely 
thrown into a new society and 
find out what’s going on,” Hen- 
derson said. “Siestas are really 
nice, though. From 2 or 2:30 
p.m. until about 5 p.m., the 
whole city shuts down.” 


While all four students had 
unique experiences, they each 
agree that their trips were 
worthwhile, and they would go 
back if they had the chance. 


“I would absolutely love to 
go back to Germany,” Britton 
said. “The culture and people 
are so vastly different from 
what I’m used to, that the four 
months I spent there was just 
enough to sample things.” 

Britton, Daniels, Fair, and 
Henderson feel much more 
confident with their language 
skills after being surrounded by 
native speakers for an extended 
period of time. They are now 
re-adjusting to life on campus. 

“It. was good to be home at 
first because it was around the 
holidays,” Fair said. “But it 
stinks because there is no one 
to speak Spanish with now.”

nished: and include features 
that the current residence halls 
provide, including a broadband 
Internet connection. 

Some new amenities, such 
as air conditioning, will be 
added. Extended leases will be 
available, allowing occupants to 
stay in the townhouses over 
holiday breaks and vacation pe- 
riods throughout the year. 
Same-gender occupancy will be 
required within the units. 

Much research and prepara- 
tion has gone into this project. 

Neal Edman, Dean of Stu- 
dent Affairs, along with other 
staff and SGA members, visited 
college campuses around the 
area in order to see the variety 
of townhouses already built. 
“These visits gave us the op 
portunity to see the programs 
different schools are 
using...what works and what 
doesn’t work,” Edman said. 
Youngstown State University, 
Thiel College and Walsh Uni- 
versity were among the schools 
visited. 

Students are anxiously antici- 
pating the new housing, which 
will still maintain the close resi- 
dential feel common to the 
campus. 

“I think they will give stu. , 
dents the chance to really start 
experiencing life on their own,” 
said sophomore Anthony Beil- 
stein. 

Although most are excited 
about this new opportunity, 
there are some mixed feelings. 
“My only concern about the 
apartments is that it could hurt 
fraternity life. Giving men a 
third option could pull away 
from the numbers in the hous- 
es,” said junior Colter McElree. 

Room and board for these 
townhouses is approximately 
$4,500.00 per year, excluding 
any meal plans. Although the 
current meal plans will be avail- 
able, they are not required. The 
process for choosing occupants 
for the new townhouses has 
not yet been decided; however, 
more information will be avail 
able as plans become finalized 
within the next few months.

Following the reintroduction 
of the Marri Protection 
Amendment (MPA) to the U.S. 
Senate, students are starting a 
letter campaign to further 
protest the amendment. 

“We're definitely concerned, 
and we will fight it at all costs 
to make sure it doesn’t pass,” 
Allies President Christy Mer- 
chant said. 

“But we try not to give too 


‘ much notice to it, because that 


justifies and [validates] the 
amendment being  reintro- 
duced,” she added. 

Originally called the Federal 
Marriage Amendment, the 
MPA defines. marriage as a 
union between a man and a 
woman and was rejected last 
year. However, a group of Re- 
publican senators brought it to 
the floor again last week, once 
again sparking debate over the 
definition of marriage. 

Merchant added that the 
senators in favor of passing the 
amendment represent only a 
small contingent of the Republi- 
can Party. 


“They are drumming up. 


trouble, bringing negativity to 
the LGBTA [lesbian, gay, bisex- 
ual, transgendered community 
and its allies] community for 
their own personal gain,” she 
said. 
College Republicans Presi- 
dent Andy Banducci said he be- 
lieves the amendment should 
be debated on the federal level. 

“This is certainly something 
that we should have a public 
debate on,” Banducci said. “The 
main point on this issue, which 
is difficult for a lot of people, 
even in the Republican Party, is

the balance between liberty and 
whether government should 
have a say over the lifestyles of 
a lot of people.” 

College Democrats President 
Megan Green, though, said the 
amendment has been defeated 
by Congress and should not be 
reintroduced. 

“I don’t think that it really 
has much ground. They tried 
to do it once before, and it did- 
n't succeed,” she said. “It got 
shot down once already. I don’t 
think it has a lot of clout.” 

Green also said there has 
been a growing trend of toler- 
ance toward gay and lesbian 
couples in the United. States, 
which will likely sway Congress 
to defeat the amendment for a 
second time. 

“Personally, the only differ- 
ence I see between gay mar- 
riage and non-gay marriage is 
tax benefits,” Zachary Simonetti 
(senior-information sciences 
and technology) said. 

“Why not give them. [gay 
couples] the title? They should 
have the same rights as a man 
and a woman.” 

Andrew Wheelock  (fresh- 
man-musical theatre) said. he 
disagrees with the amendment 
because it infringes on personal 
freedoms and violates the sepa- 
ration of church and state. 

‘It’s not fair for the state to 
make this amendment,” he 
said, adding he does not be 
lieve it will be passed. “Id like 
to believe it’s going to be dis- 
missed.” 

Chearine Pringle (freshman- 
electrical engineering) said she 
disagrees with gay marriage 
and thinks Congress could pass 
the amendment. 

“I think that it’s possible,” 
she said.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 
dent Bush challenged a divided 
Congress on Wednesday to 
take the political risk of over- 
hauling Social Security, the gov- 
ernment’s costliest social pro- 
gram and a_ cherished 
centerpiece of the New Deal. 
Bush’s plan envisions that bene- 
fits promised to workers 55 and 
older would remain unchanged. 

The president's message was 
spelled out by White House 
and GOP congressional officials 
in advance of his prime-time ad- 
dress to a joint session of Con- 


gress. 

On the international front, 
Bush was expected to hail the 
elections in Iraq, the Palestinian 
territories and Afghanistan as 
signs that democracy was on 
the march around the world. 

Emboldened by his reelec- 
tion, Bush was calling on law- 
makers to move on several con- 
troversial fronts, including 
liberalizing the nation’s immi- 
gration laws, imposing limits on 
medical malpractice lawsuits

VATICAN CITY (AP) - 
Pope John Paul II’s doctors 
were on guard for complica- 
tions Wednesday, a day after 
the frail, 84-year-old pontiff 
was hospitalized with the flu 
and breathing trouble.

Transforming Social Security 
is huge political gamble for 
Bush and for Republican allies 
wary of taking big political 
risks. While Bush cannot run 
for another term, most GOP 
lawmakers face re-election next 
year and are nervous about 
tampering with a system that 
Americans like and see no im- 


. mediate need to overhaul. 


Democrats, on the other 
hand, face a risk of appearing 
as obstructionists if they simply 
oppose all of Bush’s plan. 

Bush was to speak from the 
rostrum of the House chamber, 
with Vice President Dick Ch- 
eney and House Speaker Den- 
nis Hastert seated behind him. 

The capital’s political estab- 
lishment, from members of 
Congress and the Cabinet to 
the diplomatic corps and 
Supreme Court justices, was 
gathering for the address. Secu- 
rity was intense, as it was for 
Bush’s inauguration Jan. 20. Po- 
lice closed off streets surround- 
ing the Capitol and its office 
buildings. 

Democrats vehemently re- 


jected Bush’s proposal to divert 
Social Security taxes into pri 
vate investment accounts, a 
plan that offers the possibility of 
higher returns as well as risks 
from the stock market, and al 
most certainly a cut in guaran- 
teed benefits. 

Senate Minority Leader Har- 
ry Reid called Bush’s plan dan- 
gerous and said there were oth- 
er ways to deal with Social 
Security's projected financial 
problems. Social Security is ex- 
pected to start losing money in 
2018 or 2020, according to dif- 
fering estimates from Social Se- 
curity trustees and Congress’ 
budget analysts, and to be un- 
able to provide full benefits be 
ginning in 2042 or 2052. 

“Its wrong to replace the 
guaranteed benefit that Ameri- 
cans have earned with a .guar- 
anteed benefit cut of 40 percent 
or more,” Reid said in the De 
mocratic response to Bush’s ad- 
dress. 

House Minority Leader Nan- 
cy Pelosi, D-Calif, appearing 
with Reid, challenged Bush on 
Iraq.

“The physical plant is re 
sponsible for college roadways, 
sidewalks, and entrances,” Di 
rector of the physical plant 
Owen Wagner said. 

According to Wagner, there 
isn't a set schedule for snow re- 
moval; it is done when it needs 
to be done. The grounds crew 
is responsible for clearing and 
salting the sidewalks, roads, 








and parking lots on campus. 
The custodians are responsible 
for the entrances in and around 
campus. “There are require 
ments. to keep the: entrances 
free and open weather the 
buildings are occupied or not. 
Custodians have a snow callout 
procedure,” Wagner said. 

The grounds crew is in- 
formed by security what needs 
done and where. When the 
grounds crew is called out, they 
work in two different shifts 
from 6 am. to 11 pm. 
Grounds crewmembers can be 
called out for snow removal. on 
weekends and holidays. Ac- 
cording to Wagner, the side- 
walks are plowed, shoveled, 
and salted, and the roadways 
are salted. The parking lots are 
plowed as best as the grounds 





crew can due to the cars. The 
custodians shovel out all en- 
tranceways fifteen to thirty feet 
away from the doorway. 

“T have an 8:10 on Monday, 
Wednesday and Friday, and 
when I walk to class there ‘is 
never any snow on the side 
walks, so I think they are doing 
a good job,” sophomore busi 
ness major Jake Creese said 

When it is not snowing, the 
physical plant stays busy in- 
specting and fixing equipment. 
They also get themselves and 
the equipment prepared to go 
out when they are called. 

“I think the physical plant 
does a good job with snow re 
moval, I always ‘see the little 
trucks clearing the roads and 
sidewalks,” senior public rela- 
tions major Katie Fisher said.

Bill could allow companies to sanatize movies

WASHINGTON (AP) - Leg- 
islation that would enable par- 
ents to skip movie scenes 
deemed offensive on DVDs is 
moving quickly in Congress. 

It also would create stiffer 
penalties for people who bring 
videocameras into theaters to 
make pirated copies. 

“Parents have a right to de- 
cide what their children see on 
television and no one should 


»’ deny them that right,” said 


Rep. Lamar Smith, R-Texas, 








+ 
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who introduced the bill in the 
House. 

“Fortunately, technology ex- 
ists that shields children from 
violence, sex, and profanity. It 
is the electronic equivalent of 
fast-forwarding over unwanted 
content.” 

The legislation was intro- 
duced because Hollywood stu- 
dios and directors had sued to 
stop th ers and distribu- 
tors offhe technology. 

The movies’ creators had ar- 
gued that changing the con- 
tent would violate their copy- 
rights. 


Sen. Orrin Hatch, R-Utah, 
said the bill would create an 
exemption in the copyright 
laws to make sure companies 
like ClearPlay, a Salt Lake City 
business, won’t get sued out of 
existence. 

The bill “will help to end ag- 
gressive litigation threatening 
the viability of small compa- 
nies like ClearPlay which are 
busy creating innovative tech- 
nologies for consumers that al- 
low them to tailor their home 
viewing experience to their 
own individual or family prefer- 
ences,” Hatch said last week.

Nearing end of European tour, Rice says 
NATO won't be world’s policeman

BRUSSELS, Belgium (AP) - 
Secretary of State Condoleezza 
Rice said Wednesday that Iran 
cannot delay indefinitely ac- 
countability for a suspected nu- 
clear weapons program, but 
said the United States has set 
“no deadline, no timeline” for 
Tehran to act. 

Nearing the end of a Euro- 
pean tour that included visits to 
both old and new members of 
the expanding NATO, Rice said 
the United States remains in 
“close consultations” with its 
European allies on the issue. 

She warmed Tehran that the 
United States would not accept 
foot-dragging by the govern- 


. ment there as officials weigh 


various diplomatic overtures 
that European nations have 


made to resolve the nuclear 
question. 

In Washington, President 
Bush said he was pleased with 
the response Rice had received 
from Europeans on efforts to 
restrain Iran’s nuclear ambi 
tions. “The Iranians just need to 
know that the free world is 
working together to send a 
very clear message: don’t devel- 
op a nuclear weapon,” Bush 
said. “And the reason we're 
sending that message is be 
cause Iran with a nuclear 
weapon would be a_ very 
destablizing force in the world. 

At a news conference with 
NATO officials, Rice told re 
porters that Iran must live up to 
its obligations. 

“Tm quite clear and I believe 
everybody is telling the Iranians 
that they are going to have to, 
live up to their international

obligations,” she said. “It is ob- 
vious that if Iran cannot be 
brought to live up to its interna- 
tional obligations, in fact, the 
IAEA (International Atomic En-

The other study, by Yale and 
Harvard researchers, found that 
testing people every three to 
five years would be cost-effec- 
tive for all but the lowest-risk 
people, such as those who are 
celibate or are in monogamous 
heterosexual relationships. 

And even for those people, 
one-time testing was found to 
be cost-effective. 

About 40,000 new HIV infec- 
tions occur each year. An esti- 
mated 950,000 people are infect- 
ed with the virus, but about 
280,000 of thém don’t know it. 

CDC guidelines recommend 
routine tests wherever the 
prevalence of HIV infection is

policy: Priceless?

Fresh Start just got longer 
for all incoming first-year stu- 
dents. The new College Credit 
Card and Marketing (S 157) bill 
requires an orientation on cred- 
it card debt. 

The campus is taking very 
seriously the recent studies 
showing that credit card debt 
has risen to iis highest levels 
among college students in the 
United States. 


In an attempt to help prepare 
students with their new respon- 
sibilities, and also in compliance 
with the guidelines laid out in 
the State Bill S 157, this cam- 
pus has decided to change the 
Credit Card and Marketing Pol 
ley 

“When we asked them [the 
Student Life and Athletic Coun- 
cil] about the new policy they 
advised us they don’t want 
credit card companies here at 
all,” Camille Hawthorne, Associ- 
ate Dean of Student Affairs 
said. 

The bill was passed by the 
General Assembly of the State 
of Pennsylvania and was also 
signed by the Governor on July 
15, 2005. 

The bill asked colleges and 
universities to take into account 
five different things when set- 
ting up a policy dealing with 
credit care marketing. . 

These five things include: 
requiring registration, limiting 


the areas where marketers can - 


go, not allowing gifts in ex- 
change for a completed: credit 
card application, providing debt 
literature in the bookstore and 
including a presentation on the 
dangers of credit cards in ort 
entation. 


The campus is tak- 
ing very seriously 
the recent studies 
showing that credit 
card debt has risen 
to its highest levels 
among college stu- 
dents in the. United 
States. 


Here on campus, the mem- 
bers of SLAC decided that 
guildlines are great; however, 
our campus doesn’t need credit 
card vendors. 


“They take up a lot of room 
and used to be able to offer stu- 
dents gifts for signing up. This 
in. return caused students to re- 
ceive a lot of unwanted phone 
calls and mail because of it,” 
said SLAC member Stephanie 
Martin. 

Even though credit card ven- 
dors will not be allowed now on 
campus, changes are still going 
to be made. 


The Credit Card Marketing 
Policy stated, “The College will 
conduct a credit card manage- 
ment workshop for all first-year 
students during the traditional 
Fall Orientation Program 
(Fresh Start).” 


The policy went on to say 
that a second workshop will be 
offered early in the spring se 
mester to the entire campus 
community. 


The campus hopes by offer- 
ing credit card workshops 
theyll inform young adults on 
the dangers of credit cards. 
With the support of SGA and 
SLAC, this new policy regard- 
ing credit cards will hopefully

Sammons further explained 
that the appeal of the TUB is its 
convenience. A lot of people 
just want to grab something to 
eat and go, instead of sitting 
down to a meal. Since the 
TUB is the only place on cam- 
pus where this kind of service 
is available, people take advan- 
tage of it. Unfortunately, conve- 
nience comes at a price. 

“I usually grab whatever is 
fastest,” Johnson said. “Then, 
I'm not satisfied with what I’m 
eating. The system is insane, 
inadequate, complicated and 
frustrating.” 
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According to TUB employee 
Pat Salman, the problem start- 
ed at the beginning of this 
school year when the checkout 
system changed. Last year, 
there were two registers at the 
same location and customers 
formed two lines. This year, 
one of the registers was moved 
closer to the sub station to try 
to decrease the chaos.

two hernia operations in less 
than two years. He had to 
briefly delay a December trip to 
the Middle East to schedule the 
minor surgery. 

“My prayers. and sympathies 
go out to Arlen, his wife and his 
entire family,” said Senate Ma- 
jority Leader Bill Frist, R-Tenn. 
“I am confident that he will re 
cover fully and look forward to 
his speedy return to the United 
States Senate.” 

Specter’s Pennsylvania cok 
league, fellow Republican Rick 
Santorum, said he had spoken 
with Specter late Wednesday.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Chaf-

$500,000 for a company and. 


from $11,000 to $500,000 for an 
individual entertainer. 

“With passage of this legisla- 
tion, I am confident that broad- 
casters will think twice about 
pushing the envelope,” said 
Rep. Fred Upton, R-Mich., 
chairman of the House 
telecommunications panel and 
author of the bill. “Our kids 
will be better off for it.” 

The White House said in a 
statement that it strongly sup- 
ports the legislation that “will 
make broadcast television and 
radio more suitable for family 


viewing. : 
A similar bill has been in- 


troduced in the Senate, where 


it has broad bipartisan sup-~ 


port. Sen. Ted Stevens, R-Alas- 
ka, chairman of the Commerce 
Committee, has said he wants 
to act on the bill quickly, but he 
hasn’t given a timetable. 

Any differences in the two 
bills would have to be re 
solved before it can go to 
President Bush for his signa- 
ture. 

Last year the two chambers 
were unable to reach a com- 
promise.

KYOTO, Japan (AP) - Amid 
fanfare marking the enactment 
of the Kyoto global warming 
pact, leading proponents. laid 
out their. next goals Wednes- 
day: persuading the United 
States to join the world crack- 
down on emissions of carbon 
dioxide and other gases and 
planning further steps when the 
current agreement runs out in 
2012. 

The Kyoto Protocol, adopted 
in Japan’s ancient capital in 
1997, imposes legally binding 
requirements on 35 industrial 
ized states to cut emissions of 
“greenhouse gases” blamed for 


_ ,Nising world temperatures to an 


more self-censorship by 
broadcasters and entertainers 
unclear about the definition of 
“indecent.” 

They cited the example of

es. 

He added that there is often 
more explicit content on cable 
and satellite channels, which 
are not subject to indecency 


fines but can be just as easily - 


accessible to children. 

Under FCC rules and feder- 
al law, radio stations and over- 
the-air television channels can- 
not air obscene material at any 
time, and cannot air indecent 
material between 6 a.m. and 


10 p.m. 

The FCC defines obscene 
material as describing sexual 
conduct “in a patently offen- 
sive way” and lacking “serious 
literary, artistic, political or sci- 
entific value.” Indecent materi- 
al is not as offensive but still

The FCC has wide latitude 
to impose fines. It can fine an 
individual company, groups of 
stations owned by a company 
and individual entertainers.

$27,500, then the maximum, 
against each of 20 stations 
owned by the network. 

All five members of the 
FCC, three Republicans and 
two Democrats, say the cur- 
rent fines are far too low and 
they have. encouraged Con- 
gress'to boost them. 

The House bill would let 
the FCC fine an individual en- 
tertainer, such as a disc jock- 
ey, without first issuing a 
warning, which is: the case 
now.

Tourism becoming a war casualty

(AP) - Mickey Mouse has a 
bone to pick with Uncle Sam. 

Some U.S. travel executives - 
including those who run Dis- 
neyland and Walt Disney World 
- think the government needs 
to do more to improve the 
country’s image with foreign 
tourists who increasingly are 
choosing other places for their 
vacations. 

Tourism officials ascribe the 
decline partly to anti-American- 
ism that arose after the country 
launched military action in 
Afghanistan and Iraq and to the 
“hassle factor” associated with 
new visa application and airport 
security procedures. 

Aggressive campaigns by 
other countries to lure tourists 
have had an impact, too. 

‘It's more than just an image 
decline,” said Jay Rasulo, presi- 
dent of Walt Disney Parks & 
Resorts, a Lake Buena Vista, 
Fla-based unit of The Walt Dis- 
ney Co. 

‘I think other countries are 
out there competing for tourists 
and we have not been.” 

Rasulo and other travel exec- 
utives said tourism to the Unit- 
ed States, while rising again af 
ter several down years, is not 
as robust as it should be, with 
an estimated 10 percent fewer 
international visitors in 2004 
than in 2000. 

Although the weak dollar 
has brought more visitors in re- 
cent months, the overall trend 
is still disappointing to the in- 
dustry. 

The stakes involved are 
huge. Visitors from abroad ac- 
counted for about $93.5 billion 
in spending and economic activ- 
ity in the United States in 2004, 
according to Commerce De 
partment estimates. 

That’s slightly larger than 
USS. exports of automobiles, en- 
gines and parts. 

Homeland Security Depart- 
ment spokesman Dennis Mur- 
phy said the new procedures 
are intended to correct vulnera- 
bilities exploited by the Sept. 11 
terrorists, without impeding 
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Kyoto proponents focus on drawing United States into process 


mate change treaty, to which 
the protocol is an adjunct. 

The United States signed the 
protocol in 1997 under Presi 
dent Clinton, but the Senate re- 
fused to ratify it. 

President Bush renounced 
the agreement in 2001, and 
his government has ex- 
pressed strong doubts about 
the link between gases 
lieved to trap heat in the 
Earth’s atmosphere and cli- 
mate change. 

No clear strategy. has 
emerged on how to enlist 
‘US. participation. 

Several environmental offi- 
cials voiced hopes that the in- 
creasing profitability of tech- 
nologies and businesses 
targeted at reducing gas emis- 


sions would demonstrate that 
battling climate change could 
lead to new industries and 
jobs. 

Thomas Becker, of Den- 
mark’s Environment Ministry, 
likened Washington's _reluc- 
tance to join Kyoto to Ameri- 
can automakers’ failure to 
produce fuel-efficient cars in 
the 1970s. But he said the 
best advertisement for the 
pact would be its success. 

“There is a market for cli- 
mate-friendly technologies - 
it's a market rather than a 
burden,” he said. 

The United States argued 
that it was being environmen- 
tally responsible despite its 
opposition to Kyoto, with 
White House spokesman 





trade or travel. “We can’t allow 
our system to be abused 
again,” he said. 

“Because the system was not 
enforced rigorously in the past, 
any change to enforcement pos- 
tures become _ significant 
changes in the minds of people 
who used it before,” he added. 

Tourism officials emphasized

Alan Chick of Brighton, Eng- 
land; has traveled to the United 
States once a year, on average, 
for the past 18 years and said 
that while there is some truth 
to the perceived hassle factor, 
the problem has been vastly 
overblown and shouldn’t deter 
foreign tourists. 

“Unfortunately, the Ameri- 
cans don’t do very much to dis- 
pel these things,” said Chick. 
“They don't really do anything 
to say ‘Hey, it’s really not that 
bad.” 

The commission that investi- 
gated the Sept. 11 attacks said 
the nation’s beefed-up border 
screening system needs to be- 
come more efficient and friend- 
ly, and it noted that visa appli 
cations in 2003 were down 32 
percent compared with 2001. 

“There is evidence that the 
present system is disrupting 
travel to the United States,” the 
commission said. 

Meanwhile, a November poll 
of 8,000 consumers from eight 
industrialized nations found that 
55 percent of respondents had 
an, increasingly negative percep- 
tion of that United States, ac- 
cording to Seattle-based market. 
research firm GMI Inc. 


Scott McClellan saying Tues- 
day “we are still learning” 
about the science of climate 
change. 

In the meantime, McClel- 
lan said, “We have made an 
unprecedented commitment 
to reduce the growth of 
greenhouse gas emissions in 
a way that continues to grow 
our economy.” 

Supporters of the pact say 
action is urgent. Average 
global temperatures rose 
about 1 degree in the 20th 
century, and scientists say 
that has contributed to the 
thawing of the permafrost, ris- 
ing ocean levels and extreme 
weather. 

Experts say further increas- 
es could seriously disrupt 


That rankles some travel offi- 
cials. 

“I refuse to believe that our 
declining image is a fair por- 
trayal of who we really: are,” 
Amtrak vice president Barbara 
Richardson said last month at 
an industry luncheon in: Wash- 
ington. 

The image problem aside, 
the U.S. tourism industry is al 
ready losing global market 
share as borders in many parts 
of the world have become east 
er and cheaper to cross, and as 
countries from Spain to Singa- 
pore outspend the United 
‘States in tourism marketing 
and advertising. 

“I don’t know if it’s naivete or 
arrogance that we feel people 
know the U.S. so well that we 
don’t need to invite them,” said 
Marilyn Carlson Nelson, CEO 
of Carlson Companies Inc., the 
Minnetonka, Minn.-based own- 
er of travel agencies, hotels and 
restaurants. 

Either way, Nelson said it is 
critical for the U.S. government 
to market its national parks and 
other attractions more forceful 
ly, lest it concede more tourism 
business to other countries and 
allow “the perception that for- 
eigners might not be welcome” 
to fester. 

Thirty-nine state govern- 
ments spent about $20 million 
in 2003 on international adver- 
tising and other promotions, ac- 
cording to a nationwide survey. 

This was down 11 percent 
from the year before, but still 
more than twice as much as 
the federal government has al 
located for 2005. 

Officials likened the US. 
tourism industry’s woes to the 
recent experience of American 
universities, which have seen 
declining applications from for- 
eign graduate students since 
2001. 

Education officials attribute 
the dropoff to the same three 
factors cited by travel execu- 
tives: tighter U.S. immigration 
policies, negative attitudes to- 
ward the United States and in- 
creasing competition from oth- 
er countries. 


ecosystems, agriculture and 
human lifestyles. 

In London, protesters with 
foghorns and whistles burst 
into the International Petrole- 
um Exchange, disrupting oil 
trading in the world’s second- 
largest energy futures market. 
Police said they arrested 10 
people for public order offens- 
es. 

Greenpeace spokesman 
Ben Stewart said the group 
was trying to highlight short- 
comings of the Kyoto agree- 
ment, particularly what he 
called its “modest targets” for 
cuts.

On Tuesday, Feb..8, the Ca- 
reer Center held “Resumania,” 
a program designed to help stu- 
dents in the creation of a re 
sume,

Most students learned about 
Resumania through their cam- 
pus-wide email, but a commer- 
cial that aired on Titan Radio 
caught the attention of several 
students, as well.

Meade explained that 
there is absolutely no right or 
wrong way to format a resume, 
but there is certain information 
that must be included for the 
resume to even be considered 
by employers. 

“You need to be comfortable 
with the information on your re- 
sume when you present it, so it

has to fit you,” Meade said. 

All information on the re 
sume should be presented in a 
manner that is easy to read. 
Students should list all perti- 
nent contact information using 
a large font at the top of the 
first page of the resume. A stu- 
dent’s relevant skills and experi- 
ences should be listed next. All 
previous jobs, even those held 
during high school, should be 
included, as well. 

“Employers know that even 
McDonald’s is not an easy job,” 
Meade said. 

In addition to contact infor- 
mation, skills, and previous em- 
ployment, a student should al- 
ways include information 
concerning his or her place of 
education, as well as_ special 
credentials and awards re- 
ceived. If: they have a GPA of 
3.0 or higher, it should be clear- 
ly noted. If the GPA is not list- 
ed, employers will assume that 
it is lower than 3.0. 

For the sake of the employ- 
ers time, the information 
should be as brief as possible— 


while still remaining concise, 
well-organized, and thorough. 
Kim Christofferson, Director of 
human resources, agreed. 

“A good resume is easy to 
read,” said Christofferson. “It 
contains no typographical or 
grammatical errors, and _in- 
cludes beginning and ending 
dates for all former jobs,” she 
added. 

To complete the “Resuma- 
nia” program, Kati Edmiston 
presented the concept of stu- 
dent business cards. Student 
business cards create a profes- 
sional impression and can be 
used for career events, potential 
employers, networking events, 
and even introductions. They 
should include a student’s col 
lege information, degree de 
sired, major, minor, home and 
school addresses, phone num- 
bers, email address, and per- 
sonal website if pertinent.

* Except for last year, there is 
always a backlash to the film 
that is destined to win Best Pic- 
ture. The subject matter in 
American Beauty was put into 
question. A Beautiful Mind was 
trashed for being dishonest. 
Million Dollar Baby has a “po- 
litical twist”. 

First things first: there is no 
“twist” in this film. Clint does 
not see dead people or any- 
thing like that. The hype over 
this moment in the film is be 
cause of the resulting third act, 
which is merely the continua- 
tion of the story. 

This moment is a turning 


point and possibly one of the . 


most memorable in film history. 

When a young poor woman 
named Maggie Fitzgerald (Hi 
lary Swank) moves to LA to be- 
come a boxer her only hope is 
to. be trained by a professional. 
She finds the al-male gym of 
Frankie Dunn (Clint East- 
wood). 

Despite her persistence to be 
trained by Frankie, he will not 
let in to her plea. That is until 
Frankie’s assistant Eddie 
Dupris (Morgan Freeman) be-

gins to train her behind Dunn’s 
back. 


As Maggie improves Frankie 
takes over and they begin the 
long one-round road to champi- 
onship. 

Like the best sports movies, 
Million Dollar Baby is really not 
about boxing. Like Raging Bull, 
the focus is more on the char- 
acters involved in that lifestyle 
and how the sport interactions 
with their mentality. 

The film develops each of 
the three main characters so 
well that it seems as if they are 
people that actually exist. Their 





heartbreaks and emotional 


highs pour off the screen and 
into your soul in every scene. 
What this makes is a story 
so emotionally powerful that 
there is really no recover after 





the film is over. 

Much has gone into the end- 
ing of this film. Million Dollar 
Baby was rushed into theaters 
for Oscar season because of the 
ending. 

It was destined for Oscar 
gold. Rush Limbaugh has “acct 
dentally” spilled the ending of 
the film on his radio program. 
Roger Ebert rushed to support 
the film and lambasted Rush 
for attempting to ruin a film for 
a political agenda.

The editing links each scene 
and character to one another 
with an unobtrusive hand. How- 
ever, the message is delivered 
each time. 

Nominated for seven Acade- 
my Awards, Million Dollar 
Baby has a shot to sweep it all.

Carnegie Mellon program producing video game designers

PITTSBURGH (AP) - It has 

turned out students who have 
landed internships and jobs 
with the companies behind 
games like “MechAssault,” 
“The Sims,” all of the “Madden” 
. football games and the “Grand 
. Theft Auto” series. 
_. But don’t call Entertainment 
Technology Center at Carnegie 
Mellon University a video game 
school. . 

It's not that Carnegie Mellon 
would be alone. 

‘There are at least four dozen 
schools nationwide, including 
Caltech, MIT, Michigan State, 


the University of Texas and Vir-. Pausch 


ginia Commonwealth Universi 
ty, that have courses in game 
design or development, accord- 
ing to an informal list compiled 
by the Entertainment Software 
Association, an industry group. 

And it’s not that the univers? 
ty is afraid of the competition. 
Other schools with master’s-lev- 
el programs and courses in-

clude the Georgia Institute of 
Technology, the Rochester In- 
stitute of Technology and the 
University of Southern Califor- 
nia. 

But co-director Randy 
Pausch and others maintain 
that the center, which costs 
$28,400 for two years, isn’t like 
the others because it’s not too 
techy and not too artsy. 

Pausch shares an office with 
his co-director Don Marinelli, a 
professor of drama and arts 
management. 

“He’s the right brain and 
I'm the left brain. I am free to 
be the nerd and he is free to 
be the artist, so we always 
have ourselves covered,” 
said. 

While there have been quite 
a few students who were hard- 
core programmers, drama stu- 
dents, artists, musicians and 
even one former newspaper 


graphic artist have studied at 


the center. 


Instructors also run= the 


gamut from computer scientists 


and game programmers to an | 


attorney, a performance artist, a 
director, a marketing executive 
and the director of a theater in 
a natural history museum. 

“We train the best people for 
the video game industry by not 
training them for the video 
game industry,” Pausch said. 

“We work with people to 
work together on a broader 
set of challenges than just 
make a video game to prepare 
them.” 

Its apparently the right ap- 
proach for the rapidly matur- 
ing video game industry. 

“I think there is a tremen- 
dous thirst for a steady pool of 
talent that runs-across a whole 
variety of disciplines from ani- 
mation to software engineer- 
ing to production to story-writ- 
ing to sound engineering. This 


is an industry that is driven by | 


talent and we are competing 
with Hollywood,” Entertain- 
ment Software Association pres- 
ident Doug Lowenstein said. 
The center and the’ universi- 
ty’s master’s program in enter- 
tainment technology have 


grown from eight students in 
1999 to 85 master’s students 
this year. 

Ten students a year get sum- 
mer internships with Electronic 
Arts, the world’s largest video 
game publisher. 

About half _of the center’s 


such as Day 1 Studios, Elec- 
tronic Arts and Rockstar Stu- 
dios. Other have moved onto 
Disney Resorts, Industrial Light 
& Magic, Microsoft and Pixar. 

Students can take courses in 
game design, which ranges 
from card to computer games, 
and computer programming, 
but they’re not required. Artists 
don’t have to become program- 
mers and visa: versa. 

One course that is required 
is an “introduction” to entertain- 
ment technology, which in- 
rage everything from painting 

to sculpture to the Internet, 
film-making and directing and 
even improvisational acting. 

Students spend most of their 
time working in teams of as 


many as a dozen people, tack- 
ling projects much as they 
would in the industry. 

Most students spend 60 to 
70 hours a week working on 
the projects, some which have 


"to be finished in as little as two 


weeks. 

The projects have inidbd 
digital versions of puppets, a 
Napster- or iTunes-like service 
for classic video games, a vir- 
tual version of Benjamin 
Franklin and a program akin to 
a multiplayer first-person 
shooter to ‘train firefighters 
how to handle hazardous mate- 
rials. 

“They don’t teach you any- 
thing specific; most people 
come in with the skills they al- 
ready have. It doesn’t teach 
you art or programming but 
the intangible skills you learn 
after three years of being in 
the business,” said Jon-Paul 
Dumont, 27, who graduated in 
May and is now working on 
the next version of a James 
Bond game for Electronic Arts.

Vocalist Scott Russo wails, 
“And I'm sick of my_ sick- 
ness/Don't touch me,. you'll get 
this/I'm useless, lazy, pervert- 
ed, and/You hate me.” The los- 
er anthem is becoming entirely 
too common on mainstream ra- 
dio, and, in all honesty, most 
bands do it better. 

Musically, this album offers 
nothing new. The band has got- 
ten rid of its heavy bass lines. 


The loud, fast, fun sound of the 
past has been replaced by a 
new one that lacks edge. 

The percussion has been 
dulled down as well, which is a 
shame when you consider what 
drummer Wade Youman has 
brought to the table in the past. 
He's capable of delivering tight, 
fast and complex rhythms; this 
album sees him contributing to 
the mediocrity.

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Best-picture race lands outside the mainstream at Academy Awards

LOS ANGELES (AP) - By 
the numbers, the Academy 
Awards are roughly 50 percent 
less relevant than they have 
been the last five years. 

While all five candidates for 
the top Oscar have managed re- 
spectable ticket sales, they col 
lectively have been seen by few- 
er moviegoers than any batch 
of best-picture nominees in 20 
years. 

For the first time since the 
1997 “Titanic” juggernaut, no 
blockbuster is in the mix, and it 
‘s the first time in 15 years with- 
out at least one $100 million hit 
among the best-picture con- 
tenders going into the Oscars. 

__ By Sunday, a week before 
the Oscars, the domestic gross 
should total about $315 million 
for “The Aviator,” “Million Dol- 
lar Baby,” “Ray,” “Sideways” 
and “Finding Neverland.” 

A year ago, best-picture can- 
didates had grossed $696 mil 
lion a week before the Oscars. 

This year ‘s five nominees 

_ have sold about 51 million tick- 


ets, down 50 percent or more 
from each of the previous five 
years, when admissions for the 
best-picture field ranged from 
100 million to 118 million. 


Audiences for the five top’ 


Oscar picks have not been this 
small since the 1984 awards, 
when “Amadeus” won best pic- 
ture. “Amadeus” and its rivals, 
“Places in the Heart,” “The 
Killing Fields,” “A Passage to 
India” and “A Soldier ‘s Story,” 
had been seen by about 41 mil 
lion people. 

This is not just an exercise in 
pointless arithmetic. Executives 
at the Academy of Motion Pic- 
ture Arts and Sciences know 
from experience that a hugely 
popular film leading the best- 
picture race:helps attract view- 
ers for the Oscar telecast, 
whose ratings have been in a 
funk over the last five years. 

“We don ‘t have a ‘Titanic’ or 
a ‘Lord of the Rings’ out there. I 
think it’s fair to say it does con- 
cern us. a bit,” said Bruce 
Davis, the academy ‘s executive 
director. 

The Oscars drew their 
biggest audience ever when 


“Titanic” won the 1997 best-pic- 
ture prize. Going into Oscar 
night, “Titanic” had grossed 
nearly a halfbillion dollars on 
its way to a $600 million do- 
mestic haul and $1.8 billion 
worldwide payday. 

A year. ago, the largest audi- 
ence in four years tuned in to 
see the academy crown $377 
million sensation “The Lord of 
the Rings: The Return of the 
King” as best picture. 

“Eyeballs staring at the 
movie screen translates to eye- 
balls staring at the TV screen,” 
said Paul Dergarabedian, presi- 
dent of box-office tracker Ex- 
hibitor Relations. “People like 
to have a vested interest in 
what they ‘re watching. When 
Titanic ‘ does $1.8 billion in 
worldwide box office, you ‘ve 
got a lot of people out there 
with a vested interest.” 

Edging toward $90 million, 


-“The Aviator” leads this year ‘s 


roster, followed by “Ray,” 
which topped out at about $75 
million and is now on home 
video. “Million Dollar Baby,” 

“Sideways” and “Finding Nev- 
erland” are in the $45 million 


to $55 million range. 

The last three years, there 
has been a “Lord of the Rings” 
megahit competing. Other past 
blockbuster contenders includ- 
ed “Gladiator,” “The Sixth 
Sense,” “Saving Private Ryan,” 
“Forrest Gump” and “Ghost.” 

“This is an unusual year in 
that there ‘s not a blockbuster 
in the mix,” said Steve Gilula, 
head of distribution for Fox 
Searchlight, which released 
“Sideways.” 

The big hits of 2004 includ- 
ed “Shrek 2,” “Spider-Man‘ 2” 
and “The Incredibles,” but 
they were lighter flicks that 
never drew much best-picture 


buzz. 

And liberal-minded Holly- 
wood did not give serious best- 
picture consideration to the re- 
ligious blockbuster “The 
Passion of the Christ.” 

The feature-animation com- 
petition arguably could be 
called the real best-picture 
competition for mainstream 
movie fans. 

At $436 million, “Shrek 2” 
far out-grossed the entire best- 
picture lineup combined. Add 


in “The Incredibles” ($259 mil 
lion) and “Shark Tale” (S160 
million), and the three animat- 
ed nominees did more than 2 
1/2 times the business of the 
five best-picture contestants. 

The Oscars, though, are not 
necessarily a place for popular 
sentiment, often singling out 
small films such as this year ‘s 
“Vera Drake” or “Being Julia” 
for key nominations. 

“I have never equated the 
Academy Awards with how 
much money a movie takes 
in,” said Nikki Rocco, head of 
distribution for Universal, 
which released “Ray.” “That ‘s 
the People ‘s Choice Awards. 
This is not about the public. 
This is about the industry be. 
stowing its awards on what 
they think are the best films of 
the year.” 

When a major commercial 
hit such as “Titanic” or “Return 
of the King” does triumph, it ‘s 
because critical and popular ap- 
peal happen to coalesce. 

“If you look at the movies 
this time, they ‘re not the big 
specialeffects type of movies 
that usually gross those type of 


numbers,” said Mike Rudnit- 
sky, head of distribution for Mi- 
ramax, which released “The 
Aviator” and “Finding Never- 
land.” 

“They ‘re intelligent scripts 
with tremendous performances. 
No matter what the box office, 
it ‘s the quality of the films 
when it comes to the Oscars.” 

Critics take potshots at the 
Oscars regardless of how the 
nominations pan out, academy 
director Davis said. 

In years when commercial 
hits dominate, Oscar voters are 
accused of pandering to popular 
taste, Davis said. 

When smaller films prevail, 
the academy is criticized for be- 
ing out of step with the main- 
stream, he said. 

The studios behind the top 
nominees this time say the line- 
up is a victory for artistic merit. 

‘I think it’s a tribute to mem- 
bers of the academy,” said Dan 
Fellman, head of distribution 
for Warmer Bros., which re 
leased “Million Dollar Baby.” 
“They vote with their hearts, 
not looking at the box office.”

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Green 
buildings. 
to hit 
campus?

A presentation hosted by 


Professor Shahroukh Mistry 


and junior Colby King last 
Tuesday, Feb. 15 proposed that 
new buildings on campus strive 
to be “green.” 

They suggest that buildings 
attempt to meet environmental 
guidelines through Leadership 
in Energy and Environmental 
Design certification. 

The presentation explained 
LEED certification’s point-based 
system of standards aimed at 
reducing environmental impact 
of buildings, encouraging ener- 
y conservation, and imple 
menting other “green” tech- 
nologies. 

“The key here is to remem- 
ber that green buildings aren't 
the outlandish buildings we 
think they are,” Mistry said at 
the presentation. “It’s just about 
putting extra thought into what 
goes into [the facility].” 

Mistry said that possible 
considerations for a green 
building could include water 
and energy efficiency, sustain- 
able building sites, indoor envi- 
ronmental quality, and careful 
consideration of resources and 
materials used in the building 
process. 

According to Mistry, there 
are several tiers to LEED certi- 


“fication based on how’ many 


points a building earns: certi- 
fied, silver, gold, and platinum. 
He believes the campus ought 
to aim no lower than certified 
level, but that silver would be 
preferable. 

King supports the LEED cer- 
tification for a variety of rea- 
sons, the foremost being the 
health benefits such a building 
might provide. 

Green buildings, according 
to the presentation, offer better 
air quality and more natural 
lighting. Air is cycled more and 
filtered when it enters the 
building. Several studies con- 
cerning the increased produc- 
tivity of students, who receive 
improved natural lighting were 
also cited. 

Physical Plant Director 
Owen Wagner also attended 
the Tuesday presentation. Wag- 
ner’s responsibilities in the new 
construction at Westminster 
will include interaction with the 
architects, contractors, the cam- 
pus community, and regulatory 
agencies, among many others. 

In addition, the physical 
plant will handle much of the 
construction cost management. 
“We do our own accounting 
over here,” he says. “My re 
sponsibility is 'm given a bud- 


- get and I must adhere to it.” 


With budget in mind, Wagn- 
er points out that an LEED cer- 
tified building will probably not 
be constructed on campus un- 
less it is planned into the bud- 
get—and the design— from 
the start. He cites the presenta- 
tion, where the potential cost 
increase of a certified building 
could be anywhere from a half 
percent to two percent, depend-

Ron Bake, a brother of Theta 
Chi, was hospitalized last De 
cember after a near-fatal car ac- 
cident which rendered him un- 
conscious. When news broke 
of the tragedy, his brothers, 
family and friends were at his 
side, praying for him to wake 


_up. Today, with the help of the 


doctors at St. Elizabeth’s Hospi- 
tal and the steady stream of 
prayers, Bake is still hanging 
on, and his family’s medical 
bills will now be significantly re- 
lieved as a result of the grand 
generosity bestowed by the 
campus. 

‘Its amazing how our cam- 
pus can come together to sup- 
port a cause like this,” said 
Theta Chi philanthropy chair 
John Buco, who organized the 
date auction. “Even people 
who didn’t know Ron were 
more than understanding of the 
situation.” 

Senior Rachael Mellor, a 
close . friend of Bake’s, de- 
scribed the students’ charity 
that night as “awesome” and 
expressed her gratitude on his 
behalf. “If Ron knew how 
many people came out to sup- 
port him, he’d definitely be 
shocked. He’d probably even 
laugh,” Mellor said. “But that’s 
what we love about Ron.” 

She fondly described Bake 
as someone. “who really cared 
about other people” and she 
hoped that this effort would be 
a comfort to his family as they 
supported him down the path 
to recovery.

mass campus event or an un- 
requited affair at a college in 
say “New Wilmington.” 

Imagine these events are 
not outlandish but something 
quite common - spread across 
most college campuses. 

Imagine now that these 
events are merely to provide a 
wealth of knowledge on recy- 
cling or bring’a little culture - 
a “joie de vivre” to a communi- 
ty that is perceived as “dry, 
tasteless and dull.” 

Bowling and movies may 
flirt with good clean fun, but 
there’s more to life than throw- 
ing balls down lanes or 
chomping on popcorn. We 
students do have the ability to 
engage ourselves in activities 
that cultivate our minds and 
mold our world-changing char- 
acters. 

So, why are these activities 
so difficult to organize (or gain 
permission to organize) and al- 
most impossible to inspire stu- 
dent and administrative partici- 
pation? 

We have several thoughts

Wagner argued that if the 
building was two percent 
more expensive to build, and 
that it cost around 3 million 
dollars, the price tag goes up 
by sixty thousand dollars.

Southern pop: Ryan Cabrera’s rise to rie top

Ryan Cabrera has big, spiky 
hair, almost like a cartoon char- 
acters. He talks a mile a 
minute, making sure to men- 
tion how much he appreciates 
his ability to play guitar. The 
singer/songwniter’s initial burst 
of fame came from appearing 
on Ashlee Simpson’s TV show 
as her boyfriend. And he even 
has a manager who’s somewhat 
famous in his own right — Joe 
Simpson, Ashlee and Jessica’s 
father. 

Funny — with a resume like 
that, you'd think Cabrera were 
a pop star. 

Granted, Cabrera will never 
be confused with the hard rock- 
ers of the world. His songs — 
which he'll play tonight at 
Alexandria, Va.’s Birchmere 
Theatre and at Towson’s Rech- 
er Theatre next Wednesday — 
have found a home in the top 
30, alongside MTV-friendly 
tunes sung by the likes of his 
manager's kin. And he’s likely

But after schlepping his way 
through every club in Dallas, 
months of touring without a 
record deal, and nearly a year 
and a half of performing to pro- 
mote his album Take It All 
Away, the 22-year-old created 
his own buzz in the same slow- 
burn, road-warrior way that’s 
benefited many young guitarists 
before him. It just so happens 
there was a hit TV show in con- 
stant reruns that helped him 
out a little. 

“That was just our life, and 
we were living it, you know?” 
Cabrera says of his time on 
The Ashlee Simpson Show, 
which many people see as a 
publicity stunt for Joe Simp- 
son and company: 

“She just happened to have 
cameras around her, and we 


were dating at the time. ... 


People get to see you, and | 
think anytime you can put an 
image and a personality to the 
music it helps.

played to amphitheaters as an 


opener on Jessica Simpson’s 
summer tour. Now, with a 
band behind him, he’s finally 
hitting venues like the 700-seat 
Recher on his own. 

“I did so many shows ... just 
to get my friends there was a 


huge deal, you know?” he says. 
“So now it’s really cool that I 
can play a show and some peo- 
ple come out. To me, like, | 
don’t even care how many peo- 
ple come out as long as I put 
on a good show for the people 
who do,” Cabrera says. 

Cabrera doesn’t mind the 
constant traveling. He says, 
“The second I get home, I’m 
like, ‘I wanna get back on the 
road!” The guy is hyperactive. 
He got pretty restless in the 
short time he spent at the Uni- 
versity of Texas at Dallas be 
fore dropping out to pursue his 
music career. 

“l didn’t really like to attend 
class too much, I had a prob- 
lem,” ‘Cabrera says, laughing. 
“I was not a good student. | 
had my mind everywhere else 
but that. I knew I wanted to 
play music.” 

And since the road has 
quite literally brought Cabrera 
to his current position, he’s 
fine with staying on for the 
ride.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Fed 
eral Reserve Chairman Alan 
Greenspan prodded Congress 
on Wednesday to curtail the 
cost of health and retirement 
benefits promised to baby 
boomers “sooner rather than 
later,” giving a fresh boost to 
President Bush’s embattled call 


_ for personal accounts under So- 
sal Secu 


ty. 

“We owe future retirees as 
much time as possible to adjust 
their plans for work, saving, 
and retirement spending,” 
Greenspan said, suggesting an 
urgency that dovetails with 
Bush’s call for action this year 
on Social Security before its fi- 
nancial situation worsens. 

The Fed chairman made his 
remarks as the White House 


signaled a new determination to 
* push for Social Security legisla- 
tion this year and fresh flexibili- 
ty on the details of any bill. 
Treasury Secretary John Snow 
told reporters inal while Bush 
continues to favor personal ac- 
counts funded with payroll tax- 
es, the administration is open to 
“add-on” accounts established 
outside traditional Social Securi- 
ty. “I think right now, the more 
ideas, the better,” he said. 

Snow also said the adminis- 
tration was launching a 60-day 
nationwide blitz to raise the 
profile of Bush’s signature sec- 
ond-term domestic issue. He 
said he, the president and Vice 
President Dick Cheney will be 
in 29 states over the next two 
months.

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Terrorists based in Syria blamed for 
suicide attack in Tel Aviv, Isreal —

LONDON (AP) - The Bush 
administration is applying its 
strongest pressure to date on 
Syria, insisting on an immediate 
withdrawal from neighboring 
Lebanon and blaming terrorists 
based in Syria for last week’s 
deadly suicide attack in Israel. 

Secretary of State Condoleez- 
za Rice said Syria is “out of 
step” with growing desire for 
democracy in the Middle East. 

International resolve is firm 
that Syria must no longer hold 
political and military control 
over its smaller neighbor, Rice 


said Tuesday. 

Rice was in London for an in- 
ternational conference on Pales- 
tinian security and government 
reform, which the Bush admin- 
istration has called a_ building 
block for wider democratic 
change in the region. 

On the issue of Isan’s nu- 
clear program, Rice indicated 
that the administration was 
working with European leaders 
on a plan to offer Iran econom- 
ic incentives in exchange for 
abandoning its nuclear ambi- 
tions. 

The United States has ac- 


cused Iran of developing nu- 


clear weapons, a charge Tehran 


denies. 

“We are designing, | think, 
an important common strategy 
with Europe so that Iran knows 
there is no other way,” Rice 
said in a brief interview aired 
Wednesday on NBC’s “Today” 
show. 

Until recently, the Bush ad- 
ministration has opposed any 
rewards for Tehran’s coopera- 
tion. 

But during the president's 
trip overseas last week, Euro- 
pean leaders urged him to join 
them in offering incentives 
such as possible membership at 
some time for Iran in the World 
Trade Organization..

Some Republicans are skit- 
tish about tackling the issue, as 
well, fearing the political reper- 
cussions of making such funda- 
mental changes in a program 
that benefits 54 million Ameri- 
cans. 

Republicans just back from a 
week sampling opinion in home 
states said they sometimes en- 
countered organized opposition 
at town hall meetings. Senate 
Majority Leader Bill Frist and 
House Majority Leader Tom 


. DeLay both raised the possibili- 


ty that final action on a bill may 

not be possible this year. 
DeLay also criticized the 

AARP, which claims a member- 


ship of 35 million. people 50 and 
over and opposes the central 
tenet of Bush’s proposal. The 
Texan said it was “incredibly ir- 


responsible of AARP to be 


against a solution that hasn’t 
been written yet,” and he ac- 
cused the group of hypocrisy 
for selling its own mutual funds 
to its members. 

In. reply, AARP spokesman 
David Certner said the organi- 
zation was opposed to “the cen- 
tral notion of trying to improve 
Social Security solvency by tak- 
ing money out of Social Securi- 
ty. Even the administration has 
acknowledged that taking mon- 
ey out of Social Security does 
nothing to solve the solvency 


problem.” 

Under Bush’s plan, there 
would be no change for current 
retirees or workers age 55 and 
older. Younger Americans 
could divert a portion of their 

payroll taxes into personal ac- 
counts, to be invested in a limit- 
ed selection of mutual funds of 
varying risk. In exchange, the 
guaranteed government benefit 
would be cut for these workers 
when they retire. « 

Even workers who decline 
the voluntary accounts would 
receive a reduced government 
benefit, according to congres- 
sional Republican officials who 
have been briefed by adminis- 
tration experts.

Team clinches first NCAA tournament victory against Dickinson College

Taking a page from the 
men’s team last year, the Titan 
ladies won the PAC champi- 
onship by beating the top seed 
Washington and Jefferson 64-59 
and then coming one step clos- 
er to their dream: posting their 
first-ever NCAA tournament 
‘ win against Dickinson. 

These wins mark the first 
league titles won by the ladies 
since the 1960s. This win gives 
the ladies a solid twenty wins 
on the year, which is a new 
school record. The old record 
was set in the 1988-1989 season 
with nineteen. 

The whole opening half of 
the PAC game was very close 
as both teams were unable to 
gain the upper hand. However, 
the Titans were able to make a 
small run in final minutes of the 
half to have a seven-point half 
time lead. The Titans were able 
to open up the game in the sec- 
ond half as they built a twelve- 
point advantage over W&J. 

However, the defense would 
break down allowing the presi- 
dents to come as close as one 
point twice. Once again free 
throws would allow the Titans 
to seal away the victory and 
capture the title. 

The Titans were led by 
Sophomore Desiree Sterling, 
who had a career high twenty- 
two points, along with team 
high seven rebounds, six as- 
sists and three steals. Seniors 
Erica .Tallo and Mary Jane 
Eaton both chipped in with 
double digit scoring with four- 
teen and twelve. 

The ladies were able to 
shoot 41 percent from the field 
and were nearly perfect from 
the free-throw line as they were 
thirteen for fifteen. The defense 
stepped up big in the game, as 
the Titans were able to cause 
twenty-two turnovers to only 
committing twelve themselves. 

The PAC championship set 
the ladies up for selection into 
the ‘B’ pool of the NCAA Divi- 
sion II] Championship tourna- 


ment for the first time in school 
history. 

Sterling scored a game-high 
19 points and senior guard 
Gasper broke a 50-50 tie with 
four free throws in the final 19 
seconds tonight in Carlisle, Pa., 
as the Westminster College 
women's basketball team post- 
ed a 54-50 win. It marked the 
first NCAA Tournament game 
and win in Lady Titan history. 

The homestanding Red Dev- 
ils controlled play early, as 
Dickinson jumped out to a 
quick 12-point lead, leaving the 
Titans to chip away at the ad- 
vantage the rest of the first half, 
finally closing within four points 
on ‘a bucket by Eaton as the 
halftime buzzer sounded. 

The Lady Titans scored the 
first six points of the second 
half to take their first lead, but 
Dickinson quickly recaptured 
the lead and built a nine-point 
margin. From there, Westmin- 
ster posted a furious 9-0 rally to 
tie the game 50-50 with 1:16 to 
play on a jumper by freshman 
guard Emilee Ackerman. 

After a missed Red Devil 
jumper with 24 seconds to play, 
Gasper grabbed the rebound 
and was fouled with 19 seconds 
left. She made both free throw 
attempts for a 52-50 Westmin- 
ster lead. Dickinson then 
turned the ball over with six 
seconds left, forcing them to 
foul Gasper, who made both at- 
tempts to ice the win for West- 
minster. 

In addition to Sterling, Ack- 
erman was the only other Lady 
Titan to reach double figures in 
scoring with 10 points. Eaton 
snared a team-best nine re 
bounds in the win. Senior for- 
ward Erica Tallo added a team- 
high five steals, while Gasper 
contributed four steals and a 
team-leading four assists. Dick- 
inson was led by Allyson 
Teatom with a team-high 10 
points in defeat. 

The Lady Titans now ad- 
vance to an NCAA Tournament 
second round matchup at Mes- 
siah College (24-3) this Satur- 
day, March 5 at 7 p.m.

| What’s so 


great about 
Barry Bonds?

Barry Bonds provided the 
press with some front-page fod- 
der when he arrived at spring 
training last week. 

His defensive nature and ob- 
noxious behavior exemplified 
just what should be expected of 
Bonds. _ 

When I was nine years old, I 
remember a two-year period of 
postseason futility for Barry 
“Mr. Baseball” Bonds. I grew 
up loving the Pittsburgh Pirates 
more than anything in the 
world. Then, as a result of two 
consecutive autumn drubbings, 
I learned to hate the Atlanta 
Braves. 

That’s a lot of heartache for 
a nine-year-old kid to endure. 
Then, I imagined being Barry 
Bonds, What I remember so 
vividly of those crushing seven 
game series failures is Bonds’ 
skillful disappearing act. Over 
the course of the 1991 and 
1992 regular seasons, Bonds 
cracked a combined 59 home- 
runs. 

In those postseason games 
against the Braves, Bonds was 
lucky to get the bat on the ball, 
let alone the ball out of the in- 
field. I also seem to recall a 
limp-wristed toss that Bonds 
made (or failed to make, you 
push) as Sid Bream galloped 
homeward like Forrest Gump- 
same gait, just less speed. 

So Bonds failed in two con- 
secutive postseasons. Remem- 
ber - in those combined regular 
seasons he stroked 59 home- 
runs. Combined. I recall a sea- 
son, let's say 2001, when he 
cracked 73. 

Consider this: Bonds was 
once a greater threat to steal a 
base than hit a homerun. In 

1990, he became the first Pirate 
to ever steal more than 50 
eS (52) and hit 30 homeruns 


Since heading out west, 


Bonds’ stolen base totals have ~ 


annually declined. Sure, he’s 
40, but he still hits 45 home- 
runs a year and he couldn’t do 
that at 27. 

When I was a kid, when 
Bonds was more Willie Mays 
Hayes than Pedro Cerrano, no 
one ever said, “Barry Bonds is 
my favorite ballplayer.” 

Tm an adult sports fan now. 
Bonds is no longer mercury 
like Lou Brock. Bonds is 5 beet 
like Babe Ruth. We've tried to 
like Bonds. He just isn’t Willie 
Mays. He just isn’t Joe DiMag- 
gio. Hell, Bonds isn’t even Bob- 
by Bonilla or Andy Van Slyke.

months, a flood of penned pe-- 


titions, crafty signs and aptly 
placed Titan Radio promos 
have poured over the student 
body, all favoring a name 
change to the eating pavilion 
in the McKelvey Center. 
Gaining voices, it reached the 
level of administration, and as 

' of last week, the administra- 
tion gave the Student Govern- 
ment Association the go in re- 
naming the Orchard Street 
Café the TUB. 

“It was left in my hands 
and, subsequently, I decided 
to permit the change to the 
TUB,” said Neal Edman, Dean 
of Student Affairs. President 
R. Thomas Williamson was 
not involved in the name 
change. 

SGA eats the entire cost of 
the new signs—which isn’t as 
much as previously forecast. 

‘It’s only about $500 to 
change the signs. You just 
have to peel off the name ap- 
parently and put the new let- 
ters on,” said Jess Rummel, 
emeritus SGA president. At 
one time, SignPro, the compa- 
ny creating our schools direc- 
tories, estimated the change 
upwards of $4000. 

The TUB stands for the Ti- 
tan Union Building. A name 
going back to the early 1940s, 
it served as the common 
hang-out for students in the 
old Union Building. Today, 
this success keeps a campus 
tradition alive. 

“It's really amazing what 
students can make happen 
with the support of faculty and 
a lot of willpower,” said 


Tabitha Kupec, freshman 
broadcasting major. 
Indeed it does show 


willpower, Ian Durham, senior 
broadcasting major and mem- 
ber of SGA, chiefly planned 
the TUB petition. Following 
Durham and SGA’s sanction, 
Titan Radio hit hard, drum- 
ming up more than 500 
names for the cause. By the 
end, they'd tagged on an addi- 
tional 700.

Some students may find 
themselves hunting for a new 
job off campus next semester. 

The college has proposed 
and is just short of executing a 
new student employment pro- 
gram in which students who 
are eligible for work study will 


|) have first choice of on-campus 
jobs. This program is not new 


to the administration, as it has 


} been in development since the 


fall. It has only recently come 
to the attention of the student 


| body. 


“T think it’s a mischaracteri- 
zation to say that it’s the elimi- 
nation of employment,” said R. 
Thomas Williamson, president 
of the college. “We are tryi 
to make jobs available to the 
work-study eligible and to let 
those students who are not 
work-study eligible know that 


ra will most likely find a 
job.” 

Many changes are planned 
to evolve the current student 
employment system. Students 
who are eligible for work 
study are given the first 
choice of jobs and are given 
the right to first refusal, mean- 
ing that if they do not want to 
work, they do not have to. Stu- 
dents eligible for work study 
during the summer will be giv- 
en the first choice of summer 
jobs as well. Essentially, any 
student eligible will be able to 
get a job, but it seems that in- 
coming freshmen will be the 
primary target of the charges. 

“We want to make sure we 
can guarantee a freshman a 
job and we have to follow this 


trying procedure—not depend on an 


interview or because someone 
wants you. If I were a par- 
ent—Id want to know they 
had a job. This way we can 


ert. 


follow through on that,” said 
Williamson. 

Jobs in the physical plant, 
food service and library as 
well as desk sitting will have 
“slots” assigned for freshmen. 
It is estimated that about 130 
such slots will be assigned to 
freshmen, with around 300 
jobs available for upperclass- 
men. 

Currently, there are 530 stu- 
dent jobs on campus, 342 of 
which are on work study. Of 
this year’s freshman class, 
there are 170 work-study eligi- 
ble students, but only 33 of 
them have jobs. 

Freshmen will be assigned 
a job by the financial aid of- 
fice. If they do not like the 
job chosen for them, they can 
decline the offer, but will then 
have no job the rest of the 
year. If they take up the offer, 
their commitment to that job 
will then last until the follow- 
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ing year when they will be 
able to get another job. 

“Freshmen shouldn't have 
to worry about working,” said 
senior Russ Mills. “They 
should worry about getting 
used to college life and their 
first semester of classes.” 

In addition to the right of 
first refusal part of the 
changes, no student on work 
study will be able to: hold 
more than one job on campus, 
and departments with more 
than three work study posi 
tions will lose one of those po- 
sitions. 

The main financial change 
is essentially a combining of 
the budgets for work study 
jobs and for employment jobs. 
Currently, the school receives 
$253,000 per year from the 
federal work study program, 
or 75 percent of what is need- 
ed to pay work study students.

use of financial resources to- 
ward Presbyterian students, 
compared - to ' other students.

As some of you know, I, 
along with other students, 
were not allowed into the 
“open” meeting of the Acade- 
mic Standards Committee 
(ASC). To be fair, the ASC 
surveyed current honors stu- 
dents and has since suggested 
a separate student meeting 
(which I hope is an honest of- 
fer). The survey provided a 
way of evaluating the current 
program; however, we hoped 
to provide input into the pro- 
posed program, desiring to 
preserve our tradition of pres- 
tige and academic excellence” 
which would be tarnished by 
the proposal (and the new im- 
age at large). Some depart- 
ments have argued that their 
curriculum does: not mesh 
with the honors program even 
though Dr. Hicok makes 
every attempt to accommodate 
students who overload and 
have unusual capstone struc- 
tures. Really the onus of their 
complaints is their own inflexi- 
bility or desire to undermine 


here just to gain enough “pin 
money” to remain in their 
sorority/fraternity. Or even 
just to buy weekly shampoo. 

Sure they don’t qualify for 
this illustrious, holy, pious and 
‘liberal’ federal work study, but 
they are good-paying cus- 
tomers too. And at sanctioned 
$28,000 a pop, no one appreci- 
ates getting the shaft.

The proposed elmination of student employment brings to light a more looming question

‘Pregnancy Services Center 


that helps women make good 
choices and gives them sup- 
port and real options. We do 
not advocate eradicating 
women’s rights or bombing 
abortion clinics or any other 
(mostly false) stereotypical 
pro-life positions.

NEW YORK (AP) - Using 
stolen passwords from legiti- 
mate customers, intruders 
accessed personal informa- 
tion on as many as 32,000 
US. citizens in a database 
owned by the information 
broker LexisNexis, the com- 
pany said. 

The announcement 
Wednesday comes on. the 
heels of a series of similar 
high-profile breaches, the 
most serious affecting anoth- 
er large data broker, Choice- 
Point Inc. in which scores of 
identities were stolen. 

The ChoicePoint case, as 
well as other data losses, in- 
cluding one affecting some 
1.2 million, federal employees 
with Bank of America charge 
cards, have prompted an out- 
cry for federal oversight of a 
loosely regulated commercial 
sector.

BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) - 
Lebanon’s pro-Syrian prime 
minister, who was forced to 
resign last week by opposi- 
tion protests, was virtually 
assured of being asked to 
form the next government 
after a majority of lawmakers 
backed him Wednesday. 

An unofficial count gave 
Omar Karami more than half 
the votes in the 128-member 
legislature. A formal an- 
nouncement by President 
Emile Lahoud, who consult- 
ed with legislators, may be 
made as early as Wednesday 
night or Thursday. 

By early evening, 70 of 
the 78 legislators who met 
with Lahoud advised him to 
restore Karami, according 
_ the legislators as they left

Making Shalem an_ inter- 
faith group will improve the 
club in more ways than sus- 
tainability, Lally said. 

“The goal of this group is to 
try to reach more people equi- 
tably so more people from 
more faith communities are 
served,” he said. 

“Muslim groups and East- 
ern religions have a very, very 
hard time with these issues. 
This group kind of opens up 
to let all of those people in 
without making those people 
practice any certain type of 
faith.” 

The group has held several 
organizational meetings with a 
core group of about 10 people, 


In the data-brokering busi- 
ness, sensitive data about 
nearly every adult American 
is bought and sold. 

The first in a series of 
Capitol Hill hearings are 
scheduled for Thursday. 

At LexisNexis, criminals 
found a way to compromise 
the logins and passwords of 
a handful of legitimate cus- 
tomers to get access to the 
database, said Kurt Sanford, 
the company’s chief execu- 
tive, told The Associated 
Press. 

The database ‘that was 
breached, called Accurint, 
sells reports for $4.50 each 
that include an_ individual's 
Social Security number, past 
addresses, date of birth and 
voter registration informa- 
tion, including party affilia- 
tion. 

No credit history, medical 
records or financial informa- 
tion were accessed in the 
breach, LexisNexis parent

“It’s definitely’ something 
new at Penn State and the 
country,” he said. 

“There are some [national] 
organizations that deal with 
this, but it’s not as much as it 
could be or as it should be.” 

But members of Shalem 
are not trying to make a politi- 
cal statement, said group ad- 
viser Davin Carr-Chellman, 
who also serves as the Pas- 
querilla Spiritual Center's as- 
sistant director of ethics and 
religious affairs. 

“Really, this is about people 
who want to live their lives 
holistically,” he said. “It isn’t 
about making a statement or 
being controversial. It’s about 
making sure we're whole, 
healthy creatures.”

When Chris Franceschina 
arrived in Ensenada, Mexico, 
in June 2002, he received a 
rude awakening.

He said the team told su- 
periors, who notified law en- 
forcement. Both internal and 
external investigations con- 
tinue, he said. 

‘“What we're doing now is 
trying to act as quickly and 
responsibly as possible to 
lend a helping hand to con- 
sumers who might have 
been adversely impacted by 
these incidents,” Sanford 
said. 

Sanford refused to name 
the law enforcement agen- 
cies involved.

Simple, cheesy, and mind- 
numbing the story has been 
more or less done before by 
the Governator in Kinder- 
garten Cop.

Much the same, The Paci- 
fier exploits the hero’s ridicu- 
lous size and makes a mock- 
ery of the action genre.

From there it is one gag 
after another. Some are for 
the kids and some are for 
the parents. However, there

The film mixes the humor 
with some serious moments 
to give some actual character 
growth as well as a story arc.

more effort than it had to 
that I am still thinking about 
why the screenwriter used 
up so many of his ideas in 
this little film. 

The foreshadowing is so 
subtle that you think the film 
is just throwing things at 
you, however, everything is 
paid off in the end and the 
story is as tightly written as 
a light-hearted family action 
comedy can get.

There is no plot to recap 
for the film.

Shorty, just in 
the music industry instead, 
Be Cool tries to force about 
20 characters into two hours 
while still maintaining focus 
on Travolta’s Chili Palmer. 

Every character is shelled 
down to a minimum: Vince 
Vaughn’s Raji wants to be a 
gangsta, Harvey _ Keitel’s 
Nick Carr is always on the 
phone, Uma Thurman is al- 
ways cute and _ helpless, 
Steven Tyler is always the 
lead singer of Aerosmith. 

Okay so it’s not all a 
stretch.

Despite the stereotypes, 
the film still fails. Too many 
characters confuse the script 
which is poorly written. The 
pacing is extremely slow and 
the film leaves more loose 
ends than it ties.

Dan Rather signs off as ‘CBS Evening News’ anchor

NEW YORK (AP) - 
Rather, whose network-report- 
ing career spanned from the 
Kennedy assassination to the 
deadly tsunami, prepared to 
sign off Wednesday after 24 
years as “CBS Evening 
News” anchorman. 

Rather was the public face 
of the legendary news divi- 
sion since replacing Walter 
Cronkite on March 9, 1981. 
His first newscast included a 


story about English girls imi- 
tating the hairstyle of Price 
Charles’ bride-to-be, Diana. 

_He’s the second of the 
three men who dominated 


network news for more than 


two decades to step down in 
four months. 

NBC’s Tom Brokaw exited 
in November, leaving ABC’s 
Peter Jennings remaining at 
“World News Tonight.” 

Bob Schieffer is Rather’s 
temporary replacement start- 
ing Thursday. CBS expects to 
name a permanent anchor 


team to eibsecdl Rather in the 
coming months. 

Rather, 73, is returning to 
fulltime reporting for CBS’ 
“60 Minutes” broadcasts. 


His exit comes at a low: 


ebb for his career. 

Rather took much of the 
public blame for a discredited 
“60 Minutes” story last fall 
about President Bush’s mili- 
tary service, and he’s a dis- 


tant third in the ratings be- him 


hind NBC’s Brian Williams 
and Jennings. 
He was a target of conserv-

ative viewers who accuse the 
media of bias for more than 
three decades, since his cov- 
erage of the Nixon White 
House during the Watergate 
era, and many have exulted 
in his recent misfortunes. 

But he had his supporters, 
too. 

Marian MacNeil of Wind- 
sor, Calif., said she watched 
Rather regularly and admired 


“T feel terrible the way he’s 
being treated now,” MacNeil 
said. 


“I think they’re smearing a 
good reputation and over- 
shadowing his 50 years. I 
hope he’s able to rise above 
this.” 

Meanwhile, a CBS affiliate 
in northern Michigan that 
had said it would let its view- 
ers decide whether it should 
run Wednesday’s prime-time 
CBS tribute to Rather backed 
off those plans. 

The station in Cadillac, 
Mich., said Wednesday its 
poll had been grossly misin- 
terpreted. 


“We were simply trying to 
maintain the great tradition of 
local viewer input that is the 
foundation of our modern day 
broadcasting system,” said 
William E. Kring, the station’s 
general manager. 

“It was never our intent to 
embarrass Mr. Rather or the 
CBS network.” 

Both Jennings and 
Williams planned to pay trib- 
ute to Rather on their broad- 
casts.

Some students - a very 
small number - have more 
worldly and humanitarian 
things to do than an assign- 
ment that could be saved until 
students return to campus ‘so 
that they can put their full ef 
fort and concentration into it. 

These students are those 
participating in community 
service organizations likes 
Habitat for Humanity. 

These organizations take an 
immense amount of ones’ time 


in short spurts - nee for 


breaks. 


Students involved in such 
organizations should be worry- 
ing about drywall and about 


siding and about plumbing 
and about making someone’s 
life better. 


All students, and faculty as 
well, should be able to return 
from break recharged, rejuve- 
nated, and ready to finish out 
the semester with a clear 
head. 


A larger question, then, is 
this: what is the purpose of a 
break? 

Is it to give food services a 
couple of days off? 

Is it to give faculty time to 
work on finals or go on their 
own vacations? 

Is it to give students a 
chance to rebuild and reestab- 
lish relationships with their 
family and friends from home 
that have inevitably slipped 
while away? 

Is it to give seniors time to 
put the finishing touches on 
their capstones? 

Or is it time for students to 
complete classwork assigned 
by their instructors?

Sprocket

- The best filmmakers in the 


world participated in the stu- 
dent film process. 
George Lucas, Martin 


Scorsese, Brian De Palma, 
Spike Lee, Francis Ford Cop- 
pola and John Singleton de 
fined and helped shape cine- 
ma into what it is today. 

Known to academics as the 
“student film generation,” 
these men saved Hollywood in 
the late ‘60s, said Greg Allen, 
an intro to film instructor at 
Pitt and an assistant professor 
at Point Park University. 

“They invented the block- 
buster,” Allen said. 

As graduate adviser of the 
Sprocket Guild, a student pro- 
duction organization, Allen’s 
key interest in working with 
student filmmakers revolves 
around “championing student 
cinema.” 

Since 2000, the Sprocket 
Guild has helped undergradu- 
ate students, staff and other af- 
filiates of Pitt to understand 
the processes of filmmaking, 
from film theory to marketing. 

“Theory is how to read a 
movie, and production is 
knowing how to make a 
movie,” Allen said, adding that 
the Sprocket Guild aims to ed- 
ucate anyone, regardless of 
skill or knowledge level, on 
the ins-and-outs of the film- 
making process. 

Anyone interested in experi- 
encing the filmmaking process 
firsthand can have the chance 
to work with professionals in 
the industry — or, as Pitt ju- 
nior and stand-up comedian 
Dan Vollmayer did over

and eventually into Hollywood. 

“We saw Vin Diesel at a 
[movie] premier,” Vollmayer 
said. 

Vollmayer, along with Allen

HUNTINGDON VALLEY, 
Pa. (AP) - Terri Schiavo’s rela- 
tives and acquaintances in her 
native Pennsylvania marked 
her passing Thursday, and 
continued to disagree about 
whether more should have 
been done to keep her alive. 

Her brother in-law, Scott 
Schiavo, said in interviews 
with television reporters at his 
Levittown home that he felt re- 
lief that her ordeal is finally 
over. 

“Terri's at rest now, that’s 
the most important thing to all 
of us, my family, that Terri is 
at peace, that she’s in a better 
place,” he said. 

During the extended court 


ing and helping to produce his 
first film, a $400 project that 
has cost him none of his own 
money. 

“J learned an awful lot from 
making it, and that’s our goal: 
experience,” Mosby said. “We 
foster creativity, which is para- 
mount on this level when you 
don’t have much money.” 

Thanks to the technology 
of digital filmmaking, Mosby 
shot his movie using film that, 
according to Allen, a regular 
person could not tell from pro- 
fessionally produced films. 

Past productions fostered 
by the Sprocket Guild have 
gained recognition outside of 
the Pitt community. Mike 
Dickson, who formerly 
worked with the Sprocket 
Guild, now has his movie in 
the New York Film Festival. 

Funded entirely by Student 
Government Board, the 
Sprocket Guild allows the stu- 
dent filmmakers to keep the 
rights over their product. If 
student films reach a produc- 
tion agency and wider audi- 
ences, the Sprocket Guild will 
make sure that the students 
earn all rewards from their 
own work. 

“When you go to film 
school, you don’t own your 
own film. The school owns 
your film,” Allen said, adding 
that student filmmakers face 
this problem at universities 
and film institutions. “The 
Sprocket Guild is the solution 
to that problem:” 

Undergraduate film institu- 
tions have traditionally re- 
quired students to use their 
own equipment, hurting those 
who could not afford to pur- 
chase outside materials and 
equipment needed for produc- 
tion, according to Allen. 

Some of the solutions that 

the Sprocket Guild offers in- 
clude equipment and re 
sources for student use, pro- 
fessional and financial help, 
internship opportunities and, 
most important, student film 
ownership. 
“We're not interested in 
capitalizing on our filmmakers. 
We're interested in promoting 
cinema,” Allen said. 

Out of all the film clubs on 
Pitt's campus, the Sprocket 
Guild offers aspects that other 
groups do not. Some groups, 


CHICO, Calif. (AP) - Cali 
fornia State University in 
Chico suspended a fraternity 
after its members admitted 
they participated in an adult 
film at their off-campus resi- 
dence.

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battle over her fate, Scott testi- 
fied that Terri had once told 
him that she would not want 
to be kept alive on a machine. 

“She’s got all of her dignity 
back,” he said. 

“She’s now in heaven, she’s 
now with God and she’s walk- 
ing with grace.” 

Scott Schiavo, brother of 
Terri’s husband, Michael, said 
he had received several threat- 
ening phone calls from around 
the country in the hours after 
the death. 

At Terri Schiavo’s alma 
mater, Archbishop Wood High 
School in Warminster, work- 
ers changed a sign that read 
“Terri Schiavo, Class of 1981, 
We pray that you may live” to 
“We pray that you rest in 
peace.” 


“It's sad. Why not let the 
lady live?” said John Rogers, 
one of the workers who 
changed the sign. “Feed the 
lady, let her live. This is Amer- 
ica.” 

US. Sen. Rick Santorum, R- 
Pa., issued a written statement 
expressing condolences to 
Schiavo’s family, and lashing 
out at the court system. 

“Terri Schiavo was given a 
death sentence, and passed 
away without the right to due 
process,” Santorum said. 

He called Schiavo an “inno- 
cent person” who was “penal- 
ized by a court system that 
grants convicted murderers 
fair treatment under the law, 
but not a woman whose only 
oo was as filing a living

i- “disgusted” by the fraternity’s 


behavior. He promised further 
punishment and said it mat- 
ters little that making a porno- 
graphic film isn’t illegal. 

“This fraternity will be dealt 
with in an unmistakably firm 
fashion,” he told the Chico En- 
terprise-Record. — University 
spokesman Joe Wills said it re- 
mains unclear what action will 
be taken. 

Rick Rees, the university’s 
associate director of student 
activities, said the fraternity’s 
president apologized, admit- 
ting that “it was a bad deci- 
sion.” 

Shane’s World made the 
film in the Phi Kappa Tau 
House’s private off-campus 
residence, though university 
Officials said they were told 
the students neither identified 


their campus nor their fraterni- 
ty. Wills said the fraternity was 
not:paid for the film. 

Shane’s World publicist 
Nicole Henderson said the 
film also included some col- 
lege women, though it was not 
clear if they were from Chico. 

The company _ typically 
arranges a movie and sends 
porn stars and film crews to a 
party to make an unscripted 
film, she said. Students who 
participate play sex-themed 
party games and are rewarded 
with oral sex: or intercourse, 
Henderson said. 

All students who enter the 
party must sign release forms, 
be at least 18 years old and 
show identification, Henderson 
said.

Silalalahi, who had been 
pinned between a motorbike 
and a cupboard. 


As he was lifted out of the 
rubble of what was once a 
three-story building, Silalalahi 
smiled weakly and gave a 
thumbs-up. 

“People knew I was there 
but it was difficult to reach 
me. I kept screaming whenev- 
er I heard anyone,” said 
Silalalahi, who did not appear 
to be badly injured. “I feel re- 
lief because now I am safe.” 

The improvised rescue 
highlighted the crisis situation 
Officials face here: there are 
thousands of collapsed build- 
ings and no machinery to help 
search the rubble for. sur- 
vivors. 

The town’s bosntal was 
barely functioning: It lacked 


power or water, and it had no 
fuel for generators. 

“We know there are many 
people critically injured,” said 
Dr. Norman Peeler, a medical 
coordinator from the World 
Health Organization. “It is es- 
sential they get treatment, in- 
fections spread easily in open 
wounds.” 

Two Singaporean military 
helicopters landed Wednesday 
and distributed food and water 
to a frantic crowd of survivors. 
They also delivered a car, 
medical supplies, generators 
and 20 Singaporean troops 
and medics. A third helicopter 
was unable to touch down be- 
cause there were so many sur- 
vivors at the landing area.

The primary focus was on 
providing access to the N: and 
R:. drives for offcampus_stu- 
dents, graduates, LLP students 
and campus faculty.

Community service requirement nixed

The community service re- 
quirement has been eliminat- 
ed for all future students. 
This decision is a result of a 
recommendation by the Cur- 
riculum Development Commit- 
tee (CDC). 

The CDC has redesigned 
the freshmen curriculum to in- 


clude only one inquiry ‘class, 


Inquiry 111. Dr. Virginia 
Tomlinson, chairperson of the 
CDC, said this change influ- 
enced the decision to remove 
the community service aspect 
of the curriculum. “The com- 
munity service requirement 
had been a structural part of 
Inquiry 102, but since this 
class has been eliminated we 
[CDC] had to alter the re 
quirement as well.” 

In order to promote and 
foster community service on 
campus, the CDC developed 
the Task Force for Civic En- 
gagement. This group, con- 
sisting of faculty members, 
staff and student representa- 
tives, will encourage students 
to serve the community on 
their own. “We were spend- 
ing too much time on the bu- 


reaucracy of the community 
service requirement and 
weren't making good use of 
our resources,” Tomlinson 
said. This task force will focus 
on broadening the curriculum, 
as well as extracurricular activ- 
ities, to include campus in- 
volvement within the commu- 
nity. 

Janet Waugaman, director 
of the Career Center, is a 
member of the task force. 
“The best thing about this 
[task force] is promoting com- 
munity service while still pro- 
viding a meaningful experi- 
ence to students, from both 
academic and social perspec- 
tives.” Colleen Deisler, profes- 
sor of speech communication, 
is also a task force member. 
Her dissertation research on 
student service will be particu- 
larly helpful in designing activ- 
ities to foster community in- 
volvement on campus. “I 
understand why it was impor- 
tant to have a community ser- 
vice requirement in the past, 
and | think the current move 
to civic engagement is a good 
one for. Westminster  stu- 
dents.” 

The CDC, which consists of 
several faculty members and 





student representatives, con- 
ducted extensive research on 
redesigning the curriculum. 
These research efforts includ- 
ed visiting other schools and 
studying their methods of inte- 
grating community service 
with classes. The CDC visited 
Muskingum College, Bethany 
College and Marietta College. 
Of particular interest to the 
group was Marietta College’s 
leadership program, which in- 
corporates community involve- 
ment within the curriculum. 
CDC members also held an 
open meeting for students last 
semester, gaining campus 
feedback on the community 
service requirement and _ its 
elimination. 

After analyzing the results 
of their research, the CDC is- 
sued a report to President R. 
Thomas Williamson and other 
board members with their rec- 
ommendation: “The Westmin- 
ster community will ‘benefit 
most from a multidimensional 
approach to community ser- 
vice to be developed by a 
Task Force on Civic Engage- 
ment.” While it was recom- 
mended that the requirement 
be eliminated, the emphasis 
on community service will still 


be promoted. “The college’s 
commitment to community in- 
volvement is as strong as 
ever,” Tomlinson said. 

This decision has received 

mixed reviews from students. 
Some students feel that the re- 
quirement is a vital part of the 
curriculum. Sophomore 
Solange Nevels said, “I don’t 
understand why they're chang- 
ing it?its not like its hurting 
the campus.” Others believe 
that the requirement had lost 
its true meaning and was just 
another thing that needed to 
be done in order to graduate. 
Senior Bob Allen said, “I'm all 
for helping others, but what’s 
the point in forcing people: to 
do it {community service]? 
You always hear students 
complaining about the nega- 
tive aspects of it.” 
- The task force on civic en- 
gagement was assembled in 
February 2005. Student infor- 
mation on joining this group 
will be available in the future. 
As of now, the committee is 
concentrating on deciding 
what their next step will be in 
designing an approach to com- 
munity service activities on 
campus.

Wes Craven perched on a 
stool onstage to. speak to Pitt 
students and faculty Monday 
night, looking the way a distin- 
guished film director is sup- 
posed to look. 

His reflection appearing in 
the many ornate mirrors of 
the William Pitt Union Ball 
room, Craven talked about his 
career, the film industry and 
that great American nightmare 
personified, Freddy Krueger. 

Breaking down the “A 
Nightmare on Elm Street” vil 
lain’s name, Craven explained 
that “Freddy” was an antago- 
nistic former co-worker on a 
paper route and “Krueger” is a 
corruption of a Nazi arms fac- 
tory name. The character’s 
burned skin serves as a mask 
that shields his humanity, 
while his nails are an exten- 
sion of a claw, the most primal 
sort of weapon. 

The olive-green and red col 
ors on his striped sweater are 
the most difficult pigments for 
the retina to process, and his 
lair in the boiler room is a rep-

Invasive plants causing 
trouble for Fallingwater

PITTSBURGH (AP) 
Fallingwater is Frank Lloyd 
Wright’s architectural symbol 
of man living in harmony with 
nature. 

But now it seems nature is 
on the attack. 

One of the architect's most 
prized buildings is surround- 
ed by a discordant landscape 
dominated by invasive exotic 
plant species. 

Non-native plants such as 
English ivy and honeysuckle 
grow nearly unimpeded in 
the Bear Run Nature Reserve, 
as the land around the house 
is called. 

Unencumbered by natural 
enemies, the exotic plants 
strangle trees and threaten to 
wipe out the native vegeta- 
tion, according to the West- 
ern Pennsylvania Conservan- 


cy, which oversees the 
building. 
“We had been invaded and 


hadn't even realized it,” said 
Cara Armstrong, Fallingwa- 
ter’s curator of buildings and 
collections. 


smaller than New York’s Cen- 
tral Park but renowned for its 
casinos and the annual 
Monte Carlo Grand Prix.

When Wright designed 
Fallingwater in 1935 for Pitts- 
burgh department store mag- 
nate Edgar Kaufmann Sr. and 
his family, he placed the 
home on top of Bear Run, a 
mountain stream and one of 
the family’s favorite picnick- 
ing destinations. 

The land around the 
stream wasn’t in pristine con- 
dition in the 1930s. 

The original forest had 
been cleared for logging and 
agriculture, so the Kauf- 
manns planted 5,000 tree 
seedlings when they took 
possession of the land, said 
Richard Liberto, a horticultur- 
ist and Fallingwater volunteer. 

The Kaufmanns’ gardeners 
also used exotic species such 
as burning bush and wisteria 
in Fallingwater’s landscape. - 

“The most you can hope for 
is to manage the plants, not 
eradicate them,” Liberto said. 


the Grimaldis, Rainier suf 
fered recurring health prob- 
lems in recent years. 

The silver-haired, portly 
prince underwent heart 
surgery in 1999 and had two 
operations the following year.

Life, death, politics and the Schiavo case: How far is too far?. 


Tragedy struck the world 
twice this past week: 
Catholics lost their connection 
to God, and two parents lost a 
daughter. 

One clearly overrides the 
other in public interest, which 
is why you don’t see much 
coverage of Terri Schiavo’s 
death on the news. 

The pope’s death was clear- 
cut: a man whose time had 
come. Terri's demise is not so 
easily explained. Was she 
killed? Was it really her wish 
to be taken off support? Who 
had the authority to decide? 

These questions have domi- 
nated the media for the past 
few months. No one has a de- 
finitive answer, but I have my 
opinion: It’s none of our busi- 
ness. 

Before I elaborate, allow me 
to give you some background 
on the story. Terri Schiavo suf- 
fered a heart attack due to a 
misdiagnosis in 1990. This at- 
tack led to severe brain dam- 
age, placing her in a depen- 
dent state, or needing a 
feeding tube. She was not on a 
ventilator and could breathe 
on her own." 

However, she could not 
swallow. Some doctors (most- 
ly those that represent her 
husband, Michael Schiavo) de- 
termined that Terri was in a

persistent vegetative state. 
Other doctors (mostly those 
that represent Terri’s parents) 


said that she had limited inter- . 


actions with her environment 
and therefore could not be 
classified as such.. 

Courts became involved in 
2003, which ruled _ that 
Michael was in fact the legal 
guardian and had the right to 
remove the tube. Florida legis- 
latures and Governor Jeb 
Bush intervened, passing a 
law that gave the governor a 
right to order that the tube be 
reinstated. 

The legitimate question is 
this: Who is. the _ legal 
guardian? The husband, as 
proven many times in prece- 
dence, serves as guardian. 
Therefore, Michael Schiavo is 
the only person legally entitled 
to. determine the fate of his 
wife. 

This may sound cruel and 
heartless, but it’s not the job 


of courts and politicians to de 
cide by their feelings. Courts 
must decide what is legal and 
what isn’t, and politicians must 
abide by it. Emotions and per- 
sonal vendettas have no place 
in government. It was right for 
the courts to rule in favor of 
the husband because it has le- 
gal justification. 

On a personal level, I do 
feel sorry for the parents of 
Terri Schiavo. I do believe that 
Michael Schiavo should have 
divorced Terri and left her 
care to the parents. 

I question Terri’s “persis- 
tent vegetative state.” And I 


wonder how humane it is to - 


deprive someone of food and 
water until they die. But as I 
said, it’s none of my business. 
Terri's parents used the media 
to incite rage and pity for their 
behalf, and they deserve it. 
But they have no legal stand- 
ing, and politics do not belong 
in this situation. 

Whether or not Terri is at 
peace now, no one knows. But 
the court system can sleep 
knowing they made the right 
decision.

Vietnam vet shares 


message with campus

More than 20 people began 
last Sunday afternoon outside 
the sunny steps of Patterson 
Hall. Curling their toes in the 
tufts of grass, they kept their 
ears open listening to the buzz 
swarming the first hot topic: 


Iraq. 

The speaker, Sanford Kel- 
son, a well-known Pittsburgh 
lawyer and Vietnam Veteran, 
vetted his frustrations on our 
current status in Middle East- 
em affairs. Pacing back and 
forth, Kelson drew thick paral- 
lels oozing out from his Viet- 
nam years onto what he calls 
a similar script in Iraq. 

“T think we were lied to,” 
he said while the sun beat 
down on the crowd. Kelson 
squinted and then narrowed 
his speech in on the betrayal 
of our American media. 

“The mass media in Ameri- 
ca makes weapons-spitting or

rather blasting out pure gov- 
ernment line.” He explained 
the need for us to look at in- 
ternational news venues be 
cause American journalism 
He reminisced about 
how the media depicted Viet- 
nam in false light, whereas, 
most radical and foreign pa- 
pers actually inked the truth. 

From his speech, the Pro- 
gressive Conference recessed 
and the small band of interest- 
ed parties flowered from 20 to 
more than 50 guests.

Film director Wes 
Craven taught at 


WC in 1964

One of the college’s best- 
kept secrets has been uncov- 
ered; Wesley Craven, Ameri- 
can film director most famous 
for his “A Nightmare on Elm 
Street” and the “Scream” Tril- 
ogy,. taught at Westminster in 
the ‘60s. 

Chip Hothem, sophomore 
English and history major, 
and Dwight Copper, head of 
McGill library’s periodicals de- 
partment, found Craven’s pic- 
ture in the ‘64 -65 Argo while 
doing research in the library. 

Craven was a member of 
the English department and 
only taught here for one year. 

None of the present mem- 
bers of the department were 
here when Craven was, but 
Nelson Oestreich, former 
chair of the art department, 
lived in the same apartment 
with Craven. Oestreich still 
lives in New Wilmington, 
where he grew up. 

“He was pretty far out 
there,” Oestreich said. “I read 
a few of his essays and they 
were really wild and bent out 
of shape . . . but that’s what 
he’s done. with his career in 
the past few years.” . 

Oestreich began teaching 


at the college in ‘61, and sup- 


poses Craven was more than 
seven years younger. He re 
members Craven had a cat, 
which he took on walks, or 
“drags,” as he preferred to call 
them. 

“When he left, he just left. 
I never saw him or talked to 
him again,” Oestreich said. 
“It was one of those things 
that was off and on for a year. 
My guess is that the college 
was a little too uptight for his 
style.” 

Craven was born in Cleve- 
land, Ohio on Aug. 2, 1939. 
He graduated from Wheaton 
College and earned his mas- 
ter’s degree from Johns Hop- 
kins University. 

Craven began teaching at 
Westminster after graduate 
school. After spending a year 
here, he taught at Clarkson 
. College in New York. While 
in New York, he purchased a 
camera, began making short 
films and quit his teaching 

job. 

Craven began co-directing 
low budget films until he had 
his first big break when he 
wrote and directed “The Last 
House on the Left,” a horror 
film released in 1972. In the 
‘80s,, Craven created the unfor- 
gettable character, Freddy 
Krueger, for his film “A Night- 
mare on Elm Street.” 

Then in the ‘90s, Craven 
was successful with his highly 
popular “Scream” Trilogy. 
Craven’s current project is the 
recently released film, 
“Cursed.” Dr. Jeff Bersett, an 
assistant professor of Spanish, 
speaks highly of Craven’s 
work. 

‘I think that Wes Craven

An open lecture on Se- 
mester at Sea made some 
students uncomfortable 
when a non-Pitt professor, 
discussing racial genetics, al- 
legedly said black people are 
inherently inferior in the ar- 
eas of math and science. 

The comments made dur- 
ing the lecture last month 
appeared again in one of the 
professor’s classes, con- 
firmed Pitt Vice Chancellor 
for Public Affairs Robert Hill. 

A group of concerned 
black students met with Su- 
san Hansen, academic dean 
of Semester at Sea, to ex- 


_ press their concerns about 


the professor’s lecture and 
what they described as an 
uncomfortable atmosphere 
aboard the ship. 

An e-mail from some of 
the students aboard the ship 
to members of the Semester 
at Sea and Pitt communities 
also mentioned what the stu- 
dents described as a tense 
environment. 

Hill said the University is 
in contact with professors 
who visited the class. 

“In fact, matters have 
calmed down and the situa- 
tion as described has im- 
proved,” he said. 

Paul Watson, director of 
enrollment management for 
the Institute for Shipboard 
Education, said the atmos- 
phere on board was tense 
for a while and that it is 
ISE’s job “to make sure that 
the learning environment is 
not hostile.” 

Watson noted the quick 
response of Hansen and the

faculty on board, explaining 
that as soon as they learned 
about what had happened, 
faculty members began to sit 
in on the professor’s class. 
“The very next day the 
class met, Dean Hansen at- 


tended the class,” Watson 
said. 

“It was dealt with right 
away.” 


Pitt, Semester At Sea’s 
academic. sponsor, is in 
charge of appointing a dean 
through an advisory commit- 
tee made up of Pitt faculty 
members. 

Though the dean always: 
comes from Pitt, the Univer- 
sity relies on ISE to make fi- 
nal decisions about the 
ship’s faculty and does not 
hire professors directly. 

Pitt also decides which 
courses will be taught on 
each voyage. 

Daron J. Christopher, a 
Pitt student on Semester at 
Sea, is in two of the profes- 
sor’s three classes. 

Christopher said in an e- 
mail that he finds the profes- 
sor to be “challenging and 
frustrating, but engaging, 
and certainly a fair educa- 
tor.” 

Christopher said the pro- 
fessor “eternally plays devil’s 
advocate” and always takes 
the opposing view in discus- 
sions with students. 

He said ISE and Pitt re- 
sponded to a few students 
who complained “incessantly 
to the dean.” 

Jennifer Anukem, an SGB 
member, agreed with Hill 
and Watson that the situa- 
tion on board has improved. 

She said she has received 
e-mails in recent weeks from 


students on the ship who 
also agree. 

Anukem defended the stu- 
dents’ actions and said she 
believed that they: did the 
right thing in bringing their 
complaints about the profes- 
sor to the faculty. - 

“This is not something 


that should be taken as a 


joke,” Anukem said. 

“I can’t believe I could be 
sitting in a classroom, being 
told I was genetically inferi- 
or.” 

Hill said Pitt does not hire 
the professors on Semester 
at Sea, but that all professors 
on board follow Pitt’s Acade- 
mic Integrity Code. 

Hill said professors. have 
to follow certain guidelines 
when teaching, but that “we 
do value the academic free- 
dom of professors to deem 
what is appropriate for their 
class.” 

Pitt's Academic Integrity 
Code exists in part to guide 
“student-faculty interactions 
in the classroom and other 
academic contexts,” accord- 
ing to Pitt’s Web site. 

“I'd like them to be ‘held 
accountable based on the 
guidelines of the Academic 
Integrity. Code,” Anukem 
said of non-Pitt professors 
on the ship. 

Watson stressed the diffi- 
culties of anticipating and 
stopping situations in which 
a professor’s teaching style 
or viewpoints could be offen- 
sive to students. 

“Do I think we can pre- 
vent this from happening?” 
Watson asked. 

“That’s something that 
will continue to be exam- 
ined.”

Harmon said he 
couldn’t specify why the FBI 
is investigating the incidents 
as domestic terrorism. 
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Police are also still investi- 
gating the State College man 
arrested Saturday in connec- 

tion with an arson in the 
SALA Building and the on- 
campus spray painting. 

Craig Tonik, 19, of 131 N. 
Sparks St. has been at the 
Centre County Prison since 
Saturday on $870,000 bail. 

Yesterday, university police 
received another report of 
“TANG” being found 
scratched onto the surface of a 
Penn State student's car. 

The word was scrawled 
onto the hood of a 1989 blue 
Mustang while it was parked 
in Lot 22 of Eastview Terrace. 

University Police Supervisor 
Tyrone Parham said the inci- 
dent, which occurred 'some- 
time between Sunday and 
Monday, appeared to be ran-

Israeli prime minister 


presses U.S. to act against 


Iran’s nuclear program

WASHINGTON (AP) - Is- 
raeli Prime Minister Ariel 
Sharon pressed the US. to 
threaten Iran with internation- 
al sanctions, warning Iran was 
quickly approaching a point of 
no-return in its nuclear 
gram. The White House said 
it agreed that Iran is pursuing 
nuclear weapons “under the 
guise of a civilian program” 
but wants to continue the cur- 
rent diplomatic strategy to 
solve the problem. 


Sharon, .who leaves for 
home Wednesday after a visit 
to the United States, repeated- 
ly brought up the Iranian 
threat in talks with President 
Bush and Vice President Dick 
Cheney. 


At a lunch meeting Monday 
with the president at his 
Texas ranch, Sharon’s senior 
military adviser Brig. Gen. 
Yoav Galant gave Bush Israeli 
intelligence documents on 
Iran’s nuclear reactor. 


Bush was also given satel- 
lite photos of the plant, an Is- 
raeli official at the meeting 
said on condition of anonymi- 
ty, but declined to give exact 
details on the information. 


_ Israel is concerned about 
the Iranian nuclear program, 
warning that Tehran is pursu- 
ing nuclear weapons to go 
along with its missiles, which 
have the range to hit Israel 
and U.S. military bases in the 
Middle East. 


Iran insists its nuclear pro-

The purported Iranian 
threat was the central focus of 
a meeting Tuesday between 
Sharon and Cheney. 


“Tran is very close to the 
point of no return,” The Israeli 


pro- Yediot Ahronot on Wednesday 


quoted Sharon as telling Ch- 
eney. “Threats of international 
sanctions must be issued.” 


Sharon believes the Euro- 
pean effort to curb the Iran’s 
nuclear ambitions has been in- 
effective. Israeli intelligence of- 
ficials, however, do not believe 
the Iranians have yet pro- 
duced a nuclear weapon. 


Washington has _ toned 
down its rhetoric against Iran 
in recent months. Washington 
is awaiting the results of Euro- 
pean negotiations aimed at 
getting Tehran to renounce all 
plans to enrich uranium in ex- 
‘change for economic conces- 
sions and other forms of sup- 
port.

Everyone in this movie, in- 
cluding Mike Binder, delivers 
a knockout performance that 
tops all previous works. 

That’s a tough call to make 
on Joan Allen simply because 
she’s so wonderful in every- 
thing.

the Trustee’s scholarship. — It 
was the largest scholarship at 
the time - a massive 50 per- 
cent of tuition for getting a 
1200 on the SATs and keeping 
a 3.7 in high school. 

This scholarship has re- 
mained, but it’s no longer per- 
centage-based. Instead, it was 
converted to a dollar-amount 
scholarship - $10,000 at the 
time of its conversion, 55 per- 
cent of the tuition for that year 
(2002-2003). For this coming 
year, in order to keep the 
scholarship at at least 50 per- 
cent, the scholarship was 
raised to $11,000. 

It was converted because 
the college assumed that par- 
ents would be more likely to 
understand and. accept a 
straight dollar amount over a 
percent. 

In 2008, the Vance scholar- 
ship,.$5,000 in previous years, 
tripled to $15,000, effectively 
covering 77 percent of a new 
student’s tuition. 

I spoke with Doug Swartz, 
head of the Admissions de- 
partment, about the issue, and 
he cleared up a lot of confu- 
sion that students might have 
about the correlation between 
tuition and scholarships. 

The college, when it de 
cides the scholarship amounts 
for a class of incoming stu-

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tendance. A student’s scholar- 
ship amount does not increase 
because the value placed on 
their scholarship at the time 
they received. it does not in- 
crease. 

“As the cost goes up, a stu- 
‘dent’s need-based financial aid 
will increase,” Swartz said. 
This increase in financial aid, 
while not covering the entire 
tuition increase, often covers a 
large amount of it. 

A lot of students think that, 
because they pay so much to 
go here, they should be able 
to get supply x, do activity y, 
or provide service z. Students 
seem to rarely understand just 
where their money goes. 

“Tuition only goes so far. It 
covers about 75 percent of the 
costs of the college. Donors 
and fund-raising cover about 
25 percent of costs,”, Swartz 
said. Student money goes to- 
wards the yearly increases in 
water, electricity and cable 
bills, among other constantly 
increasing costs. 

“One very commonly mis- 
understood thing is that no 
student money goes into con- 
struction,” Swartz said, point- 
ing out that all developments, 
such as the McKelvey Cam- 
pus Center, the renovations to 
Old. Main and the upcoming 
townhouse project are funded 
by fund-raising and donations. 

In the decade or so before 


President Williamson’s reign,- 


there was very little construc- 
tion on campus. Since his ad- 
vent, though, there has been 
an abundance of cash flow 
from alumni, the government, 
and other sources - paying for 
the all of the construction pro- 


jects.

There is a need-based 
scholarship available to all stu- 
dents, incoming or returning, 
called the Graham Ireland 
scholarship.

NEW YORK (AP) - After 
months of haggling and fend- 
ing off a bid from a rival suit- 
or, Time Warner Inc. and 
Comcast Corp. have sealed a 
deal to purchase the assets of 
Adelphia Communications 
Corp., the bankrupt cable TV 
company based in Colorado. 

The $17.6 billion cash-and- 
stock deal announced Thurs- 
day will also allow Time Warn- 
er to float shares in its cable 
subsidiary, opening the possi- 
bility of even more consolida- 
tion in the cable industry. 

The deal must still be ap- 
proved by regulators and a 
bankruptcy court, but compa- 
ny Officials and analysts did 
not anticipate significant hurt 
dles to the deal closing. The

For Time Warner, the 
transaction marks the first ma- 
jor acquisition since the disas- 
trous merger with AOL in 
2000. Since then, the company 
has disposed of several busi- 
nesses including its music 
company, bolstering its bal- 
ance sheet in the process. 

The joint bid from Time 
Warner and Comcast had long 
been favored to win out over a 
last-minute bid by Cablevision

As someone who works in a 
bar, McKenchnie agreed with 
Godshall. 


“Our bar is very smoke- 
friendly,” he said. “I would pre- 
fer a work environment that is 


smoke-free.” 

McKechnie does not think 
that banning smoking from his 
bar would seriously affect his 
business. He hopes that, with 
time, not smoking inside would 
become second nature to his 
customers. 

McKechnie began thinking 
about making the Shadyside 
Saloon smoke-free about six 
months ago, after a friend 
opened the smoke-free Red 
Room Cafe and Lounge in East 
Liberty. 

There are a few other 
smoke-free establishments in 
Pittsburgh, including the Strip 
Districts Eleven, Mt. Wash- 
ington’s Grandview Saloon, 
the South Side’s Hot Metal 
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Time Warner and Comcast seal deal to buy out Adelphia 


Systems Corp., a New York- 
area cable provider that has 
been wracked by internal tur- 
moil and a public showdown 
with New York Mayor 
Michael Bloomberg over plans 
to build a football stadium in 
Manhattan. 

Asked about the possibility 
that Time Warner’s deal could 
face a challenge from Cablevi- 
sion or another suitor, Parsons 
said: “At this point in time, the 
fat lady has sung.” 

The deal divvies up Adel 
phia’s approximately 5.3 mil 
lion cable subscribers between 
Comcast and Time Warner, 
which are already the No. 1 
and No. 2 players in the na 
tional cable TV industry, re- 
spectively. 

While the deal is not ex- 
pected to face major regulato- 
ry hurdles, it further consoli- 
dates the power of the top two 


companies, enabling them to 
move more quickly to expand 
into lucrative new businesses 
such as telephone service, 
high-speed data transmission, 
video on demand and digital 
video recorders. 

Craig Moffett, an analyst 
with Sanford C. Bernstein in 
New York, said the deal would 
“create an. ever more stark dif- 
ference between the haves 
and the have-nots” in the cable 
industry. 

Some smaller cable compa- 
nies such as Cablevision have 
been successful at rolling out 
premium services such as In- 
ternet service to their cus- 


tomers, but others haven't. 


moved as quickly. 

In a presentation to in- 
vestors, Time Warner execu- 
tives said they expected to be 
able to increase the offerings 
of advanced video services to 
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Grille and the Waterfront’s Im- 
prov Comedy Club. 

But cigarette companies 
spend billions of dollars to 
convince restaurants and bars 
that they will lose a lot of mon- 
ey, and possibly even go bank- 
rupt, if they ban smoking, ac- 
cording to Godshall. 

Reminding the audience that 
the public adjusted to separate 
smoking and non-smoking sec- 
tions in restaurants, Godshall 
explained his idea that people 
will adjust to not smoking at all 
in restaurants and bars. Back 
in 1989, he said, Phillip Morris 
tried to convince restaurant 
and bar owners that having 
separate smoking and non- 
smoking sections would hurt 


Adelphia subscribers as they 
spread out the cost over a 
larger base of customers. 

Time Warner and Comcast 
will pay $12.7 billion in cash 
and 16 percent of the stock in 
Time Warner’s cable sub- 
peri to get Adelphia sub- 
scribers. 

A source close to the deal 
but speaking on condition of 
anonymity valued .the stock 
part of the payment at $4.9 bil- 
lion. Time Warner and Com- 
cast will also swap cable cus- 
tomers. 

Philadelphia-based Comcast 
will give back its 21 percent in- 
terest in Time Warner Cable 
and pay about $1.5 billion in 
cash. 

The multipart deal will give 
it a total of 1.8 million addi- 
tional subscribers. New York- 
based Time Warner will gain 
3.5 million subscribers. 
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business, too. 

Godshall cited a survey in 
which 38 percent of Philadel 
phia suburbanites said they 
would be more likely to go into 
the city if smoking in bars and 
restaurants was banned.

Back to the future? °¢**"""

When students from the class of 2009 
walk the senior terrace at graduation, 
they will receive their diploma under dif- 
ferent requirements than current upper- 
classmen. Dr. Jesse Mann, vice presi- 
dent of academic affairs, announced to 
the Fresh Start staff on Thursday, Aug. 
25 that the graduation qualifications are 
now lower for first and second year stu- 
dents. 

They will graduate with 128 credit 
hours instead of the required 132, will 


not need to fulfill a community service 
project and will not take a second semes- 
ter of Inquiry. The first-year students, 
however, must now pass Inquiry, some- 
thing which sophomores, juniors and se- 
niors needed not do in the past. 

Upon hearing this information, junior 
Matthew Kerns posed a question. 
“Would such changes devalue the upper 
class students’ diplomas?” 

Kerns, like other concerned upper 
class students, believes that the change 
in the system is not beneficial for West- 
minster’s reputation. “Because our diplo- 
ma is only as valuable as the school’s rep-

utation, ten years or more down the road 

“when we say that we graduated from 
Westminster, the projected image of the 
school for that time will be of the lesser 
standards,” Kerns said. 

Mann explained that the lesser re 
quirements are not new to Westminster. 
“What we did, was we went back to the 
older Westminster criteria,” Mann clari- 
fied in a later interview. “This is the crite- 
ria that existed from the 1970s to the 
spring of 1996.” 

Mann explained that the revisited stan- © 
dards are intended to address the grow-

Campus wallets, doors open to Katrina victims

While community service is no longer 


_| a requirement for a diploma, the spirit of 


community service on campus has not 
ceased to exist. In light of the tragedy 
that has befallen the South in the after- 
math of Hurricane Katrina, a number of 
campus organizations have organized 
fundraisers and supply drives to support 
the cause. 

Rev. Jim Mohr was one of the first on 
campus to make a public statement about 
proactive opportunities students could 
take. In an allcampus email, he encour- 
aged students to “spend time in 
prayer...give money...[and] create ways 
to raise funds.” He also reported that all 
donations made to Westminster would be 
distributed evenly between the American 
eet Cross and the Presbyterian Disaster 

rvice. 


Over the past week, most organiza- 


tions have had their first meetings of the 


semester, where they discussed ways to 
raise money for Katrina survivors. Cur- 
rently, an all-campus penny war is in the 
works with the Campus Ministries. Habi- 
tat for Humanity and the swim team are 
sponsoring a special collection at the 
Homecoming football game on Saturday, 
September 24. In addition, Alpha Phi 
mega is planning to sell spaces on a 
rainbow banner to color in to represent 


B-4| hope after the storm. They are also -tenta- 


tively putting together a DDR4-KATRI- 
NA event for the last weekend in Sep- 
tember. 


Any student that has walked into 
the TUB over the last week may have no- 
ticed the sisters of Kappa Delta tabling 
for relief efforts. The KD National Presi- 
dent is from the affected area, and the ef- 
fort has been nationalized via their web- 
site. The KDs are raising money for a 
new organization called “KiDs need to be 
KiDs.” According to the KD national 
website, "The campaign ‘KiDs need to be 
KiDs’ addresses the emotional needs of 
young victims. While many other organi- 
zations like the Red Cross are working to 
meet the basic needs of hurricane vic- 
tims, such as drinking water, food and 
temporary housing, Kappa Delta is pro- 
viding comfort and support to those chil- 
dren whose lives are in chaos." KD Phil 
anthropy Chair , junior Ashley Young 
encourages Westminster students to give 
a little to each organization that is trying 
to raise funds: “We decided to raise mon- 
ey and awareness for this cause because 
all needs are important when a disaster 
so tragic occurs. It doesn't matter whose 
organization sends the most or raises the 
most awareness. I'm sure most students 
can't imagine losing everything... which is 
exactly why we need to support the vic- 
tims, if not financially, then even through 
a prayer.” 

The efforts from student organizations 
don’t stop with Greek Life, however. Ti- 
tan Radio is organizing two live remote 
broadcasts to raise money for those vic- 
timized by Hurricane Katrina. The two 
sessions will take place Tuesday, Septem- 
ber 13, 2005, in the TUB from 11-1 and in 
front of Sky Bank in New Wilmington on 


Friday, September 16, 2005, also from 11- 
1. Titan Radio 88.9’s goal is to raise $890 
from the broadcasts. “All the people at Ti- 
tan Radio are really adamant about help- 
ing the victims of Hurricane Katrina. 
Even though we're far away, we still want 
to help, and we thought raising money 
would be a good place to start,” senior 
Amy Sasfai said. 

Even small efforts such as committee 
meetings taking up small collections are 
taking place. The WCSSO is taking up a 
collection from their first meeting to add 
to the collection that will be taken up on 
Homecoming weekend. Some individuals 
can easily access a way to contribute on- 
line; most search engines and websites 
include an area to donate to the cause. 
Websites such as NOLAorg, livewire-fm, - 
and fema.gov have assembled pages to 
be a main information center for those in 
need or wanting to contribute. 


Consummating the relief efforts on 
campus, the college will be opening its 
doors to as many as twelve college stu- 
dents who were victims of the hurricane. 
The prospective students will receive free 
tuition, room and board, and books if 
they apply by September 20 and are in 
good academic standing at their current 
institution. "Our thoughts and prayers. are 
with the victims of Hurricane Katrina," 
Westminster College President R. 
Thomas Williamson said. "We are close 
to capacity on campus, but will welcome 
the new students with open arms and 
hearts."

The Holcad proposes this 
to the college: why not include 
this item on the bill? 

We see it working like this: 
the student’s bill has a line on 
it entitled “personal supplies.” 
This money, we'll say of 
the $1,800 quoted in the Cost 
of Attendance worksheet, 
would then be payable in the 
lump sum in which students 
pay the remainder of their col 
lege bill, no matter how the 
bill is paid; be it out-of-pocket, 
credit card, or loan. The $500 
is then put on a student's Ti- 


. tan Card 


This money can be used for 
anything from Greek trinkets 
in the bookstore to meats and 
treats from the vending ma- 
chine, but it is intended to be 
used on books. Once they are 
available, students can spend 
this $500 on their books. 

This way, students are 
more likely to buy their books 
at the college's bookstore 
rather than online or at anoth- 








er school. This then increases 
the bookstore's profits while 
making it easier for students 
to make sure that they get all 
their books - the right books - 
at the same time. 

In the event that a student 
chooses to buy their books 
elsewhere, they have the $500 


on the Titan Card to use at . 


the vending machine or in 
place of dine dollars, or even - 
bless us for being hopeful for 
it - using it to buy meals, or at 
least coffee and pizza - hint, 
hint - in town. This $500 
would carry over from semes- 
ter to semester just like nor- 
mal Titan dollars. Anything 
unused “upon graduation 
would be refunded to the stu- 
dent to help with loan pay- 
ments or could be used as 
part of a senior gift. 

Including the figure on the 
bill also lets students pay for 
their books over time at, as- 
suming they pay the bill with 
a bank loan, rates better than 
credit cards, instead of paying 
for it all at once, thus leaving a 
gaping hole in their wallet.

Twenty adults and 19 children showed 
up at Patricia and Timothy Edwards' 
house a few hours before dawn Sunday, 
and now it's their home, even if some 
have to sleep four to a bed 

Mattresses and sleeping bags are scat- 
tered everywhere, from the second floor 
to the basement and out onto the 
screened porch. The washing machine 
runs nearly nonstop, and meals are a ma- 
jor production _ cooked in restaurant- 
sized pots. 

But it doesn't matter to the couple's 
relatives: They've managed to stick to- 
gether no matter how far they've run 
from Hurricane Katrina and the devasta- 
tion it caused their communities in south- 
ern Louisiana. 

Patricia Edwards, a New Orleans na- 
tive who works as a machinist in a Lan- 
caster candy factory, opened her home to 
all her extended family after her 72-year- 
old: mother, Beatrice Duplessis, told her: 
they had nowhere to turn. 

"I said, ‘Wait a minute, stop right now.' 
I didn't think twice: 'Bring them all, I 
don't care," she said. 

The Edwardses and their family are 
now living "like sardines in the can," Pa- 
tricia Edwards said. But surprisingly, 
there is order amid the chaos _ thanks to 
the continual cleaning and organization 
and the new super-size approach to food 
(an applesauce container in the dining 
room was the size of a paint can).

WASHINGTON 
(AP) - As soldiers, hikers and students 
can testify, it takes energy to haul around 
a heavy backpack. Now, researchers 
have developed a backpack that turns 
that energy into electricity. 

It doesn't crank out a lot of juice _ just 
_|a bit more than 7 watts _ but that's 
enough to run things like an MP3 player, 
a personal data assistant, night vision 
goggles, a handheld global positioning 
» | system or a.GSM cell phone. 

The development could eventually al- 
low field scientists, hikers, explorers, so- 
diers and disaster workers to produce 
their own electricity. 

The researchers used a backpack fas- 
tened to the carrying frame by springs. 
The up-and-down motion caused by walk- 
'| ing powers a small generator, producing 
electricity that can be used directly or 
stored in a capacitor or battery. 

The device, developed by Lawrence C. 
Rome of the University of Pennsylvania, 
and colleagues, is reported in Friday's is- 
sue of the journal Science. 

The _ electricity-generating frame 
weighs about 10 pounds, Rome said in a 
telephone interview. He's working to 
lighten it, so it will weigh only a couple of

News 
stories and phone calls with survivors 
have convinced them that not much re- 
mains of their belongings, their homes 
and their neighborhoods. 

The 39 evacuees, ranging in age from 
7 months to 72 years, arrived at 4 am. 
Sunday; most had gone nearly a week 
without a hot meal. They were hungry, 
exhausted and relieved to have found a 


pounds more than a standard backpack. 

Power generated increases as the load 
in the backpack gets heavier, he said. 
Tests ranged from loads of about 40 
pounds to about 80 pounds. 

Rome developed the new backpack at 
the request of the Office of Naval Re- 
search, which was looking for ways to re- 
duce the need for service members to 
carry lots of batteries to power equip- 
ment while on duty in Afghanistan. 

The researchers studied the move- 
ment of people walking, and. concluded 
that the hips move up and down between 
1.6 inches and 2.7 inches with each step. 

They then set about trying to exploit 
that movement. 

The result is the "suspended load 
backpack." It uses a rigid frame similar to 
regular backpacks, but instead of being 
attached directly to the frame, the load is 
suspended by springs, allowing it to 
move up and down as the person walks. 
That movement turns a small electrical 
geass producing current. In tests on 
a treadmill, walking on level ground and 
uphill both produced current, Rome said.

According to Stant's Web site, it in- 
vented the locking cap in 1932 because of 
gas thefts during the Great Depression.

Indeed, carrying the backpack uses 
only a little more energy than carrying a 
standard backpack of the same weight, 
said Rome, a biologist who also does re- 
search at the Marine Biological Laborato- 
ry in Woods Hole, Mass. He said volun- 
teers testing the device altered their gait 
slightly to move more efficiently.’ 

"Metabolically speaking, we've found 
this to be much cheaper than we antici 
pated. The energy you exert could be off 
set by carrying an extra snack, which is 
nothing compared to weight of extra bat- 
teries," Rome said. "Pound for pound, 
food contains about 100-fold more energy 
than batteries." 

The concept resembles that of a self 
winding watch where power is generated 
by the movement of the wearer, com- 
mented Kuo, who was not part of Rome's 
research team.

Dominion Gas yanks 
hard on campus wallet

During the summer, the col 
lege’s natural gas provider, Do- 
minion People’s Gas, issued a 
claim that the college has been 
undercharged for their gas us- 
age for a number of years. Do- 
minion is asking, for four years 
of back payment, the maxi- 
mum they are able, due to a 
statute of limitations. Domin- 
ion claims that the problem 
may have been occurring for 
up to 15 years. Westminster 
College Assistant Controller 
Janet Smith said, “The college 
has always paid on time and in 
full. We have brought it to Do- 
minion’s attention when there 
was a problem with our bill.” 

The specific meter in 
‘question reads the amount of 
gas used to provide steam heat 
to a large part of campus, in- 
cluding Galbreath, Ferguson, 
Old. Main, and other nearby 
buildings. The meter was read 
by Dominion on a regular ba- 
sis and the college paid: each 
bill they received. The prob- 
lem is not that the meter was

simply misread. The meter 
did not have enough display 
units to accurately measure the 
amount of gas being used. To 
make a comparison, some cars 
have odometers with digits to 
read up to 99,999. Once the 
mileage goes over that num- 
ber, the odometer starts again 
at zero. The gas meter 
worked in a similar way. For 
example, if Dominion read the 
meter in December and it read 
8,000.0 and Dominion read the 
meter again in March and it 
read 4,000.0, they would bill as 


if the meter had rolled over. 


once and therefore the bill 
would be for 6,000.0. Howev- 
er, at times, the meter may 
have rolled over 2 or 3 times 
during that billing period, mak- 
ing the bill actually for 16,000 
or 26,000 units. Dominion re- 
placed the meter in February 
2004 with a meter that reads 
more digits. Comparing the 
bills from the new meter with 
the bills from the old meter 





showed that the old meter 
was not accurate. In June 
2005 an invoice was issued re- 
questing payment for estimat- 
ed readings for the past 4 
years. 

A shut-off notice was is- 
sued by Dominion, but was 
suspended immediately fol 
lowing a phone call to a Do 
minion representative. Build- 
ings will continue to be 
heated as usual and current 
bills are being paid as they 
are received. 

At a point when talks with 
Dominion were not leading to 
a solution, the college filed a 
protest with the Pennsylvania 
Public Utility Commission, in 
regards to the invoice for the 
alleged underpayments. 
Talks with Dominion have 
since resumed. Westminster 
College Vice President for Fi- 
hance and Management Ser- 
vices Ken Romig said, “We 
are working toward a fair set- 
tlement that will not be detri- 
mental to the college or to 
the operations of the college.” 


Romig expects the talks to 


lead to a solution soon.

Quick Hands Westminster sth Straight 
Opening Day Loss

It was an ugly start for 
Westminster football. The Ti- 
tans opened up their 2005 

with a 483 home 
loss to nationally ranked Ohio 


Northern last Saturday. It ’ 
. marks the fifth consecutive 


season in which Westminster 
has lost on opening day. 

ONU dominated every as- 
pect of the game from start to 
finish. The Polar Bears started 
their scoring surge right away 
as they marched 80 yards on 
their opening possession to 
take a 7-0 lead.

two and a half minutes to play 
in the 1st quarter, Ohio North- 
em saw its lead increase to 14 
points. The Polar Bears drove 
67 yards on their second pos- 
session, which ended with a 1- 
yd touchdown plunge by tail- 
back RJ.

Offensively, Westminster 
struggled throughout the day, 


‘gaining only 149 yards of total 


offense. Senior running back 
Sean Buggey carried the ball

I waitressed for two years 
in high school and one year in 
college. The scenario that I 
just gave to you is not made 
up. This horror story of a 
night at work is reality for 
waitresses. I will be the first 
to admit that every once in a 
while you get a waitress that 
just doesn’t care. That’s only 
about 5% of them. The rest of 
us really want to make your 
dining experience a pleasant 
one. Sometimes we fail and 
sometimes we succeed, just 
like everyone else. The most 
comforting feeling at work is 
knowing that your customers 


understand how tough your 


job really is. 

Some Things To Remem- 
an 

Be patient. We know 
you're hungry. If you weren't, 
you probably wouldn't be at a 
restaurant. We'll get the food 


out as soon as humanly possi- 
ble. I promise. 

Make small talk with us. 
We won't feel as pressured as 
if you said “I want a chicken 
salad with ranch...now beat 
it!” 

A general courtesy rule: 
Tip at least as many dollars as 
there are people at the table. 
Serving five dinners, five sal- 
ads, five drinks, and cleaning 
five messes hardly seems 
worth three bucks. 

If you drop a fry or a riga- 
toni on the floor, it would be 
unbelievably kind of you to 
pick it up. It gets really gross 
when it gets stepped on. (Not 
only is there a mess on the 
floor, but on your shoe!) 

If you are a nice customer, 
we will remember you next 
time you come in. Aside from 
the chaos of my job, there 
were some good times, too. I 
met some of the nicest people 
there and looked forward to 
seeing them come in to eat 
each week. 


So here’s a little homework 


assignment for you from me. a 


(Of course you don’t have 


to do it, but give it a try.) . 


Go, out to eat, and even if 
you’re completely starved, tell 
the waitress, “no hurry!” If 
she’s late, say, “no problem.” 
If she makes a mistake, tell 
her that you understand. Tip 
well. I know you're a poor col- 
lege student - so am I! But 
just give a little extra. And 
last but not least, for extra 
credit, tell the manager that 
she was an excellent waitress. 
Even after a rough day, when 
my boss told me someone 
said something good about 
me, it made all the stress 
worthwhile and got me ready 
to do it all again tomorrow!

Well then, why are the 
costs so sky-scraping you ask? 
Partly, the high price of books 
has nothing to do with the 
campus bookstore and only to 
do with the publishers them- 
selves. On average, the cost 
of core class books increases 
direct from the publisher $8 
triannually. - However, West- 
minster does determine the 


mark-up on these specified 
‘major texts and consequently 
the price does increase from 
the publisher to the bookstore. 
But for pre-priced books (i.e. 
books originally marked with 
a price), the bookstore does 
not fluctuate the amount 
charged. 


My next question to Kay 
concemed the profit margin of 
the bookstore. Kay stated, 
“We've kept the same profit 
margin for at least the last 12 
years.” She was both sur- 
prised and impressed. that 
bookstore profit hasn't de 
creased with the increase of 
internet buying.

When I began this process 
earlier this summer, | inquired 
book information from my up- 
coming professors so that I 
may order the required texts 
online. Most of my professors 
supplied the needed informa- 
tion, but some referred me to 
the bookstore instead: When 
I proceeded to call the book- 
store, they informed me that 
book information would not be 
available until the week before 
classes began. I asked Kay 
about this and she told me 
“the. bookstore does not en- 
courage it (giving out book in- 
formation)” mainly because of 
problems it causes the stu- 
dents. Professors may leave 
or change so the possibility of 


ordering the wrong books en- 
line arises. Also, Kay re 
marked that she alone repre- 
sents the bookstore _ staff 
throughout the summer and 
could not conceivably give out 
book information to all inquir- 
ing students. Even if she did, 
there is always a chance of 
transposing errors. 


So you maybe reading this 
and wondering, “well this is 
just dandy, but the truth is I'm 
still waiting for books to come 
in for my classes at the book- 
store!” Occasionally, yes this 
maybe the bookstore’s fault, 
but most of the time the fault 
lies in the hands of either the 
professor, the publisher or the 
students. | Professors often 
leave and sometimes a new 
professor doesn’t replace them 
until the end of the summer, 
when it is too late to order 
books on time. Throughout

ABOUT OLD MAIN MEMORIAL 


OLD MAIN MEMORIAL 
is the third building on that 
site. The first building, the 
only college building, was built 
in 1855 to replace a small 
building that was located 
where the south transept of 
the New Wilmington Presby- 
terian Church is now located. 

The original was 58 ft. wide 
by 90 ft. long. The building 
burned February 27, 1861 and 
was replaced by "Old Main" in 
time for classes in the fall. of 
1862. It cost $9000, was three 
stories high and was only 
slightly larger than the first 
building. It housed not only 


classrooms but also the chapel 
and the library. There were a 


few modifications made during - 


its 65 year history. 

OLD MAIN burned on Jan- 
uary 24, 1927, destroying not 
only the library and chapel but 
ruining the college bell, which 
had given a familiar sound in 
the borough. 

The Board of Trustees act- 
ed swiftly and gave the design 
contract to AL Thayer of 
New Castle. Thayer designed 
the building, including the 
chapel, in the collegiate Gothic 
style; it is constructed in na- 
tive sandstone. 

The building cost approxi- 


mately $335,000 plus about 
$55,000 in furnishings. 
The organ was donated by 
a local family and the college 
bell was recast by the 
Carnegie Steel Company as a 
gift. The chapel was not 
named until 1938. Until 
McGill Library was built, the 
library collection, which began 
anew, was housed in the top 
floors of Thompson-Clark. 

Over the years, there have 
been a number of internal re- 
arrangement but no major 
structural changes. There was 
a furnace for the building at 
one time but it now receives 
heat from another building. 


The ivy makes for an attrac- 
tive scene, but it is corrosive 
and the building has to be re- 
painted from time to time. 

The initial 12-bell carillon’ 
was added in 1935 as a gift 
from William Duff, a member 
of the Board of Trustees. It 
was expanded to 35 bells. in 
1978 by a gift from Mrs. 
Katherine Stewart Armington,

On Wednesday, officials 
with the Flight 93 Advisory 
Commission announced the 
winner of a design competition 
for a memorial at the 2,000- 
acre site. 


The "Crescent of Embrace" 
memorial, created by a team 
of designers led by Paul Mur- 
doch Architects of Los Ange- 
les, will feature a chapel with 
40 metallic wind chimes sym- 
bolizing each of the victims. 
The memorial will also include 
pedestrian trails and .a road- 
way leading to a visitor center 
and the actual crash site, 
which will be surrounded by a 
crescent of maple trees. 


The design still must be ap- 
proved by the director of the 
National Park Service and the 
secretary of the Interior. Offi- 
cials are hoping to raise about 
$30 million for the memorial. 
The state of Pennsylvania has 
already donated more than . 
$10 million. 


"This memorial will not 
hide from pain. Their stories 


will be told," Murdoch said. 
The memorial also won't em- 
brace hatred or retreat from 
fear, Murdoch said Sunday. 
"We must heal. We must 
love." 


Families of those who died 
dismissed recent criticism that 
the design was inappropriate 
because it incorporates a cres- 
cent, a symbol of Islam. 


Last week, Murdoch said 
that the crescent was created 
to add formality to the bowl 
shaped valley surrounding the 
crash site. 

"As a family member, I'm 
not offended ‘by any means at 
all," said Gordy Felt, of Rem- 
sen, N.Y., who participated in 
the memorial project. His 
brother, Edward Porter Felt, 
died on Flight 93. 


Calvin Wilson, whose broth- 
er-inlaw, Flight 93 co-pilot 
LeRoy Homer Jr., was killed;

victims since the crash. 


Speaking through tears 
Sunday, he said as he ad- 
dressed those gathered, "This 
is always tough, but I'll do it 
every year."

be used primarily on campus. 

Returning students will no- 
tice that the Titan Card ma- 
chines, which were to be 
placed in Mugsies, Pizza Joes, 
and other various local busi- 
nesses during the summer, 
are not there. 

"The idea sort of fizzled 
out," business manager Don- 
ald Shelenberger said. 

Last year, SGA looked into 


em helping to purchase Titan 





Card machines to be used in 
various locations around New 
Wilmington. The machines 
were to allow students to pur- 
chase items to eat in town, 
rather than being limited to 
only eating on campus. They 
would permit students to pur- 
chase items with money from 
their Titan Dollar account, 
rather than having to carry 
cash or a credit card with 
them. 


However, when it came 
time for the machines to be 
purchased, a problem arose. 
They are expensive, and 
there's fear that there are not 
enough students interested in 
the program to make the pur- 
chase worthwhile. 


"Everyone talked about it 
like it was a done deal," She 
lenberger said. "Further talks 
with President Williamson led 
me to believe that he's just not 
keen on the idea at this time." 


Some students who once 
thought that the Titan Card 
machines were a good idea 
have since changed . their 
minds. 

"When first talked about, I 
thought the money would 
come from our Dine Dollar 
plan, not our Titan Dollars," ju- 
nior Colby King said. "If the 
money were to come from our 
meal plans then it would be 
awesome." 

According to Shelenberger 
having the money come from 
the Dine Dollar account is im- 
possible.

"Dine Dollars must be used 
on campus, that's our contract 
with Sodexho," Shelenberger 
said. 

Students may not be able to 
justify putting money on their 
Titan Card to eat somewhere 
else, when they could just as 
easily use a bank card‘ and 
have the money taken out of 
their bank account. 

None the less, this program 
is not being rejected. Shelen- 
berger noted that he would 
still like to see the program 
enacted.

"We're anxious to get start- 
ed and we're just about done 
with the planning, so we 
should see preliminary con- 
struction by the end of this 





. month," Wagner said. 


The townhouses will be di- 
vided into three different 
buildings with six, five, and 
four units. Most regulations 
for residence living will apply, 
‘and most likely there will be 
two R.A:s for the townhouses. 


Dean of Student Affairs 
Neal Edman said the living 
arrangements are not finalized 
yet. Decisions still need to be 
made regarding possible leas- 
ing of washers/dryers and 
dishwashers. 


The lottery for townhouses 
is still being decided as well, 
but will probably be similar to 
the off-campus lottery. 


Cost for the townhouses is 
estimated at a 34 percent in- 
crease compared to a tradi 
tional double dorm room. 


"We researched other col 
leges to see how this sort of 
thing works for them, and we 
have a lot of people on teams 


giving their input," Edman 
said. "We're trying to get a 
wellrounded perspective and 
make the townhouses as bene- 
ficial for students as possible." 


Each single-sex townhouse 
will have four bedrooms, two 
bathrooms, a kitchen with ap- 
pliances, and geothermal heat- 
ing and cooling. 

There will be at least one 
handicapped-accessible town- 
house. Each townhouse. will 
lock at night like the resi- 
dence halls to ensure security. 
More parking will be added. 
The front doors will face the 
other units, forming a small 
quad. 


"We still want students to 
interact with each other like 
they would in one of the resi- 
dence’halls," Edman said.

Right before the end of the 
half, the Gators were backed 
up deep in their own territory. 
It looked like Allegheny was 
going to run the clock out, but 


after a couple of nice gains, 


they thought differently. The 
Gators ended up driving the 
length of the field as White 
side hit a 28-yard field goal 
with 8 seconds left in the 2nd 
quarter, Whiteside’s kick gave 
Allegheny a 93 halftime ad- 
vantage.

On the ensuing possession, 
the Gators fumbled the ball 
away once again. This time, it 
was senior defensive end 
Adam Hadbavny who recov- 
ered it: 

After three unsuccessful 
runs, the Titans were faced 
with a fourth and six from the 
Allegheny thirty yard line. 
That’s when Barley came up 
with another huge play, as the 


junior from Beaver Falls 
scrambled for a 13-yard pickup 
and a Westminster 1st down. 
After the Barley run, the Ti 
tans were well within range 
for their senior kicker. With 
just over five minutes to go in 
the 3rd quarter, Castillo tied 
the score at 9 by nailing his 
third field goal of the game.

As I walked through the 
Physical Plant early Friday af 
ternoon to retrieve my car for 
work, I noticed something 
seemed different. Upon in- 
spection, I noted that there 
was about a foot-long crack in 
my new car's windshield. Af 
ter contacting Westminster 
Public Safety Office times over 
the weekend, I met up with 
one of the security officers 
Sunday night to take security 
report. According to the offi- 
cer, he felt my car suffered a 
stress crack, which basically 
means a number of things 
could have happened to it to 
make itcrack. 


Normally I try not to park 
in the Physical Plant since it is 
the route for most of the late 
night fraternity parties. But 
since the Ferguson lot only 
has about 12 spots to speak of, 
I am forced to park in the mid- 
dle of the party zone traffic. 
I'm not specifically saying 
someone intentionally dam- 
aged my car while partying, 
but it is possible. 


According to Assistant 
Dean of Student Affairs John 
Lechner, about 15 cases of 
vandalism occur each year. 
Most of those include cars 
that are scratched, windows 
that are smashed, etc. An es- 
timated eight cases account 
for all hit and run accidents. 
As of September, there have 
been two cases of vandalism- 
reported. 


So what is Westminster's 
policy on helping student's 
whose cars fall victirh to van- 

_ dalism? "If someone damages 
or steals property from a car, 
the college is not responsible," 
said Lechner. "The college 
does not pay to cover dam- 
ages to student's cars on cam- 
pus unless for some reason 
there is some type of responsi- 
bility on the college's part." 


So basically, unless you 
parked your car next to a resi- 
dence building and the water 
pipes happen to burst and de-

stroy your Car, then the col 


lege would do something. But 
if someone randomly keys the 
side of your car one night, 
you're going to pay for it out 
of your pocket. 


What can we do on campus 
to protect our cars and the be- 
longings inside of them? 
Lechner offers some advice. 
"Don't keep valuables in plain 
view," he said. "Really the 
best thing to do is to keep 
valuables out of your car. The 
campus is well lit but don't 
make your car a target." 


Lechner informed me that 
predators from surrounding 
areas target the college. 
"Every so often we get a 
group from New Castle who 
break into about 15-20 cars. 
They take radios and other 
valuables," said Lechner. 
With about 800 cars sitting in 
the parking lots, these are 
easy targets for criminals. 


I also learned from Lechner 
that there is a higher inci- 
dence of vandalism in the resi- 
dence halls. Vandalism to 
cars iS a rare occurrence. 
Much more vandalism occurs 
inside of residence halls. Nine- 
ty-percent of all vandalism oc- 
curs. in Russell and Eicha- 
neur," said Lechner. 


He also adds that living 
with friends can be deceiving. 
"You start to think of these 
people as your family and you 
can't conceive of the people 
you live with stealing from 
you, but they do," said Lechn- 
er. "Not many, but a small 
percentage will. When they 
see an opportunity, they take

An opportunity may be 
money laying on your desk 
drawer or valuables out in 
plain sight. Lechner suggests 
keeping your rooms locked at 
all times and taking valuables, 
such as laptops, home with 
you over breaks. 
adds that: the college is look- 
ing into installing surveillance 
video cameras in the lobbies 
of the dorms. He adds that it 
might take awhile, however, 
because funding is limited. 


You also may have noticed 
a brand new silver security 
van patrolling the campus. 
Lechner explained that the 
purpose of this van is that it's 
easily recognized and will be 
more visible on campus. And 
expect more security during 
Homecoming weekend...eight 
to ten officers will be on duty 
for additional security. 


Finally, be aware of your 
surroundings. Notice the cars 
parked next to you and try to 
park in the same spot every 
time. Always try to keep at 
least one side of your car pro- 
tected. And finally, try to 
move it out of high party traf 
fic areas on weekends. "Most 
of the damage to cars occurs 
on Friday and Saturday nights, 
which in. my mind, ties it to al- 
cohol consumption," said 
Lechner. 


As I struggle to earn the 
$200 it will cost to repair my 
car windshield, I will be re- 
minded of the tips I've learned 


about protecting my car and © 


belongings and remember 
that even though $30 will buy 
you a parking pass at the col 
lege, it won't buy you much 
protection.

Pittsburgh stagehands reach agreement 


PITTSBURGH (AP) - The 
operators of two downtown 
theaters and the union repre- 
senting stagehands reached 
tentative agreement on a new 
contract over the weekend, 
averting the shutdown of 
more shows following last 
week's cancellation of the mu- 
sical "Chicago." 

The Pittsburgh Cultural 
Trust, which manages the 
Benedum Center and Byham 
Theater, on Monday an- 
nounced the agreement with 
Local 3 of the International As- 
sociation of Theatrical Stage 


Employees. 


No details were released, 
but the trust said the union's 
200 employees will vote on the 
contract in the next couple of 
weeks. The two sides had 
been negotiating since April, 
and talks grew heated after 
the old agreement expired 
Aug. 15. 


The union authorized a 
strike Sept. 8, and even 
though a date was not set, the 
trust canceled six scheduled 
performances of "Chicago" 
due to fears that a sudden

NEW ORLEANS (AP) 
Bars, restaurants and shops 
had just begun showing signs 
of life when the mayor sus- 
pended the reopening of the 
city and ordered nearly every- 
one to leave town again as a 
new hurricane headed toward 
the Gulf of Mexico.

Have you ever noticed in 
the middle of winter a long, 
narrow strip of bare grass run- 
ning through the quad covered 
on each side by piles and piles 
of snow? 
. You probably have and 
thought to yourself, "What the 
heck?" But now after getting 
the history on this mystery, [ 
your trustworthy Features edi 
tor, will let you in on this savvy 
information. 

Below the depths of Fergu- 
son and Browne, there lies a 
tunnel which connects the two 
dormitories. This tunnel, 
which was built in 1941, the 
same year as Ferguson, is 
used as a steam tunnel. Steam 
lines run through the under- 
ground tunnel and provide 
heat and hot water. 

“During the Cold War, 
emergency supplies were 
stored in the tunnel,” says 
archivalist Dewey DeWitt.

I've heard numerous alumni speaking of the 
tunnel, recalling the days they used to wander 
through it freely. 

“Everybody loved the tunnell that connected 
Browne and Ferguson,” said Jane Lauer, a 
1973 alumna. “You didn’t have to go out at 
night to get to meals in the dining room, you 
could just go back and forth. It was a total 
convenience. We didn’t have to wear winter 
coats or deal with rain.” 

However, the days of students traveling un- 
derground are over; the tunnel is permanently 
closed, at least that is the official statement 
from the college. 

Cosgrove explains why the once opened 
tunnel is now closed. "The tunnel was closed 
around seven years ago for safety reasons," he 
said. "It is considered a confined space and 
the design isn't ideal for regular travel." 

Furthermore, there is a danger of getting 
burned by the steam lines. Maintenance en- 
ters the tunnel annually to check the steam 
lines, to ‘change lights, and to occasionally anon

Tickets provoke controversy 


Misunderstanding of Celebrity Series free ticket policy riles students

Each year, some type of 
controversy is conjured up 
with the Celebrity Series per- 
formances, and this year has 
proven to be no different. 

Rumors emerged that the 
coveted free student tickets to 
shows, were being cancelled, 
but series director Gene De 
Caprio says that is just not 
true. An estimated 30 tickets 
are typically given out to stu- 
dents for every show, support- 
ed partially by a grant from 
the Caroline Knox Memorial 
Trust Fund. That tradition will 
continue this year. : 

"Tickets are still available to 
students this year. However, 
the seating and ticket availabil- 
pe ss by show," DeCaprio 
said. 


The controversy _ started 


“be interested in 


when students from the music 
department showed interest in 
the popular drum corps show 
"BLAST!." Since the band is 
buying 50-60 tickets to the 
show, DeCaprio felt it would 
not be right to charge some 
students for tickets while let- 
ting others attend the show 
for free. The series was un- 


able to offer such a large bj 


amount of free tickets, so the 
department will be charged a 
special discount rate of $25 
per ticket. No free student 
tickets will be given out for 
"BLAST." 


According to band director 
R. Tad Greig, the series con- 
tacted him over the summer 
and asked if the band would 
seeing 
"BLAST!." While Greig said 
he is glad the band has the 
opportunity to see the group, 
he wishes more . students 


could see it as well. 


"Although I'm not clear on 
the common policy and prices 


of the show, I would ideally - 


like these things to be offered 
to the students for little to no 
cost," Greig: said. 

While this would be ideal 

for students, DeCaprio ex- 
plains that it is just not possi- 
e. 
"Celebrity Series pays for 
and funds the show on its 
own," he said. "Money does 
not come out of the college 
budget, and no student money 
is used to fund the shows." 

According to DeCaprio, this 
is not the first time that the se- 
ries has offered a group dis- 
count. 

"We've offered the same 
discount to the dance studio 
and the choir. If a group on 
campus has direct relevance 
to a particular show, we will 


offer the group rate to them," 
he said. 


Although the Series is un- 
able to give out free student 
tickets to "BLAST!" a vast 
number of tickets were avail- 
able for "42nd Street," which 
kicked off the series this past 
Tuesday, September 27, in Orr 
Auditorium. 


"Because of the high de 
mand for tickets to "42nd 
Street," we distributed over 
130 tickets to students," De 
Caprio said. "We gave out 
more free tickets to "42nd 
Street" than any other show in 
the history of the series." 

This year's line-up for the 
series includes five other 
shows, including "Ricky Skag- 
gs and Kentucky Thunder" on 
October 14, "BLAST" on No- 
vember -18, "The Spirit of 
Christmas" on November 30,

(AP) - A 
former physics teacher testi- 
fied that his rural school board 
ignored faculty protests before 
deciding to introduce the theo- 
ry of "intelligent design" to 
high school students. 

"I saw a district in which 
teachers were not respected 
for their professional exper- 
tise" Bryan Rehm, a former 
teacher at Dover High School, 
said Tuesday. 

Rehm, who now teaches in 
another district, is a plaintiff in 
the nation's first trial over 
whether public schools can 
teach "intelligent design." 

Eight Dover families are 
trying to have the controver- 
sial theory removed from the 
curriculum, arguing that it vio- 
lates the constitutional separa- 
tion of church and state. They 
say it effectively promotes the 
Bible's view of creation. 

Proponents of intelligent de- 
sign argue that life on Earth

Squid-Vision 


For centuries giant squids, 
formally called Architeuthis, 
have been the stuff of legends, 
appearing in the myths of an- 
cient Greece or attacking a 
submarine in Jules Verne's 
"20,000 Leagues Under the 
Sea." But they had never been 
seen in their natural habitat, 
only caught in fishing nets or 
washed ashore dead or dying. 

The Japanese team, capping 
a three-year effort, filmed the 
creature in September of last 
year, finding what one re 
searcher called "the holy grail" 
of deep-sea animals. 

The results were not an- 
nounced until this week, when 
they were published in 
Wednesday's issue of the 
British journal, the Proceed- 
ings of the Royal Society B: 
Biological Sciences. Kyoichi 
Mori, of the Ogasawara Whale 
Watching Association, co-au- 
thored the study.

previously thought," Kubodera 
said Wednesday.

In the pictures, the squid's 
tentacles can be seen stretch- 
ing out toward the bait, grasp- 
ing it and pulling away in a 
ball. It is then seen. struggling 
to get itself free of the jig at- 
tached to the line under the 
remote-controlled camera. The 
struggle took place at a depth 
of between 2,000-3,000 feet. 

Kudodera said catching the 
squid on film was the result of 
10 years of sleuthing. 

He added that he had some 
help _ from a population of 
sperm whales. 

"We knew that they fed on 
the squid, and we knew when 
and how deep they dived," he 
said. So we used them to lead 
us to the squid."

Ex-diplomat speaks on experiences -

Former U.S. ambassador 
Ann Wright spoke to a crowd 
of Westminster students, facul- 
ty, and community members 
on Wednesday, September 28 
in the campus center. 

Wright, who served the 
US. in the military for 29 
years, has a long list of cre- 
dentials; she has traveled all 
over the world and has 
worked for the State Depart- 
ment for 16 years. 

Some missions that she was 
a part of during her service 
time include Mongolia, 
Afghanistan, and Sierra Leone, 
where she won a medal of 
heroism for evacuating 2500 
people in the course of two 
days- the largest evacuation ef- 
fort since 1974. 

Wright told many stories 
from her various experiences 
with the U.S. military. In 
2001, Wright was sent to 
Afghanistan and then to Mon- 
golia.. While in Mongolia, she 
began to read about the pend- 
ing war on Iraq and the so 
called dangers that Iraq was 
creating for the world. 

Wright had her doubts; she 
knew that not much could go 
on in Iraq without U.S. knowl 
edge. The real test, she felt, 
would be to see if the UN 
would back this policy move. 
When the UN refused, she 
showed her deep concern by 
resigning. Two other State 
Department employees re- 
signed as well. 

In the weeks following her 
resignation, Wright received 
hundreds of letters from for- 
eign officers communicating 
their concern for the current 
situation- and though they 
could not résign, they. ex- 
pressed their solidarity. , 

“You can support the troops 
but not support the policy that 
puts the troops in danger,” 
Wright said. 

Wright served her country 
under seven different adminis- 


trations and she claimed that 
all acted upon policies with 
which she did not always 
agree. However, there came a 
point with this administration 
where she felt she morally 
could not uphold the illegal 
manor in which they went 
about doing things and felt 
she must resign. 

Wright gave images of how 
homes in Iraq are being raid- 
ed indiscriminately. She feels 
this aggressive policy is brood- 
ing up a lot of resentment. 

“There are 100s of thou- 
sands of Iraqis that will always 
despise Americans and it’s a 
legacy we'll all have to live 
with,” said Wright. 

When asked about the fu- 
ture of Iraq, Wright said she 
feels that for the safety and se- 
curity of the world, the US. 
should leave immediately. 

“It won't be clean, it won't 
be pretty, but there will be 
less violence,” said Wright. 

Since her resignation, 
Wright has felt strongly about 
telling people all over the 
country why she chose to give 
up her career. She joined 
Cindy Sheehan in Crawford 
Texas for 55 days, traveled on 
a bus tour to U.S. cities, and 
most recently was a speaker at 
the massive anti-war rally that 
brought, by her estimations, 
over 200,000 people to D.C. 
this past weekend. She was 
also one of the 373 people 
who were arrested for protest- 
ing in front of the White 
House without a permit. 

She joked with the listeners 
about her “record” as she 
showed her wristband that 
had the number of the bus 
that escorted her to the police 
station. 

“It’s the first time I've ever 
been arrested in my life, and I 
recommend it to all of you,” 
said Wright. 

For those looking to get ar- 
rested, she offered this piece 
of advice: if the handcuffs are 
too tight, ask to use the bath- 
room and when you come 
back say ‘Please, not so tight.”

She said if you cooperate with 
the police, they will usually co- 
operate back. 

Though Wright’s speech 
was more like a relaxing con- 
versation with some _ joking 
and lighter points, it was also 
serious, and she spoke of her 
concern for those dying in 
Iraq. She expressed that giv- 
ing up her career and continu- 
ing to talk about her resigna- 
tion is to show how serious 
she feels that these policy de- 
cisions are “making the world 
a more dangerous place.” 

“I enjoyed her message; I 
think she had a lot of great 
points,” said freshman Chris 
Stone, who felt his beliefs res- 
onated with the points she 
made. “I think she also high- 
lighted that there’s a lot of 
things going on that we don’t 
realize and that it’s important 


that we try and keep up on 
everything that’s happening.” 
Freshman David 
Dean, a registered Republican, 
attended the talk and agreed 
with a lot of what she said but 
also had some contentions. 

“I think that I have found 
fault in the same areas as she 
in Bush’s foreign policy,” said 
Dean. “Howéver, when _ it 
comes to blaming, I’m glad 
she didn’t play the blame 
game that we see a lot of 
prominent Democrats play. 
However, it was Bill Clinton 
that signed the Iraqi Contin- 
gency plan and in spite of the 
administrative authority that 
George Bush holds as Com- 
mander in Chief, I think his 
hands, in some cases, were 
tied by a lot of the décisions 
made by the previous adminis- 
tration.”

There's one situation hap- 
pening on campus that should 
never happen to anyone.

More than 100 others, in- 
cluding 54 police, were injured 
in the two protests, both of 
which turned violent when the 
students began throwing 
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poor quality but otherwise let 
nature do its thing. No 
seedlings are planted. 

"We try to massage the for- 
est ‘so that it will reproduce 
the species we desire," says 
Jack Buckler, ' timberlands 
manager. 

Much of the timberland is 
owned as investment property, 
so it's just as likely a tree will 
have a future life as a piece of 
furniture or flooring. 

The trees chosen to be 
come bats are shipped off to 
company mills to be 
processed into billets, which 
have a diameter of 3 inches. 

After initial shaping, they 
are stacked on pallets and 
placed into a large kiln where 
industrialsized fans circulate 
warm air to reduce moisture. 
After about a month, they are 
removed and reshaped be 
cause’ the drying process 
makes them somewhat oval. 

Once a week, a truck picks 
up 7,000 to 8,000 billets and 
hauls them to Louisville, Ky., 
where an electronically con- 
trolled lathe shapes them into

Among his plays were

Now, 48 percent of bats 
supplied by Louisville Slugger 
to MLB players are made of 
maple, Schupp said. Maple is 
harder than ash and players 
say that helps the ball fly off 
the bat. Players also believe 
maple is more durable than 
ash. 
Pittsburgh Pirates outfielder 
Jason Bay, who won last sea- 
son's National League Rookie 
of the Year award, said he 
prefers maple bats in part be- 
cause of their durability.

Following the protests in 
Tura and William Nagar, au- 
thorities imposed curfews in 
the towns, both of which are 
dominated by people from the 
Garo tribe, Sangma said. 

The students were protest- 
ing a government decision to 
move the Meghalaya State Ed- 
ucation Board from Tura to 
Shillong, a city dominated by 
the Khasi tribe, he said. 

The Education Board over- 
sees the school syllabus and 
conducts the examinations in 
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Meghalaya, a remote 
state of fewer than 2 million 
people. 

Five protesters died at the 
scene of the shootings in Tura 
while four others were killed 
in nearby William Nagar, 
Sangma said. 

Another three students died 
of injuries at hospitals in the 
two towns, located about 124 
miles west of Gauhati, the cap- 
ital of the adjoining Assam 
state and one of northeastern 
India's major cities.

Help desk restructured, separated for quicker assistance

It's not called the Help 
Desk anymore, but computer 
help is just four digits away. 

As of Sept. 15, information 
systems changed its user sup- 
port structure. The extension 
is Still the same, 6900, but stu- 
dents and faculty are now 
routed through an automated 
calling system.

The department created the 
new system for two reasons: 
as a response to the new stu- 
dent employment changes and 
to allow students with ad- 
vanced computer experience 
working at the technician desk 
to focus on more technical 
work. 

"We no longer have com- 
ee lab proctors," Wallace 
said. 
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UPS. Intercampus mail is dis- 
tributed constantly throughout 
the day. 

"Priority mail gets here 
around 10:30 a.m. and is sort- 
ed and distributed immediate- 
ly, and intercampus mail is al- 
ways coming and going," 
White said. 

Packages from FedEx and 
other companies are delivered 
to the mailroom throughout 
the day. The pink cards, 
which are given out for deliv- 
eries requiring signatures, are 
filled out and distributed to 
mailboxes asking students to 
pick up their mail at the door. 

"I had received a pink card, 
so I took it to the counter but 
they could not find my pack-

Oxford, England—One of 
the many benefits during the 
Oxford semester abroad is the 
program prepares trips for the 
‘participants. These trips are 
‘provided are part of the stu- 
‘dent’s tuition. The three trips 
‘included a day trip to London 
to see Shakespeare’s “The 
Tempest”, a weekend stay in 
York and a day trip to Bath. 


The students and both pro- 
fessors traveled up north to 
York on September 24-25. 
JYork is one of the most his- 
toric cities in England. On the 
first day, the students were a 
given a two hour walking tour 
of the city with a professional 
guide. The interesting history 
.began with the Vikings and 
ended with the Romans. The 
tour guide showed them the 
“only remaining portion of, the 
original castle. All that re- 
mains is a circular portion on 
“a hill in the middle of the city. 
‘York is most famous for a 
‘13th century church called 
York Minster. It boasts some 
of the largest glass stained 
“windows in the world. It is 
still used today as a Protestant 
and Catholic Church. 


The students also experi- 
-,enced many other sites includ- 
ning St. Mary’s Abbey. Years 
‘fe it was a popular Abbey 
‘but people began stealing 

stones from the building to 
create other sites which 
caused the deterioration. In 
“the same park, there was a 
-museum of classic art from 
‘the century. Our guide took us 
along the city wall, which was 
built as a defense against army 
attacks. As we walked, we 
could see the different defense 
positions where _ soldiers 
stood, using cross-bows. The 


guide told us a ghost story 
about Spanish soldiers walk- 
ing right through the treasur- 
er’s house. No one knew 
where they came from though. 
York is claimed to have been 
one of the most haunted cities 
in Europe. 


We were guided to The 
Shambles where St. Elizabeth 
was martyred for being 
Catholic. She was killed by 
placing a huge stone on top of 
her and crushing her to death. 
The “only, proper” church at 
the time was Anglican. Our 
group then went exploring on 
our own. The professors really 
encourage utilizing free time 
to explore through each city 
independently. 


The next day, we left York 
to travel to Castle Howard. 
The 15 minute drive was a 
manor house for the Duke of 
Howard. In the 18th century, 
there were six Dukes divided 
the land between the whole 
family, so they could each 
have a portion of the estate. 
The main estate is still in use 
today by the Duke of Howard 
and his family. The house is 
still decorated as it would 
have been in the 14th century 
The Great Hall which would 
have been used as the main 
entrance has two main doors 
that allow visitors to perfectly 
see the front garden as well. In 
this entrance, there is a huge 
dome ceiling filled with beau- 
-tiful, intricate paintings. The 
staircase is hidden by the fire- 
place and a large painting, 
leaving the illusion that visi- 
tors are floating upstairs. In 
the back of the house, the 
fountain that can be seen 
through the double door en- 
trance, was used by the Duke 


to enjoy peaceful serenity. An- 
other beautiful part of Castle 
Howard was the Rose Garden 
that is surrounded by high 
hedges and a cast iron gate 
fence. The Garden still plants — 
the flowers that were popular 
in the 18th century and fa- 
vorites of the Duke. 


The last stop: during their 
weekend trip was to Fountains 
Abbey. This was used as an 
Abbey for monks who be- 
lieved the best way to follow 
God, was to be a monk and 
not live on money. Instead 
they built a massive abbey 
that included a tower and a 
hospital without any stained 
glass windows. They used 
limestone to create the foun- 
dations and it was located near 
a river which provided the 
perfect serene setting for the 
monks. Now the Abbey is in 
complete ruins but is a popu- 
lar tourist attraction in Eng- 
land that allows the visitors to 
walk through the massive 
rooms and elaborate hallways. 
The hospital portion was 


‘ burned down but the tunnels 


were still located there. Visi- 
tors could also walk through 
the woods and visit the deer 
park which provided a won- 
derful weekend excursion for 
anyone with a sense of adven- 
ture.

Branden Hansen visits college

Locked doors leave campus 
unhinged

Little inconveniences can 
tum a good day into a bad 
one. One of these little incon- 
veniences on campus has 
been the fact that the doors 
between McKelvey and 
Thompson Clark are locked, 
on occasion for no apparent 
reason. That may just be a hic- 
cup if you're trying to get to a 
class in Thompson Clark, but 
if you're trying to get to the 
audio-visual department to get 
a PowerPoint or a movie for a 


presentation, that can be a big- 
ger problem. 

The AV department wants 
everyone to know that they 
are open, even if the doors are 
locked. The doors between 
McKelvey and Thompson 
Clark, which is the main en- 
trance to the AV department, 
have been a thorn in the side 
of some students for a while 
now. Not knowing whether 
the doors will be unlocked has 
caused an inconvenience for 
students trying to get to the 
AV department or scrambling 


to get from the Tub to their 
next class in Thompson Clark. 

While locked .doors’ may 
seem like a small aggravation 
to most, this can be a major 
problem to students in need of 
the services of the AV depart- 
ment. "As students, especially 
the newer ones, try to get to 
the AV department they find 
the doors locked and think 
the department is closed," said 
Gary Swanson, director audio 
visual services. "We want to 
make sure that people get to 
us if they need help." 


Swanson said that it doesn't 
happen ‘that often during the 
day and when the doors are 
locked he can open them. The 
biggest problem is when the 
doors are locked on Thursday 
nights. The department is 
open from 6:30-7:30 every 
Thursday for students who 
aren't on campus during the 
day such as student teachers 
and L.L.P. students. '"Those 
students need to rely on the 
fact that the AV department 
will be open during that hour

McGill library 


renovation 
details emerge

Although we are only a lit- 
tle over a month into the se 
mester, this semester has 
proven to be a very busy one 
for the library faculty and staff. 


_ The first two weeks were 
spent adapting the library 
schedule to the new student 
worker system, but since 
Monday, September 12, the li- 
brary has been running 
smoothly on its regular hours. 


Now that the library has 
taken care of meeting the ba- 
sic study needs of its students, 
the faculty and staff can con- 
centrate on. executing larger 
projects: namely a project that 
our head librarian, Miss Spin- 
re aptly refers to as “The Li- 


brary Project.” 


I don’t know about you, but 
something about the sound of 
“The Library Project” really 
appeals to me. It is so 
straightforward and concise, 
yet fills one with overwhelm- 
ing curiosity and anticipation 
of great things to come. 

When in the library, one is 
given the illusion of being tru- 
ly and completely immersed in 


academia; any novel read in 
the library suddenly becomes 
more interesting, any paper 
written in the library magically 
begins to read more smoothly. 


I could go on for days, detail- 


ing the wonders of the library, 
but since I'm trying to break 
the of the Holcad editors edit- 
ing the life out of my articles, 
I'm going to skip right to my 
point. 

If any academic building on 
campus deserves some extra 
funds for revamping, it is defi- 
nitely the library. 

“The Library Project” is a 
five year library renovation 
plan. According to Miss Spin- 
ney, the library faculty recent- 
ly met with a firm of architects 
to discuss estimated costs for 


‘possible renovations to McGill 
Library. Additionally, two en- j; 


gineers did an MEP review of 
McGill to see what mechani- 
cal, electrical, and plumbing 
changes could be made to the 
library.. Students who fre- 
quent the library will be glad 
to hear that the renovations 
will likely include the installa- 
tion of air conditioning.

brary renovation is the grow- 
ing collection of resources in 
the library. The fixed shelving 
that currently holds the books 
in McGill no longer provides 
enough shelf space. 


As part of the five year plan, 
McGill is going to replace its 
fixed shelving with compact 
shelving, which is mobile 
shelving that moves on tracks 
and generally holds twice the 
capacity as fixed shelving. 
Compact shelving’ typically 
contains mechanical and elec- 


trical assist systems that en- 
able library patrons to easily 
move the shelves to access 
books. 


While explaining the com- 
pact shelving to me, Miss 
Spinney must have noticed my 
eyes growing wide with terror, 
because she was quick to ex- 
plain the safety features in- 
cluded in the new shelving 
system. There will be sensors 
between the rows of movable 
shelves. If these sensors’ .de- 
tect a body between two mov- 


ing shelves, the shelves will 
automatically stop moving to- 
gether on the tracks. 


Therefore, even if library at- 
tendance suggests that a good 
portion of the Westminster 
population may very well have 
a deep-seated fear of the I- 
brary, there will be no reason 
to fear the new compact shelv- 
ing; the safety features ensure 
that the compact shelving will 
not viciously swallow library 
goers and create compact stu- 
dents.

Obligatory fees have kept 
students 'paying' attention to 
printing charges newly in- 
stalled this fall in both the 
computer labs and libraries. 

A 43-day study conducted 
in the fall of 2004 from Sept. 
29 to Nov. 14 focused on de 
termining the amount of print- 
ing that was being conducted 
in the labs and libraries. The 
results were astonishing. One 
specific user printed out a total 
of 2,624 pages. In an effort to 
reduce the number of waste. 
copies being produced, the In- 
structional Resource Council 
(IRC) was called in to imple 
ment a program to charge stu- 
dents for printing services. 


Paul Wallace, Director of 


the Information Systems De- 
partment and chairman of IRC 
in the fall term is impressed in 
the reduction of wasted paper. 
"We are already seeing that 
not as much paper is needed," 
Wallace said. "People are a bit 
more conscious about what 
they print." 


Balances first appeared on 
the computers in the libraries 
and labs last spring so that 
students would get used to 
seeing that charges were be- 
ing calculated each time they 
hit print. 

Currently, students are al 
lowed $32.50 or 325 pages per 
student, per semester for 'free' 
printing. 

After the 325 pages are 
used up, students will be 
charged 10 cents per page 
printed. According to the 


Business Office, students who 
go over the allotted page 
amount will be charged. How- 
ever, the Business Office has 
not encountered this situation 
as of yet and no students have 
been billed. 


Molly Spinney, Associate 
Professor and Head Librarian 
states that the newly installed 
printing program is working 
very effectively. 'The pro- 
gram was set up to scare stu- 
dents a little bit, " Spinney 
said. "It is having a good effect 
and I'm impressed in the re- 
duction of waste copies." 


But what happens to those 
students who are working on 
extensive research for cap- 
stone? As of yet, there is no 
light at the end of the tunnel 
to printing charges for cap- 
stone students. 


However, IRC is still dis. 
cussing and seeing whether, 
adjustments are to be made, 
allowing these students to 
have a higher printing ak 
lowance. 


Senior psychology major, 
Danielle Gorley who | is cur- 
rently working on her cap 
stone project finds the printing 
charges a nuisance. "I printed 
well over 325 pages for re- 
search alone," Gorley said. "If 


I did the research this year, I 


would have had to pay for at, 
least an extra 100 pages."

Virus Gastroenteritis “Stomach Flu”’ 


Stomach flu is a viral infec- [% 


-tion that affects the stomach 
‘and small intestine. It is also 
‘galled viral gastroenteritis. 
‘The illness is usually brief, 
ba 1 to 3 days. 


: Gastroenteritis is caused by 
‘$wallowing certain viruses that 
lead to an infection. The body 


fluids of infected people con- F 
tain the virus, sometimes even 


before their symptoms begin. | _ 


The virus can be spread by di- 

rect contact with an infected 

person (for example, kissing 

or shaking hands) or by hae 

ing food, drink, or eating uten- 
Ss. 


The virus enters the stom- 
ach and intestine and inflames 
the lining of these organs. As 
a result, the stomach and in- 
-testine are temporarily unable 
to perform their usual fine- 
‘tions. The virus can also 
‘tause food to move more 


‘fapidly through your gastroin-— 


‘testinal (GI) tract causing diar- 
-thea, the most common symp- 
‘tom of gastroenteritis. 





When you have stomach 
flu, you may have one or 
more of the following symp- 
toms: fatigue, chills, loss of ap- 
petite, nausea, vomiting, stom- 


ach . cramps, diarrhea, 
low-grade fever, muscle aches. 
The illness may develop over 
a period of hours, or it may 
suddenly start with stomach 
cramps, vomiting, or diarrhea. 

The acute illness should 
not last more than 3 days, 
however the diarrhea can per- 
sist for up to 2 weeks. If you 
develop a fever greater than 


101 degree's or you have se- 
vere abdominal pain along 
with the above symptoms you 
should come to. the health 
center ASAP. 


Since a virus is the cause 
there are no antibiotics that 
help.. The best treatment is to 
allow your stomach to rest. 
Initially, eat nothing and drink 
plenty of water up to 10 glass- 
es a day along with some 
Gatorade. for electrolyte re 
placement. Avoid milk, citrus 
juice, and carbonated bever- 
ages until diarrhea has re- 
solved. 


The single, most helpful 
way to prevent the spread .éf 
"stomach flu" is frequent, 
thorough hand washing. Also, 
avoid contact with the body 
fluids of an infected person, 
including ‘saliva.

With the change in locking 
hours for dorms, rumors of 
strange people by the lake, 
and a flasher in town, campus 
security has become a hot top- 


ic. 

"I'd rather know what is go- 
ing on so we can resolve the 
issue or take steps to prevent 
it from happening again," As- 
sistant Dean of Safety and Se- 
curity John Lechner said. 

Dorm locking hours were 
increased this year to better 
coincide with desk sitting and 
visitation hours and to  in- 
crease the safety of residence 
halls. 

In past years, campus secu- 
rity patrolled the campus in 
white vans. However, those 
could be mistaken for the 
catering vehicles. This year, 
in an effort to increase the vis- 
ibility of the officers, they now 
patrol in silver vans, clearly la- 
beled as Westminster College 
Security. 

Campus security officers 
- are not the only ones pa 
trolling the campus, as it is 
also included in borough po- 
lice patrols. Walkway lighting 
has also been improved over 
the past few years to increase 
the safety of pedestrians. 


Lechner offered some tips 
for personal safety. Be aware 
of your surroundings while on 
foot. Be wary of strangers 
that do .not (sok to be part of 
the campus community. Nev- 
er walk alone. Carry a cell 
phone for emergencies. Stay 
in lighted areas as you walk. 

"I guess that maybe bad 
stuff happens sometimes, but I 
don't really worry about my 
safety on campus," senior Jean 
Cochran said. 

If something should hap- 
pen, call boxes are available at 
each campus building. The 
red button automatically con- 
nects to security, or the box 
can be used to dial 911. 

_ Various campus personnel 
are trained and available to 
handle reports of sexual 
crimes. Both students and 
staff can become members of 
the sexual assault task force. 
"All of the people who have 
been trained have signs out- 
side their doors so they can 
be easily identified," junior 
Sarah Webster said. 

The SATF will be holding a 
sexual assault awareness week 
in November. 

All coaches, residence life 
staff, and organization advisors 
are required to report to Secu- 
rity if a student confides in 
them about a crime.

Prank vandalism culprit(s) still not apprehended,

Saturday, Oct. 8, the illumi 
nated campus map outside of 
Browne Hall was found de- 
stroyed with only a mostly- 
empty bottle of vodka left 
nearby. 

The frames of the once-col 
orful sign were broken, and 
the panels were removed. 


The sign used to show the lo- 
cation of the dormitories and 
dining halls, but it is now 
wrapped in caution tape as po- 
lice try to piece the puzzling 
story together. 

"We are still unable to put 
the blame on anyone," campus 
policeman Bob Sechez said. 

On the same night as the 
vandalism, campus security 
and police were called after a 


harassment complaint was 
filed outside of Ferguson Hall. 
A group of four male students 


were chased by security as lated, 


they tried to flee the scene. 
The four males, two of them 
non-students, were then 
turned over to the police and 
charged with underage drink- 
ing. Police are now question- 
ing the suspects to see if they 
have any connection to the de- 
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struction of the map. 

"From my experience, most 
of it [vandalism] is alcohol-re- 
occurs late at night, and 
is usually by those returning 
from socializing, when they 
have a little less self-control", 
Assistant Dean of Student Af 
fairs John Lechner said 

Since the beginning of the 
school year, there have been 
10 vandalism instances, rang-

Paul Wallace, Director of In- 
formation Systems, has many 
helpful hints regarding com- 
puter troubles. 


Recently, many students 
have encountered various 
computer problems. Some 
problems are very minor and 
easy to correct, such as 
switching a phone cable to a 
network cable, fixing broken 
ports or cables, using the 
wrong ports and help with in- 
correct or forgotten pass- 
words. Others require a trip to 
the technician desk, including 
incomplete or conflicting anti- 
virus installation, skipped 
steps in the TitanNET setup, 








In addition to checking e 
mails for registration updates, 
it's also a good idea for stu- 
dents to keep on top of all reg- 
istration rumors. Despite talk 
that the cluster course will be 
phased out in the future, 
much like the Inquiry 102 
course, Garner Pierce says 
this just isn't true. The recent 
change to discard Inquiry 102 
from required course studies 
came about for many reasons. 

"There was a long series of 
meetings and studies that took 
- place about dropping the re- 


quirements for graduation," 
Garner Pierce said. '"West- 
minster looked at state re 
quirements and other college's 
requirements and found that 
we were asking a lot more 
from our students than other 
schools." 

This year's junior and se 
nior classes will graduate with 
132 credit hours, while sopho- 
mores and freshman will grad- 
uate with 128. 

Historically, many students 
tend to overload when it 
comes time for registration. 


Overloading constitutes taking 
more than 19 credit hours per 
semester. 

Those who take more than 
19 hours do so in order: to. 
graduate early or even to en- 
sure they graduate on time. 
For some students, course 
load can depend on their spe- 
cific major. 

"Typically, music majors 
overload each semester be 
cause they need a total of 136 
credit hours to graduate," Gar- 
ner Pierce said.

"This year, a new problem 
has come about. When bat- 
tery power is being used, a 
few laptops have disabled the 
network interface card by de- 
fault," Wallace said. "This 
problem can be fixed if the 
user can be connected wire- 
lessly. 


In order to reduce the num- 
ber of problems, Information 
Systems encourages students 
to follow all steps in the Titan- 
NET CD installation carefully, 
regularly check email and 
voice mail for messages re- 
garding computer information, 
contact the Call Center (6900) 


to report problems, check the 
Information Systems Web 
pages for any tips or instruc- 
tions and pay attention to any 
notices distributed by Informa- 
tion Systems. 


"Sometimes the most prac- 
tical-or only-resolution to a per- 
formance or connection prob- 
lem is to remove and re-install 
all software on the computer," 
Wallace said. 'This eliminates 
conflicting or missing configu- 
ration settings or removes 
things such as spyware." 


If a student has a college- 
recommended IBM laptop, he 
or she can take the computer 
to the technician desk in Hoyt 
to have the original image in- 


stalled. Any student that pur- 
chased a college-recommend- 


ee ee ee 


ed Dell laptop this year should 
have the CDs he or she would 
need to install the original im- 
age themselves. All important 
files should be backed-up be- 
fore doing this, however. 

"Our staff cannot re-image 
machines for students who 
have other brands of comput- 
ers since images are unique to 
specific models and we’ cannot 
know what is installed on all 
of the different machines stu- 
dents bring to campus," Wal 
lace said. 

Students without the col 
legerecommended IBMs or 
Dells have two other options., 
They can either hire another 
student from the list at the 
technician desk in Hoyt, or

NAPLES, Italy (AP) - For 
centuries, desperately’ poor 
mothers came to the Annunzi- 
ata church to push their new- 
borns into a dark slot within a 
wooden turntable in a convent 
wall. A few turns, they hoped, 


* | and their child would have a 


better life. ; 

From medieval times or 
earlier, women across Europe 
resorted to systems like "the 
wheel" to abandon _ infants 
they were too poor or 
ashamed to keep. 

Such arrangements were 
abolished more than a century 
ago as uncivilized. But increas- 
ingly frequent news reports 
about babies tossed in trash 
bins or into toilet bowls are 
prompting modern versions of 
the "wheel" to make a come- 
back on the continent. 

The systems have names 
like "babyklappe" (baby slot) 
in Austria and Germany; 
"babyfenster" (baby window) 
in Switzerland; "babybox" in 


r 
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the Czech Republic; "culle per 
vite" (cradles for life) in Italy. 

Many are sophisticated. in- 
cubator-like containers that 
heat up when a baby is placed 
inside. In some cases an alarm 
sounds after a few minutes, 
giving the mother a chance to 
say goodbye before attendants 
come to fetch the baby. 

Baby slots are increasingly 
being advocated or considered 
by doctors and social workers 
who say Europe's anti-aban- 
donment strategies are inade- 
quate.

In all, Germany now has 78 
"babyklappe" facilities, and 
about a dozen more are 
planned in various cities. 

In Hungary, 34 infants have 
been left in a dozen incubators 
around the country, generally 
near hospital entrances, since 
1996. In Austria, 12 infants 
have been slid into a "babyk- 
lappe" in the last five years. 

Baby-slots would help "a 
woman who is desperate but 
who wants to save her child 
and doesn't have the courage 
... to go to a hospital," said En- 
rico Guida, health director of 
Annunziata's maternity and pe- 
diatric hospital.

Not getting the big picture 


shoddy movie projection in 
Mueller Theatre irks students 


Movies and images shown 
screen.

If you have attended week- 
end movies or have classes in 
Mueller Theater in McKelvey, 
there'is a good chance that 
you have noticed that only 
part of the surface of the 
screen is used for viewing 
films. Many of the more per- 
ceptive students have asked: if 
the college purchased such a 
nice widescreen, why is only 
part of it used? 

Seeking an answer to this 
frequently asked question, I 
went to speak with Gary 
Swanson from audio visual 
services and Camille 
Hawthorne from student  af- 
fairs. 

According to Swanson, the 
screen in the theater has a 16 
by 9 length to height ratio, the 
same ratio as the screens in 
movie theaters and HDTV 
widescreens. | However, the 
images that are being project- 
ed onto the screen have the 
same length to height ratio as 
most television screens, 4 by 
3. 

Swanson said that there is 
no reason why these full 
screen, 4 by 3 ratio images 
could not be zoomed and fo- 
cused to appear larger on the

on the screen in Mueller Theater rarely occupy the entire 


screen. The controls to do so 
are available in the projection 
booth at the back of the the 
ater. However, because of the 
image ratio differences, the 
person at the controls would 
have to be careful adjusting 
the image. 


If the fullscreen image is 
enlarged to fill the entire 
length of the widescreen in 
Mueller, the top and bottom of 
the image will.be cut off as a 
result of the difference be 
tween the ratio of the image 
and the screen. If the image 
is stretched to fit the screen 
exactly, the ratio difference 
will cause the image to be 
come distorted so that every 
person and object on the film 
would appear wider than they 
should appear. 


So if the projection of the - 


full screen images is problem- 
atic, and we have the technol 
ogy to project widescreen 
films to fit the widescreen in 
McKelvey, why are we show- 
ing full-screen films? 


According to Hawthorne, 
the choice to show full screen 
films is a result of copyright 
fees and the policy of the com- 
pany from which the movies 
are ordered. the campus has 
to pay about $500 in copyright 
fees per movie. Since a fee 


must be paid in order for the 
campus to have the rights to 
show a movie in Mueller, 
more recent films that are usu- 
ally not yet available on DVD 
are chosen. 


The company that we get 
the movies from only sends 
the movies in fullscreen for- 


mat on VHS because there are _ 


less incidences of illegal 
copies being made from the 
fullscreen VHS than there are 
from DVD. Since the films 
are being shown prior to their 
release dates, the company 
has to take this extra precau- 
tion. 

Now we know that films 
which do not quite fit the 
screen in the theater are 
shown so that we can enjoy 
watching new films prior to 
their release on DVD. How- 
ever, we also know that the 
image can still be enlarged to 
some degree, using the con- 
trols at the theater’s projection 
booth. Maybe someone who 
knows how to operate the con- 
trols can volunteer to give the 
-people in charge of starting 
the films a crash course in us- 
ing these controls. Do not be 
afraid. of technology, embrace 
it! After all, it's just “focusing” 
and “zooming.” 
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Exactly how well do our 
famps dining facilities do in 
ealth examination inspec- 
tions?

When asked his opinion on 
the upcoming renovations, 
Creveling said, "We' re really 
looking forward to it.

Our campus is_ incredibly 
small with one large main 
building for dorms, offices, the 
cafeteria, library, bar/food, TV 
room, computer lab, and foyer 
area; two buildings for class- 
rooms, a theatre, terrace, and 
courtyard area. There are no 
campus clubs or activities 
here, but students often play 
‘ping pong, backgammon, vol 
leyball, or just socialize in the 
courtyard or the terrace. 


Also; on occasion the col- 


lege sponsors various soirees 
with cheese, jazz, or crepes. 
We are only about five min- 
utes walking distance from the 
heart of the city and we are in 
the midst of a somewhat sub- 
urban area. 

The weather here is often 
sunny and warm (between 60 
and 70 degrees most days) 
and the beach less than a 
minute’s walk from our cam- 
pus, although you can see the 
sea all the time from our cam- 
pus. 
The close location of the 
beach has also given us the 
opportunity to go night swim- 
ming if we please, even in the 
middle of a thunderstorm. 

The culture here is much 
more relaxed in general and 
there is unbelievably less 
stress here than in the United 
States. At times it can feel as 
if we are on a bit of a holiday,

ed fish, crepes, apple tarts, 
and bananas en flambé with 
pears, homemade vanilla ice 
cream and chocolate sauce. 


One of the best parts of our 
studying abroad experience 
has been the amazing food. 
Our cafeteria serves every 
meal family style in a large 
dining room with six to a 
table. Each meal begins with 
a salad bar and often many dif- 
ferent kinds of fresh cheeses. 
The dishes commonly consist 
of meat or fish, potatoes and 
vegetables, and topped off 
with a wonderful dessert. 
Some of our favorite’ desserts 
have been tarts (usually with 
fresh fruit on top), éclairs, 
Créme Brule, and profiteroles 
(fried dough balls with. ice 
cream in the center and warm 
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chocolate sauce ‘poured on 
them). 


Studying abroad in general 
has been such a worthwhile 
experience for both of us. 
We have loved the new cul 
ture and opportunity to be- 
come friends with people from 
all over the world. 


Jessie and Julia have been 
living in dorms on campus 
and we love the experience of 
living with people from all 
around the world, although 
we also think living with a 
French family would be an in- 
credibly rich experience. The 
slight problem is that most 
people speak English so it can 
be very easy for us to slip 
back into our maternal 
tongue. We only have about 
six weeks left in France and 
we hope to soak in the sun on 
the beach a bit more before 
returning to the coldness of 
Westminster.. Over all, we 
recommend studying abroad 
to everyone simply for the ir- 
replaceable cultural experi- 
ence.

Is Graffiti an Art? 


Should We Ask Keith Haring 
or Robert Banks? 


I recently traveled to the capi- 
tol of Maryland over fall break 
to visit a friend. For all of those 
who do not know your capitols, 
itis the city of Annapolis. As we 
drove into the city, the sun was 
Shinning and Death Cab for 


Cutie was blaring from the Natalie Coccia 


speakers. I began to notice how 

clean and new Annapolis looked 

compared to Maryland. What I found more in- 
teresting, there was not one display of random 
spray painting to be seen anywhere. 


For all of those who like to travel to Pitts- 
burgh or any other larger city for that fact, you 
tend to notice the “art” that litters the walls of 
buildings and underpasses of bridges. Graffiti 
is-hard to ignore and in some cases has be- 
come a part of the cities we live in. People of 
art-world are beginning to question whether or 
not spray painting is considered an art. For 
one, it is illegal and secondly, it requires no 
form of guidelines or theme. Likewise, it has 
no aesthetic criteria nor is it displayed in a tra- 
ditional: manor. 


On the contrary, I believe this is exactly 
why it is art. Art is controversial and is usually 
used as a way for people to express them- 
selves and their opinions. It is a form of com- 
ntunication that can connect and link any per- 
son passing by. In fact, today’s graffiti artists 
have taken their skills to new levels that make 
it-hard not to notice their work. Nozzles are 
adjusted and assorted aerosol caps fit onto 
cans to create diverse artistic effects. Also, 
some create stencils to make dramatic state- 
ments or to repeat a pattern. 


The word graffiti come from the Italian 
word grafficar and stands for drawings, mark- 
ings, patterns, scribbles, or messages that are 
painted, written, or carved on a wall or surface. 
Even though graffiti has its roots in ancient 
Egyptian monuments and on the walls of Pom- 
peii, traditional or “New York style” graffiti be- 
gan in the 1960’s with the tagging of one’s 
name. I believe this style has no aesthetic val- 
ue and basically simply says “I was here.” The 
first well-known tag was "Taki 183" which was 
the signature of a Greek American boy named 
Demitrius. 


Today, the face of spraycan art is changing. 
No longer are tags the only type of images 
seen on walls, but now include huge murals 
that range in style and form. The image of 
graffiti artists themselves are also changing. To 
the surprise of most people, it is not the art of 
urban, lower-class American kids. Most come 
from Caucasian well-off families, whose ages

whose name is Robert Banks. His art is 
formed from using stencils to spray paint im- 
ages mocking the art world and pop culture 
along about any surface imaginable. Banksy is 
known to walk into a museum and place one 
of his own oil paintings onto the wall. They 
usually depict a rural scene with some urban 
element nonchalantly placed into its scenery. 


Graffiti is considered an art by some and 
vandalism by others. I believe it is a mixture of 
both and maybe someday artists and authori- 
ties will find a happy medium. Whatever the 
case, spraycan art will forever catch our atten- 
tion and will grow in skill.

Throughout history, many graffiti artists 
made a name for themselves that has even 
reached the texts of classrooms around the 
world. For example, the eighties pop culture 
artist Keith Haring. He began his career by 
scribbling simplistic representations of human 
life with white chalk on the black unused ad- 
vertising panels of subway walls. Haring 
achieved international recognition between 
1980 and 1986, in that he created animation for 
the Spectracolor billboard in Times Square to 
even opening a store in Soho that sold shirts 
and products displaying his art. During the 
eighties Haring became a new sort of Andy 
Warhol in the pop culture art world. In 1989 
he- created the Keith Haring Foundation for

Finding an ashtray on cam- 
pus will become a little bit 
harder for students and faculty 
alike by 2007. 

' Smoking will be prohibited 
outside of all buildings as part 
of the next phase to make this 
a smoke-free campus. Dean 
Neal Edman along with the 
help of students, staff and fac- 
ulty has begun the next phase 
of the project to be completed 
in 2007. 

"This follows in the foot- 
steps of other institutions such 
as hospitals and other cok 
leges, and this is the type of 
bill many states have been 
passing," Edman said. 

In 1994, a project was start- 
ed by former college president 
Dr. Oscar E. Remick to make 
this a smoke-free institute. It 
started with the prohibition of 
smoking inside of all non-resi- 
dential buildings. Since then, 
many phases have followed to 


bring the campus to where it 
is today. 

"We went from campus 
non-residential over a phase- 
out of three years to campus 
residential becoming a smoke- 
free inside," Edman said. 

The Task Force that has 
been set up to deal with the is- 
sues that come along with this 
type of change is made up of 
faculty, students and adminis- 
tration. One issue discussed 
is where smokers will be able 
to light up. 

"We've talked about ‘buffer 
zones, which means you can't 
be from about 20 to 25 ft. in 
front of a main entrance," Ed- 
man said. 

A "buffer zone" is often 
seen at hospitals and other 
large institutions where a 
smoke-free policy has been es- 
tablished. This would be a 
common area on campus 
where smoking is permitted. 
The problem that is being ad- 
dressed is how it would be 
centralized on campus and un- 


der what circumstances. 

"I think the idea of a 
smoke-free campus is taking a 
step in the right direction; 
however, regardless of the in- 
tentions behind the changes, I 
feel the school still has an 
obligation to make sure both 
parties are accommodated," 
sophomore Crystal Arbore 
said. 

According to the NCAA, by 
prohibiting the use of smoking 
and tobacco products on cam- 
puses, it will encourage indi- 
viduals to make healthy choic- 
es which may lead to healthier 
generations. 

"Smoking is termed a privi- 
lege - not a right - and while 
we respect those who smoke 
and their insights and feelings, 
the college will do what it has 
to in order to protect the 
health and safety of its peo- 


ple," Edman said. 


The Task Force has not de- 
cided on the specific way to 
enforce a smoke-free cam- 
pus,but hopes that individuals

will respect the policies and 
other people. 

"Il think a smoke-free cam- 
pus is a good idea," sopho- 
more Tara Merrill said.

Williamson said that West- 
minster has grown and holds 
1,438 fulltime students. 

He said that stepping into 
the processing of creating 
townhouse accommodations 
“has caused them to be very 
cautious.” 

Those involved do not want 
to make any precise decisions 
about off-campus living until 
Residence Life creates a 
roundabout estimate of stu- 
dents who will want to live in 
townhouses. . He reports they 
can offer more guidance clos- 
er to the event of housing. 

Junior Charlie Judge was 
also present and questioned 
whether townhouse policies 
would allow of age drinking 
and no visitation hours. 

“As an adult, I believe we 
should be granted the same 
permissions as if we lived in 


an apartment,” said Judge. 


Williamson responded with 
the idea that the college exists 
as a learning community and 
as such needs to provide on- 
campus housing for all stu- 
dents. He also stressed that it 
is the obligation of the people 
living in that community to fill 
those beds. 

“Every community has limit 
tations, and those you de 
scribed are the limitations,” 
said Williamson. 

Dean Edman offered his in- 
put on the position of RAs in 
the townhouses as well. 

“No one wants Gestapo 
RA’s...we will try to make 
them as inconspicuous as pos- 
sible, but helpful as possible,” 
said Edman. 

Judge also expressed his 
view on the upkeep of dorms 
the college already provides. 
He questioned why townhous- 
es were being built when our 
dormitories are in major need 
of repair.

The main cause for the 
shortage is due to a massive 
contamination of the vaccine at 
a plant in England owned by 
Chiron. 

The concern is that Chiron is 
only one of two companies that 
manufacture the flu vaccine for “ 
the United States and that Chi- 
ron faced the same problems 
with contamination last year. 

British regulators suspended 
Chiron's license last year be- 
cause of the problems at the 
England plant. 

The British restored Chiron's 
license this March, leaving FDA 


fore the company could send 
vaccine to the United States. 

During shipping this year, 
Chiron must follow strict inter- 
nal release procedures, result- 
ing in limited shipping volumes 
and greater delays. 

“Sharon Regional has already 
received a partial shipment of 
the vaccine and does not expect 
to be affected by the contami- 
nated batch in England,” Ed 
Newmeyer, director of market- 
ing and community relations for 
Sharon Regional Hospital, said. 

“We receive our vaccine 
from another supplier and 
should have the rest of the 
shipment on Nov. 15,” 
Newmeyer said. i

The best way to prevent the 
flu is to get a flu vaccination 
every fall. A flu shot may take 
a few weeks to start working, 
but may be worth receiving 
well into the winter months. 
This is the first year the flu 
shot was available on campus. 
College students are among 
one of the groups that are 
urged to receive a flu shot. 
According to the Centers 
for Disease Control and Pre- 
vention, "In general, anyone 
who wants to reduce their 
chances of getting the flu can 


get vaccinated. However, cer- 
tain people should get vacci- 
nated each year. 

“They are either people 
who are at high risk of having 
serious flu complications or 
people who live with, or care

People with a se- 
vere allergy to chicken eggs 
or that have had a severe re- 
action to a flu shot in the past, 
and children less than six 
months old, should not be vac- 
cinated.

Her freshman year, she 
met a man on Hot or Not 
and became victim of a rape 
crime while ‘on a date. 

“I did not think about 
what I was doing; especially 
when you are a freshman 
and made to believe there is 
mostly good in the world,” 
she expressed. After talk- 
ing with the student, I took 
a deep breath to take in the 
serious effects. rape can 
have on a person’s life. 

“It can ruin your life, and 
I am still finding myself try- 
ing to get over it,” she said. 
Those words remain en- 


graved in my mind as to the 
reality of rape and that it 
may happen to you, your 
friend, or family member. 

Meeting people online is 
not as glamorous or fun as I 
had thought in the past. 

“You cannot create any 
good relationships online,” 
Kathryn said. Online com- 
munities should be about 
the people you know and 
used to stay in touch with 
those people. 

“I don’t know what is 
wrong with our generation 
that we cannot be satisfied 
with meeting people the old 
fashioned way; the Internet 
is addictive like a 
drug,” Kathryn said. 

Meeting people for the 
first time on a personal ba- 
sis may be just as danger- 
ous as meeting an online 
friend. On the other hand, 
with online personalities, 
you cannot tell if the person 


is lying, and you cannot. 


read their body language 
beforehand. The student 
whom I talked with anony- 
mously also pointed out 
that there are people in on- 
line communities who have 
created a profile with the 
pure intent of meeting peo- 
ple and hurting them. 

“Information online in 
communities such as My- 
Space is so general and are 
things that everyone can re- 
late to and like,” she said. 

She informed me that 
people with bad intentions 
create profiles with infor- 
mation that will seem at- 
tractive to the viewer.

America offline

Last week, the logic board 
died in my beloved, broadband- 
accessing,  Wi-Fi-compatible, 
state-of-the-art-operating-system- 
sporting Apple laptop. And 
while Apple has been very good 
about repairing the problem for 
free, it has meant that - until 
i's fixed - I've been thrown 
back into the world of the '90s. 

Access to the Internet is e+ 
ther a question of finding hard- 
wired watering holes or of deal- 
ing with my cantankerous 
emergency back-up computer 
which, although only eight 
years old, now handles the 
Web about as well:as if it were 
a rusty leftover salvaged from a 
Soviet submarine. I feel at the 
mercy of the dinosaurs who de- 
termine what's worthy of the 
24-hour newscycle. 

It's amazing how quickly this 
technology has changed our 
lives. The U.S. Census Bureau's 
2003 Current Population Sur- 
vey, the most recent available, 
reports. that the proportion of 
US.. households with Internet 
access has tripled since 1997 - 
up to 55 percent - while the 
Pew Internet and American Life 
Project ‘has reported that 68 
percent of American adults are 
online regularly. 

Consumer research firm AC- 
Nielsen has estimated that 10 
percent of the world's popula- 
tion has bought something on- 
line, including 89 percent of 
Americans, with the United 
States ranking only 11th out of 
the countries polled. And, ac- 
cording to The Project for Ex- 
cellence in Journalism, around 
one-half to two-thirds of Inter- 
net users read news stories on 
the Web on a weekly basis. 


No wonder, then, that gov- 
ernments seem hot to control 
the Internet. That this should 
happen in repressive regimes is 


not news. Just last week, the 
Libyan and Egyptian’ govern- . 


ments were each, respectively, 
accused of arresting bloggers 
critical of their regimes. And 
I've written before about the 


cynical, possibly sinister at- 


tempt by the United Nations 
and European Union to put the 
Internet's root servers under 
their control. But what of our 
own? 

In the United States, we've 
been blessed with a laissez-faire 
approach to the Internet that 
has allowed it to develop into 
the haven for free speech and 
free commerce it is today. But, 
as with all freedoms, we in the 
American public must be active 
in its defense. 

On Wednesday, the House 
of Representatives narrowly 
failed to pass H.R. 1606, a bill 
that would enshrine the current 
practice of exempting Web sites 
from regulation by the Federal 
Election Commission. The fail- 
ure of this bill could be taken 
as permission for the FEC to 
regulate political speech on the 
Web, stifling political debate 
and analysis in the name of 
controlling campaign funding. 
Our representatives must be 
told that this is unacceptable. 

Here in 2005, we live at a 
time when millions of citizens 
are able to connect and interact 
with millions of others through 
a technology that puts the pow- 
er of mass media into the 
hands of the average individual. 
This is an unprecedented devel 
opment in the history of free 
speech. We don't need the FEC 
to turn back the clock.

Since the age of time, Westminster has 
been a dry campus. This, however, has no 
connection to the dry town of New Wilm- 
ington, contrary to popular belief. 

"A dry town is not allowed to have es- 
tablishments that sell alcohol; a liquor 
store, bar or distributor,” said director of 
security John Lechner. 

Students are allowed to possess alcohol 
while in town, if they are of age, but no al- 
cohol is allowed on the college campus. 
The dry campus has been a hot button for 
_ some students, particularly those over the 
age of 21, for some time now. 

"We are adults and should be allowed to 
do what we want within the limits of the 
law,” senior business administration ma- 
jor Lauren Scheller said. 

Despite the fact that many Westminster 
students are of the legal drinking age, the 
college prohibts alcohol in the dorms. 
Lechner says that most students abide by 
the dry campus status. 

“A majority of the students abide by the 
rules. There are a lot of students on cam-

pus that do not drink at all,” said Lechner. 

One of the hot topics involving alcohol 
are the townhouses. Students are worried 
that if they lost their ability to enter into 
an off-campus lottery, they will be stuck 
following the rules of the college even as 
upperclassmen. 

“If the townhouses replace the off-cam- 
pus lottery, I think if you’re over 21 you 
should be allowed.to have alcohol in your 
room because the college is taking away 
our right to live off campus and forcing us 
to live in student housing,” said junior 
Leah Mazzocca.

Allegheny College : 

Allegheny College is a small liberal arts college located in Meadville, PA with a 
student population around 2,100. Students at Allegheny who are 21 and over are 
allowed to possess alcohol. They are permitted to possess it in their rooms and 
houses. Some other regulations include: no public intoxication, no open containers 
and at least one or more persons must be over 21 for alcohol to be permitted in their 
rooms, houses, etc. "We're not here to police the personal lives of our students, but 
we oO peanate suspicious activities," said director of safety & security Kenneth 
Kensill. 

Kensill worked at Mercyhurt College in Erie for several years. Mercyhurst 
was divided into a dry campus and a not-dry campus. Kensill worked on the dry 
campus and said alcohol was a huge problem. "I'm not sure if it was the idea that 
they were getting away with something, but we had many more problems on the 
dry campus,” said Kensill. ; 

Allegheny College also employs an alcohol task force to control any alcohol- 
related incidents. 


Grove Ci 

Grove City is another liberal arts college located right down the road from West- 
minster. Total student population numbers around 2,300, and the campus is also 
dry. Alcohol is prohibited on campus and also in town. The borough of Grove City 
is dry and does not allow open bars within its limits. In 2003, Grove City had only11 
alcohol write-ups. "Generally the students do follow the rules," said director of 
come safety Seth VanTil. "Prohibition doesn't completely eliminate the alcohol 
problem." 


Washington & Jefferson 

Washington and Jefferson College is another small liberal arts college located in 
Washington, PA. W & J is home to 1,400 students. Alcohol is not permitted in nor- 
mal residence halls on campus. These halls are a mixture of freshman, sopho- 
mores, juniors and seniors. Upperclassmen, however, that live in student suites 
and are of legal age are allowed to have alcohol. The students are limited to beer 
cans only, no hard liquor or bottles of any kind. The fraternity and sorority houses 
are allowed alcohol as well. Other limitations include no alcohol outside of any 
building, no kegs and no open containers. : 

Ed Cochran, the director of security and Chief of Police, says no campus has al- 
cohol totally under control. "If anybody tells you they have it under control, they're 
fooling themselves. People are going to drink, and they are going to drink under- 
age. We can't stop it, but it is our job to control it so that our students are safe,” said

despite townhouse build

Campus-quaking news from 
the student affairs office is if 
construction of the townhous- 
es will continue through the 
winter, and the off-campus lot- 
tery will still be held. 

Despite our forecasted bru- 
tal winter, the townhouse con- 
struction will continue as long 
as the weather does not be 
come too inclement. The 
buildings are on-schedule at 
this point in time and are pro- 
jected to remain within the 
$3.1 million budget. Addition- 
ally, a presidential decision 
has been made to carry out an 
offcampus lottery for seniors 
who would prefer an off-cam- 


pus residence. There is an in- 
formational meeting for stu- 
dents this Monday, Nov. 21 at 
10 p.m. in the Witherspoon 
Maple room. Students will be 
instructed on the procedure 
for the lottery to take place 
Thursday, Dec. 1 at 9 p.m. for 
women and 9:45 p.m. for men, 
also in Witherspoon Maple. 
There are 18 off-campus slots 
for women and 12 for men-the 
same numbers as last year's 
lottery. 

"Barring any catastrophe, 
the townhouses are expected 
to meet the deadline and fall 
within the budget,” dean of 
student affairs Neal Edman 
said. 

Some news on the town- 
house policies has surfaced. 


While a committee is still fine- 
tuning the details, visitation 
hours are hopefully going to 
be lifted for the townhouse 
residents. Resident assistants 
will not be assigned to the 
townhouses; instead, a mentor 
will be assigned to live in the 
townhouses. The mentor's job 
description will include the 
tasks of settling roommate dis- 
putes and helping to perform 
safety inspections to ensure 
the students! safety. Despite 
rumors, the townhouses will 
remain alcohol-free like the 
rest of campus, and all other 
college policies will remain in 
effect. 

"I would rather not have a 
required meal plan, but if we: 
do, then there should be a 


small plan option," junior Sara 
Sullivan said. "It would be 
great if the overhead charge 
was eliminated." 

Sullivan is considering liv- 
ing in the townhouses next 
year, but the thought of a re 
quired meal plan sits some 
what sourly. 

"For the most part, the vast 
majority of the policies will be 
worked out by the townhouse 
informational meeting on 
Tuesday, Dec. 6 from 12:45- 
1:30 p.m.," associate dean of 
student affairs Molly Mistretta 
said.

Every student 
who lives in a dormitory must 
choose an amount to be 
placed in their dine dollars ac- 
count. Students select one of 
three amounts to be charged: 
$750, $850 or $1,000. 

This money can only be 
spent at the TUB and the cafe- 
teria. At the end of the fall se- 
mester, unused monies roll 
over to the spring semester's 
dine dollar amount. However, 
students must still deposit one 
of the above amounts for the 
spring semester, regardless of 
how much was left over from 
the fall semester. The same 
amount is automatically 
charged unless a student re 
quests to change the amount 
within the first ten days of 
class. 

Much to students’ dismay, 
unused - monies still in dine 
dollars are forfeited to the 
school at the end of the spring 
semester. | Upperclassmen 
and faculty will remember the 
hordes of students walking 
out of the TUB with crate 
upon crate of bottled drinks 
and box upon box of snacks 
at the close of the spring 2005 
semester, all of them spend- 
ing as much as possible in or- 
der to not waste money. 

The benefit of using dine 
dollars over Titan do! 
cash is a ten percent discount 
on most, if not all, of the pur- 
chasable goods at either loca- 
tion. 

Many students find the 
price of the cafeteria to be ac- 
ceptable for an occasional din- 
ner. 

“Since it’s a_ buffet like 
Hoss’s or Ponderosa, it’s fill 
ing once in a while, but if a 
person goes every day, it'll be- 
gin to show after a while,” se- 
nior Winnie Limmer said. 

When their dine dollar bal- 
ance gets close to zero, stu- 
dents can either deposit more 
money in their dine dollar ac- 
counts in the Titan card office 
or discover some of the great 
restaurants in the area. 

The Holcad conducted a 
very small study of its own to 
determine the best places 
(taste and service aside- that’s 
food writer Leah Mazzocca’s 
territory) for students to 
spend their hard-earned, or 
hard-begged for cash after 
their dine dollars run out. 

In order to compare prices 
with the TUB’s, we visited

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Water Main break damages businesses 


A massive water main break in New Wilmington sent water 
gushing down Market Street causing heavy damage to local 
businesses on Sunday. While most residents and Westminster 
College went without water, physician Peter Barsczowski's fam- 
ily practice suffered basement flooding. The runoff from the 
water break destroyed patient records stored in the basement. 
Repair crews worked through the day. and night to fix the 
break in the eight inch water main. It caused the street to 
buckle forcing work crews to dig out a huge hole to reach the 
broken line. At one point the borough opened hydrants to re- 
lieve the water pressure on the leak that flooded Market Street 
businesses. Dr. Barsczowski worries the heavy damage and 
loss of records may force him to close his business for good. 
He worries the pressure from the water leak may have also 
damaged the structural integrity of the building's foundation.

PITTSBURGH (AP) - Illegal 
dump sites are found in coun- 
ties all over western Pennsyl- 
vania, but it's likely no one 
has as many as Allegheny 
County, according to a survey 
by an environmental group. 

PA CleanWays Inc., a not- 
for-profit group dedicated to 
cleaning up illegal dumps, sur- 
veyed six western Pennsylva-

No coffee, no cigarettes equals confession 


BUTLER, Pa. (AP) - A mur: 
der suspect trying to get his 
confession thrown out was 
likely suffering nicotine and 
caffeine withdrawal when he 
told police he accidentally 
stabbed his estranged wife 
seven times, a prison psychia- 
trist said. 
~ Denny Winner, of Butler, is 
charged with killing Lynette 
Winner in November 2004 
when she refused his de 
mands for sex, then setting 
fire to her apartment 13 days

later in an attempt to cover up 
the killing. He told police he 
accidentally stabbed her seven 
times when she pulled a knife 
on him, investigators have 
said. 

Winner, who said he drank 
10 to 16 cups of coffee and 
smoked two to three packs of 
cigarettes daily, drank only 
one caffeinated beverage and 
one cigarette during 14 hours 
of police questioning before 
confessing, Dr. Grace McGor- 
rian, a Butler County prison 


psychiatrist, testified Monday. 

He was in a weakened 
mental and physical state from 
withdrawal, and that affected 
his ability to understand his 
rights when he allegedly con- 
fessed, McGorrian said. 

Winner's defense attorney, 
Joe Kecskemethy, wants the 
confession tossed out, claim- 
ing it was coerced. He also 
claims Winner. did not under- 
stand his right to have an at- 
torney with him during ques- 
tioning. 


The prosecutor suggested 
Winner was intentionally try- 
ing to minimize his involve 
ment in the killing when he 
spoke to police. Winner was 
"taking advantage of the op- 
portunity to give his spin of 
what he did," prosecutor Jerry 
Cassady said. 

Judge William Shaffer did 
not indicate when he would 
rule on the statement's admis- 
sibility.

NEW YORK (AP) - The pro- 
gram notes for the 73rd annu- 
al "Radio City Christmas Spec- 
tacular" were supposed to tell 
a happy story: "Only at Radio 
City Music Hall will you see 
36 musicians rise up and trav- 
el the stage in all directions." 

This year, only at Radio 
City will you’ hear Santa holler 
like a frazzled father just to 
cut through the thunder of 
prerecorded music. With the 
famed Radio City orchestra 
sidelined _ either by strike or 
by lockout, depending on who 
tells the story _ the Christmas 
Spectacular banks on its repu- 
tation even as it strains to rise 
above it. 

Gone is the "Mighty Wurl 
itzer Organ" that used to be- 
gin the show.

Overall, the meal 
was five cents more expensive 
because of sales tax.

thought. It took about four 
minutes to get food once we 
entered the restaurant after a 
12 minute trip down Route 18. 
The distance is about five 
miles, so that adds $0.80 to 
the total for mileage. So, 
that’s $7.76 and a little under 
half an hour for eating at Mc- 
Donald’s in Neshannock. 


A vegetable pizza at the 
TUB costs $3.41 and costs 
$3.99 at Pizza Joe’s. The wait 
was nil for the TUB, but my 
pizza at Pizza Joe’s was ready 
by the time I hung up the 
phone, checked my email and 
walked there from The Hol 
cad’s office. 


If someone were to ask a 
student about the price of 
items in the TUB, the student 
would most likely go on to de- 
tail the exceptionally high 
price compared to off-campus 
establishments. Obviously, this 
is a major misconception. 


I hate to be the bearer of 
disappointing news, but when 
compared cost-wise to other 


area fast food establishments, , 


the TUB is right on par, some- 
times even cheaper. Its prices 
are competitive; students are 
not being squeezed as much 
as they think they are. 


However, the dining service 
administration needs to recog- 
nize that students are living on 
the food bought here - this is 
not a restaurant to us. Also, 
very few students would eat a 
seven dollar meal twice a day 
if they weren’t essentially re- 
quired to spend that much in 
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order to not forfeit what they 
have not used. 


Im more than happy to 
blow seven dollars on a very 
well-prepared. steak salad or 
four or five dollars on a succu- 
lent wrap two or three times a 
week. However, for the other 
meals, I don’t want to walk 
away feeling like I've gorged 
myself simply use there 
wasn't a smaller portion. Stu- 
dents don’t need a value, they 
need sustenance. 


Recently, the Charleston 
Market section of the TUB 
started offering a smaller por- 
tion for some of its meals. Jef 
fery Creveling, director of din- 
ing services, assembled a 
team of students and faculty to 
form a committee dedicated to 
improving the campus menus 
by diversifying the menu and 
considering options for stu- 
dents and faculty with alterna- 
tive eating habits..

Before picking up his retire- 
ment job, Bechtol worked as 
expediter for New Castle Re- 
fractors and as office manager 
for Youngstown Hardchrome 
and Grinding in Boardman, 
OH.

State University. 

“I went to YSU for a smat- 
tering of accounting courses 
and took a Penn State exten- 
sion course to pick up some 
drafting,” Bechtol said. “I went 
to college long enough to pick 
up what I needed for a job.” 

Like many men of his gen- 
eration, Bechtol served in the 
Army during WWII. He tells

When he was in 
sixth grade, he started having 
seizures on a more frequent 
basis and the continued get- 
ting worse. Jordan has always 
been very active in athletics. 
Since a young age, he compet- 
ed in cross country and track 
as well as basketball. Unlike 
other young athletes, his 
seizures became more fre-

quent when he worked out 
and had an elevated heart 
rate. As a result, he wasn't 
able to participate in athletics. 

Things continued to get 
worse as time went on. "I felt 
like I was trapped in a body 
that did not function correct- 
ly." Jordan noted. "I would 
have something in my hand, I 
knew what it was but I could- 
n't express exactly what. It 
was a very difficult thing to 
deal with." By 10th grade, Jor- 
dan was receiving radiation as 
well as chemotherapy to at- 
tempt to control the tumor 
and also stop the seizures. In 
May of that year, nothing was 
stopping it and he was having 
10 to 15 seizures a day. They 
admitted Jordan one last time 
to figure out what was causing 
all of this. After a month in the 
hospital, a stroke and a 3rd 
surgery, the tumor was mini- 
mized and the seizures had 
stopped. Jordan could finally 
start running again and get 
back to a normal life. 

The last time Jordan had a 
seizure, he was 16. He takes 
medication to control the risk 
of any future seizures. "After 
going through all of that, I ap- 
preciate everything that much 
more," Hinds said. "Knowing

Titans fall in season finale

Coach Jeff Hand's visit to 
his formal school didn't go as 
well as Titan fans had hoped. 
Westminster gave up 539 
yards of total offense as the 
Waynesburg Yellow Jackets 
beat up on the Titans, winning 
by a score of 40-13 last Satur- 
day. 

Westminster finishes the 
season with a 46 overall 
record, while finishing. 24 in 
the PAC conference. Waynes- 
burg and Grove City also fin- 
ished 2-4 in conference play, 
leaving the three schools in a 
three-way tie for 4th place in 
the PAC. 

Waynesburg opened up the 
game with excellent field posi- 
tion after a very poor kick-off. 
The Yellow Jackets , marched 
all the way to the Titan 14 
yard line, but Waynesburg 
quarterback Tres Cobb was in- 
tercepted by sophomore line- 
backer Jason Fridley at the 
goal line, preventing a possible 
Waynesburg touchdown. 


After Fridley's interception, 
things got very ugly for the Ti- 
tans. Three plays after the 
pick, Sean Buggey fumbled at 
his own 18-yard line. Waynes- 
burg's Andy Tenney recov- 
ered the fumble, and the Yel 
low Jackets were in business. 

On the very next play, Way- 
nesburg got on the score 
board. Cobb found wideout 
Dominick Hunter, who caught 
the ball on one side of the 
field, changed directions, and 
sprinted 21 yards to the oppo- 
site pylon. Ben Popson's kick 
was missed, and Waynesburg 
led 6-0. 

The Titans went three-and- 
out on their next possession 
and gave the Jackets excellent 
field position again. This time, 
Waynesburg started at their 
own 47. After three Ryan 
Abels runs and a 12-yard com:

Westminster wasn't done 
just yet, though.

On the very next play, quarter- 
back Brett Myers found Brett 
Ziegler for a 22-yard touch- 
down, cutting the Waynesburg 
lead to 13-7. Myers, who 
started the game in place of 
the injured J.R. Barley, did a 
very nice job in his first colle- 
giate start. The sophomore 
from Tallmadge, Ohio was 18 
of 34 for a career-high 198 
yards through the air. Myers 
threw two touchdowns in the 
game, both of which went to 
Ziegler. 

Waynesburg rounded out 
the scoring in the first half as 
kicker Ben Popson made a 23- 
yard field goal with just over 
nine minutes to go.

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| Feeling the effects of the 
FAFSA cuts

30 thousand is large num- 
ber to fathom. 

Unfortunately, the students 
here on campus have to think 
about it a lot, as that’s the 
number of dollars they must 
pay to attend this school each 
year. Q 

That amount is daunting for 
anyone to pay annually, and it 
may now be even harder to 
take out the required money 
each year. 

The federal government 
has recently proposed cutting 
the amount of funding it plans 
to allocate to the FAFSA pro- 
gram, or Free Application for 


Federal Student Aid. This 
program is provided by the 
U.S. government, and for 
many students it is the key to 


receiving the funds required ~ 


to attend college. The FAFSA 
program allows students to ap- 
ply for financial aid from 
sources available through the 
US. Department of Education. 

These funds fit into a few 
different categories. The first 
are grants. There are two 
main grants available through 
the FAFSA, according to the 
homepage of the Department 
of Education. The first arid 
probably most well-known is 
the Federal Pell Grant. There 
are also Federal Supplemental 
Educational Opportunity 


Grants. These are awards that 
do not have to be repaid, and 
are available to undergradu- 
ates only. 
There are also different 
loans available through the 
federal government. These in- 
clude the Federal Stafford 
Loans, the Federal PLUS 
Loans and the Perkins Loans. 
All of these loans must be re- 
paid, and they also accrue in- 
terest of up to nine percent. 

In addition, there are Feder- 
al Work Study programs and 
other campus-based programs 
from which students can re- 
ceive aid. 

According to Bob Latta, di- 
rector of financial aid, $15 bil- 
lion stand to be cut from the 
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federal budget if congress 
passes the measures. The 
House, however, tabled the is- 
sue about two and a half 
weeks ago for further discus- 
sion. 

‘ However, Latta predicts that 
the losses will not have an im- 
mediately visible effect on the 
college as a whole. 

"If [the passage of the cuts] 
happens, in the long run, in 
terest and other costs will cov- 
er the difference,” Latta said. 

An estimated 80 percent of 
students currently attending 
the college receive federal aid, 
and upwards of ninety percent 
receive aid from the college. 


Sororities getting down & dirty for rush

With formal recruitment 
less than a semester away, the 
women of all five sororities 
have established .a set of 
, guidelines for acceptable re- 
cruitment behavior. 


A few weeks ago, sorority 
members received the West- 
minster Panhellenic Code of 
Ethics, which states the rules 
for the proper recruitment pro- 
cedures that all members 
must follow. Jennifer Ram- 
sey, director of recruitment, 
wanted to establish these rules 
early in order for everyone to 
be prepared. 

"All of the sororities need 
some. guidelines to abide by, 
especially during recruitment," 
Ramsey said. 

"Everyone needs to know 
what is and what is not ac- 
ceptable." 


Before this code of ethics 
was established, there were no 


real guidelines for the sorori- 
ties to follow. 


"We didn't have any real 
rules or regulations concern- 
ing recruitment before this, so 
it took a while to finish," Ram- 
sey said. "All five sororities 
had input as to what was fair 
or not and what the Code of 
Ethics should include." 


Some things the Code 
states as unacceptable actions 
are: pressuring women to join 
a sorority, giving gifts to non- 
members and promising a bid 
to a sorority or an invitation to 
a recruitment party. It also 
states that sorority members 
will respect all women 
throughout the recruitment 
process, serve as positive role 
models and respect all other 
Greek organizations. 

Already this semester, two 
sororities have had recruit- 
ment violations charged 


. against them. 


Camille Hawthorne, associ- 
ate dean of student affairs, 


says these violations make the 
entire Greek system look bad 
and that all violations of the 
rules will result in some type 
of action. 


"There really is nothing set 
in stone, but Panhel usually 
recommends that the sorority 
which violated the rules partic- 
ipate in some type of positive 
program," Hawthorne said. "A 
monetary fine normally offsets 
any expenses incurred for the 
program." 

Ramsey says anyone who 
feels they are a victim of a re- 
cruitment violation should 
speak up. 

"They need to contact their 
recruitment counselor right 
away,” Ramsey said, “We will 
be able to handle matters 
from there.” Ramsey explains 
why this is necessary, “It's im- 
portant for them to know that 
they will not be discriminated 
against by other sorority 
women for bringing a violation 
to my attention, If something 


is wrong, we want to know sé 
we can fix it." 


Hawthorne adds the impor: 
tance of freshman womer 
knowing proper recruitment 
procedure. 


"One member cannot speak 
for the entire group," 
Hawthorne said. "This is why 
the sororities have open hous: 
es-so they can get to know 
everyone. One person would: 
n't be able to get you into the 
group." 

Although violations have ak 
ready occurred, Ramsey says 
these regulations serve as 4 
foresight for formal recruit 
ment week, held Jan. 17-20, 
"We are taking precautions s@ 
everyone feels comfortable," 
Ramsey said, "and that recruit: 
ment is fair to all of the soror- 
ities and the freshman women 
as well." 

All freshman women are re- 
minded that they are only al- 
lowed in the lobby of Fergu- 
son.

20 years, Jim Morrison 
worked as an architect, restor- 
ing homes and buildings _ 
lost America, as he calls it. 
Now, Morrison, 67, operates a 
museum that's a tribute to the 
Christmases of yesteryear, a 
sampler of the best the holi- 
day has to offer. 

The National Christmas 
Center in Paradise is the accu- 
mulation of everything Morrti- 
son has done to preserve 
pieces of the past, hold onto 
traditions and pass along the 
spirit of the season. Ever since 
he bought his first Christmas 
decoration in Woolworth's at 
age 7, Morrison has been fas-

cinated with the holiday. 

Some people dream of cre- 
ating a family, earning enough 
to invest a little something in 
the stock market. But for the 
past 35 years, a Christmas 
center has been Morrison's 
dream. "I wouldn't have been 
able to do this and have a fam- 
ily." 

He doesn't know how 
much money he has sunk into 
his collections _ nor does he 
want to think about it. "This is 
everything I have, and there's 
no dollar value you can put on 
it," he said. "It's not dollars, 
it's memories. There are a lot 
of little things that to me are 
just priceless." 


For seven years, Morrison 
has shared his priceless’ col- 
lection of all things Christmas 
with anyone interested in. see- 
INDijE. 

"There's really no other day 
like (Christmas) _ and it has 
nothing to do with your eco- 
nomic situation." 

He recalls growing up in 
New Jersey and rushing 
downtown to see the shop- 
keepers’ holiday window dis- 
plays, which were never un- 
veiled before Black Friday. He 
remembers the first time he 
realized the real message in a 
story his mother told of how, 
each Christmas; she'd get a 
sweet orange and a penny to 


spend. 

"I thought ‘she was: saying 
what she didn't have; that I 
had so much," he said. "But 
what she was saying was that, 
once a year, at Christmas, she. 
could go to the store and get 
something she couldn't any 
other time. It was so precious 
to her." 

Precious is just one of the 
many words visitors to Morri- 
son's holiday fantasyland use 
to’ describe their experience. 
Some leave in tears of nostal- 
gia or emotion. Others find 
their faith renewed, their spir- 
its higher than before. 


Americans mourn the death — 
of beloved children’s writer 


Stan Berenstain Passes 


PHILADELPHIA (AP) - Stan 
Berenstain, who with his wife 
created the popular children's 
books about a loving furry 
family called the Berenstain 
Bears, died Saturday. He was 
82. 

In more than 200 books, 
the Berenstain Bears, written 
and illustrated by Stan and Jan 
Berenstain, helped children 
for 40 years cope with trips to 


the dentist, new babies in the 
family, eating junk food and 
cleaning their messy rooms. 
The first Berenstain Bears 
book, 'The Big Honey Hunt," 
was published in 1962. The 
couple developed the series 


with children's author

Stan and Jan Berenstain be- 
gan drawing together when 
they met at Philadelphia Mu- 
seum School of Industrial Art 
in. 1941. The two married soon 
after he got out of World War 
II-era Army service and began 
submitting cartoons to maga- 
zines. They became contribu- 
tors to The Saturday Evening 
Post, McCall's and Collier's.

Provided that everything 
goes as planned, the McGin- 
ness Dining Hall will be shut 
down in early December for 
remodeling. 

Those in charge are antici- 


pating that the renovations will: 


be completed by the time the 
students return to campus in 
January. According to Ken 
Romig who works in the Busi- 
ness Office, the plan is to cre- 


ate a dining atmosphere that 
has the feel of a restaurant. 
Students can look forward to 
the removal of the diving wall 
and the addition of booths, bar 
height tables and chairs. Tra- 
ditional tables will still be avail- 
able, like those currently locat- 
ed in Duff Dining Hall. These 
tables will be mobile so stu- 
dents can rearrange them as 
needed. 

"I'm really excited about 
this," senior Bill Penwell said. 
"It is going to be a great addi- 
tion to campus." 


The entrance into Duff Din- 
ing Hall will be closed once 
the renovations are completed. 
Instead of entering through 
Galbreath Hall or its parking 
lot, students will instead enter 
through the doors located 
near Browne Hall. The intent 
is to create a more attractive 
entrance than the one current- 
ly in use. 

"T live in Galbreath and I'm 
not excited about having to 
walk outside to get into the 
dining hall," sophomore Amy 
Schillinger said, "but other 


than that, I'm really looking 
forward to the change." 

Even though the Duff 
dining hall entrance will be 
closed, the hall itself will re 
main open to provide overflow 
seating. To help create the at- 
mosphere of a_ restaurant, 
McGinness was chosen to be 
remodeled, even though Duff 
has a larger capacity. McGin- 
ness holds approximately 155 
people according to Romig. 

However, it is not just 
McGinness that is getting a 
makeover. Students will also 


notice a change in where the 
food is served. The goal is to 
have all of the food served in 
one main section. In addition, 
a hoagie line will be added to 
the serving area similar to the 
one in the TUB. 

"I'm really excited about the 
sub line," sophomore Suzie Di- 
fonzo said. "Now if I want a 
sub for dinner I can just go 
there, because everything else 
is already included in the 
price." 

With the remodeling of 
McGinness and the promise 


of a better atmosphere, the 
hope is that students will not 
only come for a meal but also 
use the dining hall as a place 
to do their work. According 
to Romig, it is too difficult at 
this time to predict how stu- 
dent dining patterns might 
change. There is, however, a 
chance McGinness might help 
relieve some of the pressure 
in the TUB.

Pennsylvania residents could see in increase in penalties for 
leaving children unattended in vehicles. State Representative 
John Siptroth proposed a bill earlier this week to make it a sep- 
arate crime for each child left unattended in a car. The current 
law gives the same punishment regardless of the number chil 
dren left unattended. Siptroth says adults need to realize that 
leaving children unattended in a car can have tragic conse- 
quences. Siptroth’s bill now moves to the Senate for consider- 
ation.

(AP) - From the smallest 
Chihuahua to the biggest 
Great Dane, all dogs emerge 
from the same basic set of 
genes. Scientists announced 
Wednesday that they'd deci- 
phered this doggie DNA and 
begun detailed comparisons 
between breeds and with hu- 
mans. 

The work should help re- 
searchers find’ genes that 
make dogs and people vulner- 
able to such illnesses as can- 
cers, heart disease, cataracts, 
epilepsy, blindness and deaf 
ness. And it has already hint- 
ed that people may have fewer 
genes than scientists thought. 

The work used the DNA of 
a female boxer named Tasha, 
said Eric Lander, director of 
the Broad Institute of Harvard 
and MIT and senior author of 
the analysis in Thursday's is- 
sue of the journal Nature. The 
DNA project was led by Ker- 
stin Lindblad-Toh of the insti- 
tute. 

Tasha was chosen from

Scientists have also deci- 
phered the DNA of mice, rats, 
chimps, chickens: and of 
course hiimafis, as well as 
many other organisms. 

At the DNA level, two ran- 
domly chosen dogs differ by 
only about as much as two 
randomly chosen people do, 
yet the variation in appear- 
ance, size and behavior in 
dogs is "just mind-boggling," 
Lander said. 

"How is it within one nar- 
row gene pool you can pro- 
duce Chihuahuas and Great 
Danes?" he asked.

The new work also identi- 

fied signposts along the ca 
nine DNA that will help in 
finding genes that predispose 
dogs to certain diseases, some 
of which they share with hu- 
mans. The dog genes should 
point the way to their human 
eounterparts, Lander said. 
’ Tn fact, it may be vastly eas- 
ier to find disease genes in 
dogs than in people. Intensive 
breeding has left its mark in 
the dog genome so that find- 
ing DNA regions that contain 
disease genes "is like hitting 
the side of a barn," Lander 
said. 

Dog DNA is already teach- 
ing several lessons about hu- 
man DNA. For one thing, 
comparisons between DNA of 
dogs, humans and mice re 


were trying to decide whether 
to proceed without him.

The three-way comparisons 
also showed that some genet- . 
ic features found in humans 
but not mice aren't really 
unique to people, but also ap- 
pear in dogs, he said. "The 
more species we look at, the 
more, frankly, we find that hu- 
mans are not exceptional 
here," Lander said. 

Researchers also estimated 
that dogs have 19,300 genes, 
almost all of them canine ver- 
sions of genes found in peo- 
ple. Prior studies have indicat- 
ed that people have about 
3,000 more, but Lander said 
the dog analysis "is leading us 
to question whether those are 
in fact real human genes." 


‘Some proposed human genes, 


he said, are now "suspect" and 
may not be genes at all.

The new 
recycling bins can be found on 
each floor of McKelvey. : They 
were first set out the Wednes- 
day before Thanksgiving 
break and by Friday the first 
floor bin was overflowing. 


“I wasn’t expecting it to 
take off this quickly”, said 
Leach. Though this is just a 


trial run, Leach, as well as the 


rest of the club hopes to see 
its success so that plans can 
be made to expand the pro- 
gram. In fact, the group’s ad- 
visor, Dr. Mistry, has already 
received e-mails from depart- 
ments that are hoping to get 
bins in their buildings.

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‘Townhouse information ibe Pa 


Students learn costs, application process, living arrangements, rules for new buildings

Information was released to 
students Monday, December 
5 regarding the application 
process, cost and terms of liv- 
ing in the Berlin Village town- 
houses. 

More than 40 students ea 
ger to learn the details regard- 
ing the townhouses attended 
the midday meeting. The ma- 
jority were juniors, but a small 
number of sophomores also 
attended. 

The deciding factor for 
many students wanting to live 
in the townhouses is the cost. 

Compared to this year’s 
room and board, which is 
$6,200 on average including an 
$850 meal plan and a $550 din- 
ing services fee each semes- 
ter, the cost of the townhous- 
es would be $6,500 according 
to Molly Mistretta, associate 
dean of student affairs. This in- 
cludes a $500 meal plan and a 
pro-rated dining services fee 
based on the projected usage 
of the dining facilities. 

“All of the other colleges 
we looked at had meal plans, 
including fifty percent of the 
state schools we looked at,” 
said Mistretta. “Some of them 
required a full meal plan.” 

Mistretta explained that, at 
other schools, parents often 
put money onto a student's 
debit (Titan dollars at West- 
minster) in order to make 
sure that the student does not 
have to worry about money 


and can still eat what works 


out to five meals per week. 
By instead having a meal plan, 
students save ten percent on 
purchases in the TUB and 
cafeteria that they would prob- 
ably already make with or 
without a meal plan. 

Each student living in the 
townhouses will be required to 
place. a $650 security/damage 
deposit when signing the lease 
in order to ensure his or her 
committment to live in the 
townhouses. This $650 is 
equivalent of one month’s 
rent, the standard deposit for 
an apartment. 

Should a student default on 
the agreement or damage 
something within the town- 
house, the student could lose 
the deposit. Mistretta said 


that the money would proba- 


bly be refunded at the end of 
the year if there is no damage. 

Students recieving financial 
aid will need to contact the fi- 
nancial aid office about the de- 
posit. The business office is 
still determining if the deposit 
will be added to a student’s 
bill or if it must be paid out-of 
pocket. 

The Board of Trustees will 
Officially set the costs in Feb- 
ruary. 

In order to design an appli- 
cation process, Student Affairs 
looked at the way Bethany, 
Thiel, Allegheny, Walsh, 
Geneva, Mount Union and 
W&J handle their apartments 
and consulted a committee of 
administrators and a commit- 
tee of SGA senators. 

Applications to live in the 


townhouses will be available 
when students return from 
Christmas break on Jan. 16. 
They will be due Feb. 15 and 
the results will be posted in 
the Student Affairs office Feb. 
17. 

Groups of four students of 
the same sex will fill out an 
application and be judged on a 
point system based on three 
categories. Each student will 
score points based on the 
number of years he or she has 
lived on campus, his or her 
cumulative grade point aver- 
age, and his or her judicial his- 
tory. The sum of each group 
member’s points will be the 
deciding factor as to what 
groups will be permitted to 
lease a townhouse. 

For each semester a stu- 
dent has lived on campus, he 
or she will be given a point. If 
a student transferred in for the 
spring semester of a year or 
was abroad for either semes- 
ter, he or she will still get both 
points for that year. 


Each student in the apply-, 


ing group is required to have 
a cumulative grade point aver- 
age of 2.0 for the group to 
even be considered for a town- 
house lease. Students with a 
grade point average of 3.0 or 
higher will benefit, though. 
The group will gain a point for 
each student above a 3.0. 
Each group member's judi- 
cial history could possibly 
deduct from the group’s point 
total. Minor infractions of the 
college’s policy, such as escort 
or visitation rules violations,

would count as a point against 
the group. Larger infractions, 
such as violation of state or 
federal laws, would count as 
two points against the group’s 
total. ee 

Fortunately for students 
whose behavior was less than 
angelic in his or her freshman 
year, any infractions during 
that year are not counted 
against the group. Also, park- 
ing tickets are not considered. 

A number of students ex- 
pressed concern that each stu- 
dents’ total amount of credits 
was not being taken into con- 
sideration. Matt Shaffer, assis- 
tant director of Residence Life, 
cited that students in majors 
such as music have the need 
to take more credits per se 
mester than other majors. in 
order to graduate on time. 
Considering credits, then, 
would put some students at an 
unfair advantage over others. 

“[We wanted to] even the 
playing field a bit,” explained 
Shaffer. 

Students planning on going 
abroad in the fall or spring of 
next year who want to live in 
the townhouses the semester 
opposite their journey should 
talk with Mistretta before turn- 
ing in an application. 

“We want to be flexible,” 
said Mistretta. 

Once accepted, each group 
will sign a lease and give its 
deposits to the school. In or- 
der to sign the lease, each stu- 
dent will need proof of regis- 
tration. According to 
Mistretta, a schedule print-out 


from early registration or from 
the online WebStudent service 
will suffice. 

Students will be allowed to 
move into their townhouses in 
August. Mistretta explained 
that the townhouses would be 
ready in time for camps, such 
as the football and band 
camps, which arrive in: mid- 
August. 

The planned lease lasts for 
ten months and includes win- 


ter break, so students living in 


the townhouses who wish to 
stay on-campus over breaks 
may do so. Students would 
need to move out shortly after 
commencement. 

The specific lease length 
will be available closer to the 
lease signing day. 

Many students at the meet- 


ing expressed concern about 


the visitation hours and other 
rules, such as alcohol and qui- 
et hours. 

Mistretta explained that the 
common areas of each unit, 
ie. the living room, kitchen 
and foyer, will be treated as 
the lobby of dorms are treated 
— open to visitors all the time. 
However, the bedrooms will 
be treated as dorm rooms are 
treated, with visitation hours 
from 11 a.m. to midnight each 
weekday and open on the 
weekend. , Alcohol is not per- 
mitted and quiet hours are the 
same as the dorms. 

Enforcement of these rules 
will be left to the students in 
each unit, as the residence as- 
sistant will primarily function 
as a manager and support per- 


son for the townhouses. The 
RA will be selected during the 
normal RA selection process, 
live in a separate apartment 
and have mostly administra- 
tive duties — no duty rounds. . 

“There’s more facility t6 
manage than students,” added 
Mistretta. “The RA would bé 
more likely to solve problems 
regarding who was supposed 
to do the dishes or who's eat- 
ing who’s food.” 


‘According to Mistretta, 
parking should not be too 
much of a problem, as the 
Eichenauer lot is being e&% 
panded to handle the town 
houses as well. 


Mistretta expressed her 
confidence in the students to 
respect the rules and _ their 
roommates. 


“(We believe you're] ma- 
ture and ready to handle the 
responsibility,” said Mistretta 
to the students gathered at the 
meeting. 

According to Mistretta, all 
of the information covered at 
the meeting will be online at 
the Residence Life section of 
the college website. The site 


also has building plans and 


layout diagrams, as well as 
artist's renderings of the interi- 
or and exterior.

Now that December has 
rolled around, people have 
started to break out their 
Christmas decorations for the 
holiday season. One of the first 
things that people will notice 
on most houses is the strings 
of lights that make homes look 
that much more festive. Here 
in New Wilmington, such lights 
are a common sight; however, 
two local families haye taken

The houses of the Bair family on New Castle Street and the 
Garrett family on Vine Street have attracted attention as two of 
the biggest local light displays in town. The Garretts, though 
relatively new to New Wilmington, having moved here from 
Quaker Valley in 2003, haven’t wasted any time in making an 
impression in the community come Christmastime. Their dis- 
play contains the accumulation of 20 years’ worth of lights. 


According to Jodi Garrett, there’s always something new in 
their display. This year, it happens to be an additional light-up 
reindeer and waving Santa. 


Putting this display up every year is no small effort either, as 
it takes around twenty hours, with a team effort from Garrett 
and her husband Jim. The work is usually started before 


Thanksgiving Day, but the. lights don’t come on until after 
Even though a lot of work goes into their house each year, 


that’s not to say that they don’t have a sense of humor about 
some parts of the job as well. 


“Every so often, I'll catch [Jim] hoarding lights in the back 
of his truck,” said Garrett. She also jokes that, since they’ve 
moved, their next-door neighbors seem to have a few more 
lights up on their homes as well. “People will ask us, ‘Is that 
overflow?’ when they see the houses beside us,” said 
Garrett. 


The Garrett house isn’t the only one in town with 
quite a display. The Bair house, across from the Sigma 
Phi Epsilon parking lot on New Castle Street, has been 
a Christmas tradition for about fifteen years now. : In the 
Bair house, Christie Bair is the mastermind behind the 
display. She started really getting into the decorations in 
1990. At first, she only put lights on the bushes, but af- 
ter that she progressed to the pillars in front of her 
house, and then to nurse the habit, she started decorat- 
ing anything and everything that happened to be in their 
front yard. 


Bair also tries to add at least one thing to her display 
every year, and this year is no different. She added a 
lightup penguin and seal, as well as a nativity scene. 
Bair’s favorite decoration though, is the polar bear that ® 
stands in their front yard. " 


Bair, who works with the New Wilmington Fire De- 
partment as an EMT, also hears a few jokes from time

U.S. Open in Alabama

Last weekend one of West- 
minster’s own had the presti- 
gious honor of swimming in 
the US. Open in Alabama 
against some of the world’s 
fastest swimmers—including 
the current world record hold- 
er, Pieter van den Hoogen- 
band. Junior Ryan Trunk, af- 
fectionately known as 
“Boston,” qualified for the es- 
teemed invitational last March 
while swimming at the Divi- 
sion III Nationals in Michigan. 


Trunk, arriving at the meet 
positioned with a 56th seed 
entry, swam his way into Fi 
nals, and attained 24th place, 
thus achieving his goal for the 
weekend. 


“It was a good learning ex- 
perience for me to swim 
against the world’s fastest 
swimmers,” Trunk reflected. 


“It was also a great step for 
our program to obtain national 
recognition.” 


Trunk currently ties David 
Gesacion in holding the most 
Westminster Swimming 
Records in the college’s histo- 
ry. Trunk holds three individ- 
ual records—the 50 yard 
freestyle, 100 yard freestyle, 
and 200 yard freestyle—and 
shares the 200 yard freestyle 
relay record with senior Kevin 
Gesacion, junior Shaun Mac- 
Namara, and sophomore 
Thomas Benoit. 


“Trunk is, the fastest swim- 
mer Westminster has ever 
seen,” says teammate and 
roommate Matthew Kerns. “It 
is truly a privilege to swim 
with him. He pushes everyone 
on the team to work harder 
and helps bring our program 
to another level.”

“I 
was happy to hear how well 
they did, as they won by over 
500 points. I would rather not 
focus on myself, though, and 
focus attention to how well 
our team looks this year.

Turn the clocks back thirty 
years and Westminster looks a 
lot more like the Grove City of 
today. If you think the cur- 
rent regulations and policies 
cause nightmares, imagine for 
a moment what it would be 
like to be a student here when 
mandated curfews existed. To 
get some insight into the past, 
I put my go-go boots on, 
grabbed my peace necklace 
and went to interview Dr. 
Gary Lilly, the Sociology De- 
partment Chair and 1969 grad- 
uate of Westminster. 


From 1965-1969, Lilly wit- 
nessed blatant sexism on cam- 
pus from the regulated cur- 
fews to the stringent dress 
code made solely for women. 
According to Lilly, “this place 
was terribly sexist.” 

On weeknights, freshmen 
women were required to be in 
their dormitory by 10 p.m. and 
upperclass women were re- 
quired to be in by 11. On top 
af this, on the weekends all 
Svomen needed to be in by 
Gnidnight, although three. one 

clock allotments were al 

wed per semester. These 
strict curfews only applied 
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A Blast 
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women, as men were left with 
no particular rules of the sort. 
Lilly said that even though 
these rules were strictly en- 
forced, they of course were 
still broken. 


“Most students found it eas- 
ier to individually evade the 
tules instead of collectively de- 
fying them,” Lilly stated. 

If you were a female West- 
minster student in the late 
1960s, you could forget about 
having a wide selection of 
women sports to choose from. 
Actually, field hockey and a 
“precision aquatics” swim club 
were pretty much the extent 
of female sport options. 


In addition to curfews and a 
lack of sports, women were 
also subject to a rigorous 
dress code which enforced 
only wearing skirts to class. 
In fact, sporting events were 
the only place where women 
could legally wear “slacks.” 

. This time though, men did 
not walk away empty-handed. 
Men were required to abide 
by the special dress code for 
the library which prohibited 
wearing shorts inside the con- 
fines. Believe it or not, an ac- 
tual incident of civil disobedi- 
ence took place when an 
assortment of men _ protested 


these codes. 


They walked into the l- 
brary and stayed there clothed 
in their Bermuda shorts. Al 
though this failed to revolu- 
tionize the library regulation, it 
would be intriguing to witness 
a student protest on this cam- 
pus. 


Because the college adopt- 
ed a philosophy of en loco par- 
entes, it claimed the responsi- 
bility of taking the temporary 
role of parents while students 
were away from home. Along 
with this came policies on 
drinking and chapel atten- 
dance. A universal prohibition 
policy was enforced not only 
on campus, but surprisingly 
also in fraternity houses: Stu- 
dents faced expulsion if 
caught drinking since there 
was no judicial board or due 
process law which would allow 
for the intermediary steps that 
exist today. 

“I remember going to a 
frat party and no one was 
drunk,” Lilly said, “I never saw 
anything more than a single 6- 
pack of beer in a-frat house.” 
If drinking occurred, Lilly stat- 
ed that students traveled 
across the Ohio border to do 
so. 


Along with prohibition, 
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chapel requirements on cam- 
pus were enforced to an ex- 
treme. During Lilly’s time, 
chapel was required twice a 
week and this was regulated 
through individualized chapel 
cards that needed to be 
stamped to prove attendance. 
Only three absences were per- 
mitted per semester and if this 
was violated, a student’s credit 
hours were docked at the se- 
mester end. In the 1950s, 
chapel was required a whop- 
ping five times a week! 


Times have changed at 
Westminster and thank good- 
ness for that! 


“Westminster changed sub- 
stantially between when I left 
in 1969 and when I came back 
to teach in 1977,” Lilly said. 
Transformations mainly took 
place in the gradual seculariza- 
tion of the college by the new- 
ly inducted President Earl 
Carlson, the first non-Presby- 
terian. President at Westmin- 
ster. 
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” Dewitt said ‘Westminster is a modification As the weekend approaches _
